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News  of  the  Week 


Key  Industry  Duty — Warehousing 

Notice  is  given  that  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  His  Majesty's 
Treasury  have  revoked  their  Orders  dated  September  24,  1921, 
and  Septemljer  19,  1924,  made  under  Section  39  of  the  Customs 
Consolidation  Act,  1876,  which  required  duty  to  be  paid  on 
the  first  importation  of  certain  goods  charged  with  Customs 
duties  under  the  Safeguarding  of  Industries  Act,  1921.  The 
effect  of  this  revocation  is  that  goods  liable  to  duty  under 
Part  6  of  the  Customs  and  Excise  Tariff  may  be  warehoused 
without  payment  of  duty  on  importation  in  bonded  ware- 
houses duly  appnived  for  the  purpose  by  the  Commissioners  of 
Customs  and  Excise. 

Suspension  of  Anglo-Spanish  Clearing  Procedure 

Under  the  Clearing  Office  (Spain)  Amendment  No.  2  Order, 
dated  December  17,  1936,  debts  cjue  in  respect  of  Spanish  goods 
imported  into  the  L'nited  Kingdom  after  December  19,  1936, 
will  not  be  payable  to  the  Clearing  Office.  The  Order  does  not, 
however,  apply  to  debts  which  are  now  due  or  may  fall  due 
hereafter,  in  respect  of  Spanish  goods  imported  into  the  United 
Kingdom  on  or  before  December  19,  1936,  and  these  debts  must 
be  paid  to  the  Bank  of  England  for  account  of  the  Clearing 
Office,  as  hitherto.  It  will  still  be  necessary  for  importers  of 
Spanish  goods  at  the  time  of  entry  of  the  goods  to  fill  up  and 
sign  a  form  of  declaration  (A.S.C.O.  Form  lA)  which  can  be 
obtained  from  the  Customs  at  the  port  of  importation.  His 
Majesty's  Government  have  decided  that  it  is  not  possible  under 
present  circumstances  to  distriljute  the  sterling  held  by  the 
Clearing  Office  to  creditors  in  the  Xhiited  Kingdom,  and  the 
Trea.sury  Order  accordingly  provides  that  the  sums  now  held 
and  hereafter  received  by  tlie  Clearing  Office  shall  l)e  transferred 


to  a  reserve  fund  at  the  Bank  of  England  until  a  further  Order 
is  made.  In  the  meantime  no  useful  purpose  will  be  served 
hy  creditors  in  the  United  Kingdom  addressing  inquiries  to  the 
Clearing  Office  with  regard  to  the  possil)ilit\-  of  transfer  of  debts 
due  to  them  from  Spain. 

Chemists'  Mutual  Insurance  Co.,  Ltd. 

The  fourteenth  annual  report  ol  the  directors  oi  the  Chemists' 
Mutual  Insurance  Co.,  Ltd.,  states  that  during  the  year  ended 
September  30  there  has  been  a  suljstantial  expansion  of  busi- 
ness in  all  departments.  Every  insurance  in  force,  or  taken 
out  during  the  year  ending  September  30,  1937,  will  be  subject 
to  a  10  per  cent,  bonus.  In  the  fire  and  burglary  departments 
claims  have  been  considerably  lower  than  the  general  average, 
and  substantial  allocations  have  again  been  added  to  the  re.spec- 
tive  reserves.  The  employers'  liability  account  reflects  the 
great  liability  chemists  have  under  the  Workmen's  Compensa- 
tion Act.  The  profit  and  loss  account  received  substantial 
transfers  from  the  revenue  accounts,  and  another  ;^r,ooo  has 
been  added  to  general  reserve,  which  now  stands  at  ;^6,500. 
The  balance  sheet  shows  that  funds  are  now  /^2,483.  The 
surplus  over  statutory  reserves  is  £28,oyj,  more  than  six  times 
the  amount  required.  Investments  of  £;ii,22y  are  shown  at 
cost  or  under  ;  the  market  \  alue  is  over  £2,000  more.  All  funds 
are  in  liquid  £issets. 

Sessional  Events 

x\  meeting  of  the  Anglesey,  North  Carnar\'f)nshire  and  Cohvyn 
Bay  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  at  the 
British  Hotel,  Bangor,  on  Decemlier  (-»,  Mr.  Llew.  W.  Jones  in 
the  chair.  A  report  on  the  British  Piiarmaceutical  Conference 
was  given  Ijy  the  represental ivcs.    Reports  of  branch  meetings 
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as  given  by  the  official  journal  of  the  Society  were  criticised 
by  members ;  the  secretary  informed  the  meeting  that  the 
reports  sent  by  him  to  the  editor  had  been  cut  down.  The 
meeting  decided  to  bring  this  matter  to  the  attention  of  the 
representatives'  meeting  at  the  next  Conference.  Branch  rules 
were  discussed  and  passed  after  slight  modifications.  The 
secretary  was  asked  to  write  to  the  adjoining  branches  on  the 
subject  of  federation. 

The  Bradford  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  held  a 
successful  whist  drive  and  dance  at  the  Queen's  Hall,  Bradford, 
on  December  2,  when  about  250  members  and  friends  were 
present.  There  were  numerous  prizes  for  whist  and  spot  dances, 
given  by  various  wholesalers.  Mrs.  E.  Robinson  (wife  of  the 
chairman)  presented  the  prizes. 

Coventry 

On  November  8,  Mr.  G.  Pinchbeck,  Ph.C.  (Wylcys,  Ltd.), 
addressed  the  Coventry  Branch  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union  on  "First  Aid  and  Protective  Measures  against  Gas 
Poisoning  in  Chemical  Warfare."  He  dealt  with  the  nature  of 
gases  falling  within  the  classes  of  persistent,  non-persistent  and 
semi-persistent  gases,  and  indicated  the  types  most  likely  to  be 
employed  in  war,  as  well  as  the  steps  that  should  be  taken  in 
rendering  first  aid.  Mr.  Pinchbeck  exhibited  several  respirators, 
including  the  service  and  civilian  duty  types,  and  explained 
their  construction  and  use.  He  advised  pharmacists  who  could 
spare  the  time  to  take  a  course  of  instruction  at  the  Falfield 
Anti-gas  School.  Mr.  W.  A.  Bales  (chairman)  said  it  was  the 
duty  of  ever)-'  pharmacist  to  take  his  part  in  the  scheme  of 
air-raid  precautions  which  the  local  authorities  were  preparing. 
A  vote  of  thanks  was  proposed  by_Mr.  G.  R.  Williamson  (vice- 
chairman)  . 

Leeds 

A  meeting  of  the  Leeds  Branch  of  the  National  Pharmaceu- 
tical Union  was  held  at  the  Hotel  Metropole  on  December  8. 
The  speaker  was  Miss  Sharpies  (assistant  secretary,  N.P.U.). 
The  chairman  (Mr.  F.  C.  Stock)  welcomed  those  members  of 
the  Pontefract  and  Castleford  Branch  who  were  present,  and 
read  a  telegram  of  good  wishes  from  the  Wembley  Branch  ;  he 
also  stated  that  the  response  to  a  circular  recently  sent  out  by 
the  Branch  asking  for  support  for  the  Chemists'  Friends  scheme 
had  been  very  good.  Miss  Sharpies  spoke  on  "The  Year's 
Work  of  the  N.P.U."  She  gave  a  resume  of  the  activities  of 
the  various  departments  and  reminded  members  that  they  had 
a  responsibility  to  support  the  Union  whenever  possible.  Miss 
Sharpies  sjaoke  on  the  C.F.  scheme,  demonstrating  that  it  was 
proving  successful,  but  that  complete  success  depended  on  the 
loyaltj'  of  N.P.U.  members.  The  speaker  asked  those  present 
to  sign  the  ' '  Wembley  ' '  agreement  forms  which  had  been 
sent  to  the  branch  secretary.  Miss  Sharpies  answered  the 
many  questions  which  had  been  asked.  A  vote  of  thanks  was 
proposed  by  Mr.  F.  Midgley. 

Liverpool 

The  award  in  the  W.  H.  Saunders  essay  competition  for  the 
present  year  has  just  Ijeen  made.  The  first  prize,  £^  3s.,  has 
heen  awarded  to  Christina  Farrelly  of  the  Dublin  office  staff, 
who  chose  the  first  of  the  two  subjects  offered.  The  second 
prize,  £2  2s.,  has  been  awarded  to  Charles  Hale  (printing 
department),  and  the  third  prize,  £1  is.,  to  Aline  Minton 
(packed  goods  department).  The  alternative  subjects  on  this 
occasion  were :  "If  you  were  showing  a  visitor  around  Liver- 
pool (or  Dublin),  what  places  or  buildings  would  you  point 
out  ?  ' '  and  ' '  Are  we  better  off  than  our  parents  were  ? 

"  Modern  Technique  in  Bio-Chemistry  "  was  the  subject  of 
the  seventeenth  Hurter  memorial  lecture  delivered  by  Professor 
I.  M.  Heilbron,  D.S.O.,  F.R.S.  (Victoria  University,  Man- 
chester) to  the  Liverpool  section  of  the  Society  of  Chemical 
Industry  at  Liverpool  University  on  December  4.  Professor 
T.  P.  Hilditch  (chairman)  presided.  Professor  Heilbron 
pointed  out  that  the  striking  advances  in  our  knowledge  of 
the  vitamins,  hormones  and  enzymes  during  the  past  decade 
had  been  largely  due  to  the  refinement  of  laboratory  technique 
and  to  the  wider  application  of  physico-chemical  methods  to 
structural  problems. 

London 

At  Tower  Bridge  Police  Court,  on  December  14,  Leonard 
Lewis  and  Samuel  Hersh,  described  as  commercial  travellers, 
were  remanded  on  a  charge  of  conspiracy  to  defraud  in  con- 
nexion with  directories. 


At  Marylebone  Police  Court,  on  December  18,  Mr.  L.  Marcus, 
Cambridge  Terrace,  W.2,  was  fined  ^£10,  with  £2  3S-  costs,  for 
being  in  unauthorised  possession  of  20  gr.  of  morphine.  The 
defendant  said  he  had  qualified  as  M.D.  Chicago  and  B.Sc. 
London. 

The  West  Ham  and  Eastern  District  Association  of  Pharma- 
cists held  its  annual  social  and  dance  in  aid  of  the  Benevolent 
Fund  at  the  Church  Institute,  Stratford,  on  December  10. 
After  supper  the  president  (Mr.  S.  C.  Jones)  called  on  Mr. 
Arthur  Mortimer  to  make  the  appeal  for  the  Fund,  which  he 
did  in  the  usual  "  Mortimer  manner."  The  rest  of  the  evening 
was  given  to  games  and  dances.  Mr.  G.  F.  Deeth  acted  as 
M.C.    The  event  realised  over  £27. 

At  West  London  Police  Court,  on  December  11,  Hugh  Brady 
(45),  school  teacher,  was  charged  with  being  concerned  with 
another  man  not  in  custodj^  in  stealing  three  Kodak  cameras, 
valued  at  £^0,  belonging  to  F.  E.  Lever,  Ltd.,  chemists, 
Pembridge  Road,  W.ii,  and  two  Ensign  cameras,  worth  £26, 
from  Boots,  Ltd.,  King  Street,  Hammersmith,  W.6.  Evidence 
was  given  on  behalf  of  both  the  companies  mentioned  and  of 
Kodak,  Ltd.  The  accused,  who  pleaded  "Not  guilty"  and 
reserved  his  defence,  was  remanded  for  committal  for  trial. 

Wigan 

Members  of  the  staff  of  the  Wigan  Insurance  Committee, 
together  with  friends  who  had  been  closely  associated  with  the 
work  of  the  Committee,  were  entertained  to  dinner  at  the  Grand 
Hotel,  Wigan,  on  November  26,  by  Mr.  W.  T.  Fidler  and  Mr. 
W.  Parkinson  in  celebration  of  their  having  completed  twenty- 
one  years'  service  as  chairman  and  vice-chairman  respectively. 
The  company  included  the  town  clerk  ;  Mr.  W.  Leyland  (clerk, 
Preston  Insurance  Committee);  the  town  clerk  of  Clitheroe  ;  and 
Dr.  T.  M.  Angior.  Mr.  Baucher  submitted  the  toast  "The 
Insurance  Committee  for  the  County  Borough  of  Wigan,"  and 
Mr.  Fidler  and  Mr.  Parkinson  responded.  The  toast  "The 
Panel  and  Pharmaceutical  Committee  ' '  was  submitted  by  the 
town  clerk  of  Wigan,  and  Dr.  \y.  Readman  and  Mr.  J.  P. 
Worthington  responded. 

Miscellaneous 

Window-dressing  award. — At  a  window-dressing  competi- 
tion organised  by  the  Reigate  and  Redhill  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  a  cup  offered  for  the  best  display  by  tradesmen  at 
Redhill  was  awarded  to  W.  H.  Fowler  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  chemists, 
38  Station  Road. 

Revised  optical  insurance  prices. — At  a  meeting  of  the 
Ophthalmic  Benefit  Joint  Committee,  on  December  14,  it  was 
agreed  that  the  charges  for  Class  i  appliances  should  be  revised 
as  follows: — With  spherical  lenses,  5s.;  with  cylindrical  or  sph.- 
cylindrical  lenses,  7s.;  with  one  sphere  and  one  cylindrical  lens, 
6s.    The  alterations  to  take  effect  from  January  i,  1937. 

In  the  courts. — At  Cambridge  Borough  Sessions,  recently, 
William  Frederick  Scott  was  charged  with  attempting  to  obtain 
by  false  pretences  a  Leica  camera,  value  £30  los.,  the  property 
of  Turner  &  Sons  (Cambridge),  Ltd.,  chemists.  Trinity  Street. 
He  was  committed  for  trial. — At  Wealdstone,  on  December  15, 
Joseph  Limbrick  was  fined  sums  amounting,  with  costs,  to 
£61  on  four  summonses  for  practising  as  a  dentist  when  not 
registered. 

Chemist's  unsuccessful  appeal. — ^Mr.  F.  B.  Curxan, 
chemist  and  druggist,  York,  recently  appealed  to  the  Minister 
of  Health  against  the  refusal  of  the  City  Council  to  permit  the 
erection  of  a  shop  in  front  of  the  dwelling  house  at  44  Heworth 
Green  under  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act,  1932.  The 
Minister  of  Health,  in  his  decision,  states  that  he  can  find  no 
sufficient  reason  for  dissenting  from  the  Council's  decision  ;  he 
has  therefore  dismissed  the  appeal. 

Chemical  workers'  wages. — A  joint  statement  issued  by 
Imperial  Chemical  Industries,  Ltd.,  and  the  National  Union  of 
General  and  Municipal  Workers,  the  Transport  and  General 
Workers'  Union,  and  the  Mid-Cheshire  Salt  Workers'  Union 
says  that  as  the  result  of  a  conference  between  representatives 
of  I.C.I,  and  those  trades  unions  it  has  been  agreed  that  adult 
male  chemical  workers'  wages  shall  be  increased  from  January  4 
by  |d.  an  hour.  The  rates  of  piece  workers,  females,  and 
juveniles,  are  also  being  adjusted.  This  advance  will  affect 
approximatelv  28,000  workers  in  various  parts  of  the  country. 
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Irish  Notes 

Brevities 

Mr.  Joseph  F.  Kennedy  lias  been  appointed  secretary  to  the 
Court  of  Directors,  Apothecaries'  Hall  of  Ireland. 

In  connexion  with  its  advertising  campaign  the  Ulster 
Chemists'  Association  has  published  a  striking  advertisement 
incorporating  the  Association's  "  R  "  sign  and  showing  what 
to  buy  for  Christmas,  and  where. 

The  whist  drive  in  aid  of  the  Northern  Ireland  Chemists' 
Benevolent  Fund,  which  is  being  organised  by  the  ladies' 
social  committee,  will  be  held  on  Tuesday,  January  26,  and  not 
as  stated  in  our  last  week's  issue. 

Chemists  in  Dublin,  Cork,  Waterford  and  Limerick  report 
that  Christmas  business  up  to  December  19  was  slow,  but 
many  anticipated  a  run  on  gift  sets,  cofirets  and  photographic 
goods  during  the  present  week.  Chemists  in  the  centre  of 
Dublin  welcomed  the  extension  of  business  hours  on  Christmas 
Eve. 

The  first  annual  reunion  of  the  Pharmacy  Branch  of  the 
National  Union  of  Distributive  and  Allied  Workers  was  held  in 
the  Whitehall  Cafe,  Ann  Street,  Belfast,  on  December  9.  Mr. 
J.  Kirk  {district  organiser)  referred  to  the  starting  of  the  local 
branch  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  and  said  it  had  made  very 
good  progress  in  Belfast  and  had  extended  to  several  provin- 
cial towns.  The  feeling  among  the  pharmacy  staffs  was  in 
favour  of  getting  together  and  forming  a  strong  and  effective 
organisation  to  protect  their  interests. 

The  Dublin  Branch  of  the  United  Commercial  Travellers' 
Association  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing held  at  the  Central  Hotel,  Dublin,  on  December  19, 
unanimously  re-elected  Sir  Thomas  Robinson,  M.C.P.S.I., 
President  for  the  coming  year.  Sir  Thomas,  who  is  one  of 
the  principals  of  Hayes,  Conyngham  &  Robinson,  Ltd.,  com- 
mented upon  the  improved  Customs  clearance  facilities  in  the 
Free  State.  The  difficulty  of  clearing  imports  at  the  Port  of 
Dublin  and  other  ports  was  diminishing  owing  to  the  greater 
efficiency  of  the  staffs.  They  still  knew,  however,  that  it 
was  not  economically  possible  for  certain  goods  to  be  manu- 
factured in  the  Free  State. 


Scottish  Notes 

Brevities 

Miss  Jean  Erskine,  chemist  and  druggist,  Bonnybrae,  Burn- 
head  Road,  Larbert,  has  been  presented  with  a  cheque  and  a 
writing  case  from  the  firm  of  R.  Gordon  Drummond,  chemists, 
Falkirk,  on  the  occasion  of  her  marriage.  From  the  staff  she 
received  a  mahogany  table  and  a  Royal  Doulton  figure. 

A  meeting  of  the  Paisley  and  District  Chemists'  Association 
was  held  at  Paisley  on  December  14,  Mr.  Thomas  McKira 
(vice-president)  in  the  chair.  Mr.  John  McKim,  F.Z.S.  (Scot.), 
delivered  an  instructive  address  on  "  Nature's  Wonderland," 
illustrated  by  lantern  slides.  Mr.  McKiin  showed  pictures 
illustrating  the  habits  of  various  birds  and  insects,  followed 
by  pictures  of  strange  geological  formations.  Votes  of  thanks 
to  the  lecturer  and  to  Mr.  Hawthorn  Stewart  (lanternist)  were 
proposed  by  Mr.  Whiteford. 

After  lasting  over  a  week,  the  trial  at  Edinburgh  Sheriff 
Court  of  .seven  men  who  were  charged  with  fraud  in  connexion 
with  the  publication  of  directories  and  trade  guides  was  con- 
cluded on  December  21.  The  following  were  the  jury's  ver- 
dicts; Hodson,  Lipetz,  Breen,  Simmons,  Mellon  and  Hughes 
each  guilty  of  one  charge  ;  Christie  guilty  of  two  charges. 
Sheriff-Principal  Brown  imposed  sentences  as  follows :  Hodson, 
twelve  montlis'  imprisonment  ;  Lipetz,  four  months'  imprison- 
ment ;  Christie,  six  months'  imprisonment  ;  Breen,  six  months' 
imprisonment  ;  Simmons,  three  months'  imprisonment  ;  Mellon, 
eight  months'  imprisonment  ;  Hughes,  nine  months'  imprison- 
ment. Sheriff  Brown,  in  his  address  to  the  jury,  said  that  it 
was  a  complicated  and  difficult  case.  The  salient  point  was 
whether  these  guides  or  directories  were  genuine  or  bogus. 
Wliether  genuine  or  not,  one  could  not  but  be  amazed  at  the 
readiness  with  which  people  parted  with  large  sums  of  money 
without  making  inquiries  as  to  the  vendor  of  the  article,  or 
as  to  the  genuineness  of  the  article  itself.  Among  the  witnesses 
was  Profes.sor  Sydney  Smith,  Professor  of  Forensic  Medicine  at 
Edinburgh  University,  who  said  that  he  had  received  order 
forms  and  subjected  them  to  certain  chemical  tests.  He  found 
that  on  a  number  of  order  forms  the  word  "  cancelled  "  had 
been  removed,  and  on  other  forms  he  found  there  had  been 
alterations. 


Topical  Reflections 

By  Xrayser 


\  Have  but  Glanced 

through  the  C  .  D.  Dtarv  and  Y ear-Book , 
1937.  which  arrived  shortly  before  I  penned  these  comments  ; 
but  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is,  if  possible, 
ahead  of  its  many  predecessors.  It  may  be  described  as  a 
vade-mecum  upon,  practically,  all  aspects  of  a  chemist's 
business,  both  practical  and  theoretical.  I  can  think  of  no 
better  book  to  place  in  the  hands  of  the  voung  pharmacist 
beginning  business  than  this  handsome  volume.  The  legal 
information  can  hardly  have  been  so  varied  and  concise  in 
any  previous  volume  of  the  series  ;  the  numljer  of  subjects 
covered  is  astonishing.  The  Buyers'  Guide  is,  as  usual,  a  list 
of  several  thousands  of  articles  occupying  forty-three  closely 
printed  pages :  wholesalers  and  retailers  alike  are  in  the  habit 
o{  consulting  this  when  faced  with  queries  as  to  specialities 
about  which  they  may  not  have  heard  before.  Then  there  is 
a  complete  and  simply  arranged  section  on  "  Restrictions  on 
the  Sale  of  Poisons."  This  has  evidently  been  brought  up  to 
date,  and  is  set  out  so  that  the  different  parts  can  be  easily 
located. 

■  The  Pharmaceutical  Salesman," 

a  series  of  short  articles  on 
the  various  departments  of  a  pharmacist's  business,  is  most 
informative  and  deals  lielpfully  with  modern  developments. 
This  volume  should  be  kept  handy  for  reference :  it  is  worth 
more  than  a  passing  glance.  An  article  dealing  with  Landlord 
and  Tenant  Act  problems  and  one  explaining  the  law  relating 
to  shops  and  warehouses  are  not  the  least  valuable  of  the 
many  good  things  the  Diary  contains.    There  is  another  point 


worth  mentioning.  In  the  Diary  proper  the  blotting  paper 
has  been  perforated,  indicative  of  tlie  care  and  thought  w  hich 
have  been  devoted  throughout  to  the  hook. 

"  Prescribed  Shop  Lighting  " 

is  an  article  (p.  704)  very  applic- 
able to  a  pharmacy  ;  as  I  read  it,  I  went  back  in  memory  to 
the  many  systems  I  have  known  since  I  entered  the  calling. 
In  the  pharmacy  where  I  was  apprenticed  the  "  fish-tail  "  gas 
jet  was  the  only  source  of  illumination  and  served  the  purpose 
of  "  lighting,"  dimly,  a  small  circle  of  the  counter:  outside 
it  the  darkness  seemed  the  more  profound.  My  old  employer, 
soon  after  I  went  to  him,  developed  a  mania  for  lighting  the 
pharmacy  with  paraffin  oil,  and  would  trim  the  lamps  him- 
self. The  consequence  was  that  often  in  the  winter,  being 
somewhat  of  a  dilatory  nature,  lie  would  not  start  trimming 
his  lamps  till  it  was  almost  too  dark  to  see  to  do  the  work. 
When  I  opened  a  pharmacy  of  my  own,  the  Welsbach  incan- 
descent mantle  was  just  becoming  popular  ;  and  the  increase 
in  light,  as  well  as  the  quality,  was  very  noticeable.  Un- 
fortunately gas  lighting  developed  too  much  heat  for  illumi- 
nating the  inside  of  window  enclosures,  so  that  the  lights  had 
to  be  placed  abtjve  them.  There  was  considerable  loss  of  light 
through  refraction  and  reflection  before  it  got  to  the  contents 
oi  the  enclosure,  and  it  was  not  until  the  system  of  lighting 
from  the  outside  became  common  that  modern  window  display 
developed.  When  I  study  the  methods  of  lighting  shop 
windows  and  interiors  in  vogue  to-day,  with  the  added  attrac- 
tion of  neon  lighting,  I  realise  how  much  better  a  time  appren- 
tices and  assistants  have  compared  with  the  conditions  I  had 
to  put  up  with. 
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Legal  Reports 

Dangerous  Drugs  Acts. — At  Sheffield  City  Police  Court, 
on  December  14,  Mr.  E.  Siddall,  chemist  and  druggist, 
Walkley,  was  summoned  on  three  counts  for  not  entering  pur- 
chases of  morphine  and  heroin.  He  pleaded  "Guilty."  A 
fine  of  £^  on  each  count  was  imposed. — At  the  same  court, 
Mrs.  Greenall,  Wadsley  Lane,  was  fined  £z  for  leaving  the 
key  of  her  poison  cupboard  in  charge  of  an  unqualified 
assistant. — At  the  same  court,  a  manager  at  a  branch  of 
Jenners  (Chemists),  Ltd.,  was  fined       for  a  similar  offence. 

Pharmacy  Acts  (Ireland). —  At  Rathkeale  District  Court, 
on  December  14,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  prose- 
cuted John  Wall,  Main  Street,  for  having  sold  lysol  without 
possessing  the  necessary  qualification.  There  was  a  second 
summons  against  the  defendant,  as  a  proprietor  of  the  Central 
Pharmacy,  for  having  permitted  the  sale  of  the  poison  by  a 
person  other  than  a  qualified  chemist.  Mr.  J.J.  Kerr,  registrar 
of  the  Society,  was  proceeding  to  examine  Civic  Guard 
O'Cxmnor,  who  was  a  witness  for  the  prosecution,  when  Mr. 
Noonan,  solicitor,  defending,  asked  the  justice  if  Mr.  Kerr, 
who  was  not  a  solicitor,  was  entitled  to  conduct  the  case. 
The  justice  said  under  the  District  Court  rules  the  registrar 
of  the  Society  was  entitled  to  conduct  the  case.  Mr.  Kerr 
said  the  Society  might  have  employed  a  solicitor,  but  they 
wanted  to  save  the  defendant  the  expense.  Evidence  of  purchase 
having  been  given,  Mr.  Kerr  produced  the  Register  of  the 
Society  and  said  the  defendant  was  not  registered  as  a  chemist 
and  had  no  authority  to  act  as  an  apothecary.  The  defendant 
was  fined  on  the  first  summons  and  5s.  on  the  second,  and 
£z  7s.  6d.  expenses  was  allowed. 

Obtaining  Credit. — At  Old  Street  Police  Court,  London,  on 
December  9,  H.  George  Brown  (41),  described  as  a  traveller, 
and  stated  by  the  prosecution  to  have  traded  as  the  Soveran 
Perfumery  Co.,  City  Road,  E.C.,  pleaded  "Not  guilty"  to 
charges  of  obtaining  credit  to  th<-  extent  of  £if)  from  Phillips 
Press,  Ltd.,  Carlvle  Street,  W.,  and  £d,\  from  Wrightson's, 
Ltd.,  Scrubbs  Lane,  Willesden,  without  disclosing  that  he  was 
an  undischarged  bankrupt.  He  pleaded  "Guilty"  to  a 
summons  under  the  Registration  of  Business  Names  Act,  1916, 
which  alleged  that  when  carrvdng  on  business  at  319  City  Road, 
E.C.,  he  made  default  in  furnishing  to  the  registrar  of  business 
names  a  statement  in  writing  in  the  prescribed  form.  Mr.  E. 
Pankhurst,  examiner  in  the  department  of  the  official  receiver, 
gave  evidence  that  he  was  concerned  in  the  bankruptcy  of 
Brown.  Detective-Inspector  Davis  gave  evidence  of  various 
inquiries  made  concerning  tlie  accused.  Replying  to  the  magis- 
trate. Brown  said  that  before  obtaining  credit  he  told  the 
parties  concerned  that  he  was  an  undischarged  bankrupt. 
A  sentence  of  nine  months'  imprisonment  in  "the  second  division 
was  imposed. 

White  Pepper. — At  Alnwick,  on  December  17,  Wilkinson 
&  Simpson,  Ltd.,  wholesale  and  retail  chemists.  Low  Friar 
street,  Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  were  summoned  on  a  charge  of 
having  given  a  local  retailer  a  false  warranty  in  respect  of 
white  pepper.  Mr.  S.  Strugnell,  prosecuting,  said  that  this 
case  was  the  result  of  a  pnjsecution  taken  in  November  against 
a  retailer,  who  pleaded  a  warranty  given  by  the  present 
defendants,  which  the  Court  upheld.  He  understood  the 
defendants  intended  to  plead  warranty  given  to  them  by  the 
London  firm  who  supplied  the  pepper.  They  were  not  entitled 
to  do  that,  because  thev  should  have  proved  for  themselves 
the  truth  of  the  warranty-  they  were  giving  to  the  retailer. 
Magnesium  carbonate  was  a  liarmless  powder,  used  for 
medicinal  purposes.  Mr.  H.  C.  L.  Bloxham,  F.I.C.,  public 
analyst  for  Northumberland,  stated  that  an  analysis  of  the 
sample  of  pepper  showed  the  presence  of  7  per  cent,  of  mag- 
nesium carbonate.  He  had  known  only  one  other  case  of 
pepper  containing  magnesium  carbonate.  Mr.  Hugh  W.  Noble, 
a  director  of  Wilkinson  &  Simpson,  said  his  firm  had  dealt 
with  Messrs.  Lewis,  Tilbury  &  Co.  for  some  years.  He  pro- 
duced the  warranty  signed  by  that  firm  for  seven  barrels  of 
ground  white  pepper.  He  tested  the  barrels  of  pepper  for 
ash.  He  wrote  to  Lewis,  Tilfuirv  &  Co.,  and  they  asked  him 
to  send  a  sample  to  them  to  confirm  the  analysis.  Their 
figures  were  the  same.  He  wrote  to  Lewis  &  Tilbury  again, 
sending  them  another  sample,  and  they  also  found  magnesium 
carbonate.    A  fine  of  /3.  witli  £^4  4s.  costs,  was  imposed.

Moulds  in  Pharmaceutical  Preparations 

Mr.  G.  R.  Milne,  Ph.C.,  contributed  a  paper  on  "  Moulds 
in  Pharmaceutical  Preparations,"  which  he  illustrated  by 
examples.  The  first  example  appeared  in  a  mixture  containing 
acid,  phosph.  dil.,  1-6,  the  patient  returning  the  bottle  after 
four  daj's  with  a  white  silky  growth  at  the  bottom.  The 
growth  in  the  i-6  dilution  was  microscopically  examined  and 
showed  filaments  in  an  advanced  stage  of  degeneration.  It  was 
transferred  to  suitable  nutrient  media  and  incubated.  On 
examination,  the  mould  appeared  to  be  a  species  of  Penicilliiim . 
The  shop  round  was  emptied,  a  fresh  batch  of  acid,  phosph. 
dil.  was  prepared,  and  no  growth  had  since  appeared.  The 
second  growth  occurred  in  a  solution  of  acriflavine,  i  in  125, 
and  was  apparently  a  species  of  Actinomyces.  Attempts  were 
made  by  Mr.  Milne  and  by  Dr.  Lloyd  (bacteriology  depart- 
ment, Royal  Technical  College)  to  grow  the  mould  on  suitable 
nutrient  media,  but  the  attempts  were  unsuccessful,  the  growth 
evidently  having  been  killed  by  acriflavine.  The  introduction 
of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  1932,  with  its  new  formula  for 
arsenical  solution,  had  given  rise  to  cases  of  mould-growth, 
many  explanations  being  offered.  Growth  appeared  to  take 
place  up  to  a  certain  point  and  then  come  to  a  standstill. 
Solutions  of  pH.  2  or  pn  8  were  recommended  as  being  the  most 
stable  ;  a  preparation  of  pH  2  had  been  specially  recommended 
to  avoid  incompatibility  with  alkaloidal  salts.  In  a  subse- 
quent discussion,  Dr.  J.  P.  Todd  (Royal  Technical  College) 
said  it  was  unusual  to  find  moulds  in  a  solution  of  phosphoric 
acid.  Messrs.  Hunter,  Moffat,  Hood,  Gemmill,  Officer,  and 
Finlayson  also  took  part  in  the  discussion. 

Experiments  in  Weighing  and  Measuring 

Mr.  E.  J.  Schorn,  Ph.C.  (Royal  Technical  College), 
read  a  paper  on  ' '  Some  Experiments  in  Weighing  and 
Measuring."  It  was  pointed  out  that  the  substances  taken  for 
analysis  were  generally  of  a  simple  nature  and  easily  estimated, 
and  there  were  limits  in  the  standards  laid  down.  There  were 
limits  of  tolerance  regarding  the  weights  and  balances  and 
no  standard  was  laid  down  for  containers.  Six  6-oz.  bottles 
had  been  taken  from  stock,  dried  in  a  hot-air  oven  at  110°  to 
extract  moisture,  and  the  capacity  at  the  edge  of  the  shoulder, 
the  base  of  the  neck,  and  the  point  midway  between  were 
obtained.  The  following  results  in  minims  more  or  less  than 
the  reputed  quantity  were  recorded :  —

Dealing  with  weights,  Mr.  Schorn  said  that  the  variation 
allowed  in  a  i-gr.  stamped  apothecary's  weight  was  gr- 
in excess  only.  One  grain  of  potassium  iodide  weighed  to  a 
steady  pointer  showed  an  error  of  17  per  cent.,  and  weighed  to 
a  slight  deflection  showed  50  per  cent,  error.  The  balance  was 
then  cleaned  and  adjusted  and  one  grain  of  potassium  iodide 
weighed  to  a  steady  pointer,  10  per  cent,  excess  being  found. 
The  same  experiment  carried  out  on  a  fine  balance  in  a  glass 
case  showed  less  than  2  per  cent,  error.  Weighed  on  a  2-drachm 
weight,  the  error  was  found  to  be  negligible.  With  a  greater 
weight  than  one  grain  the  error  was  slight,  showing  that  the 
greatest  care  should  be  taken  with  the  smaller  weights.  Dr. 
Todd  commented  that  manufacturers  of  bottles  should  stan- 
dardise their  products  to  hold  6  oz.  at  a  definite  point,  with 


a  certain  permitted  tolerance.  Specially  sensitive  balances 
should  be  kept  for  certain  kinds  of  work.  Mr.  W.  M.  Mollison 
(Cockburn  &  Co.)  said  that  unless  they  were  prepared  to  pay 
much  more  for  their  bottles  than  at  present,  they  would  not 
get  them  more  accurately  made.  He  described  the  various 
methods  of  bottle  manufacture.  Messrs.  Wilson,  Gemmill, 
Cruickshanks,  Officer,  and  Ramsay  (vice-chairman)  contributed 
to  the  discussion. 

Drug  Extraction 

Dr.  J.  P.  Todd  then  reviewed  various  methods  of  drug 
extraction,  mentioning  the  tendency  to  modify  these  and  bring 
them  up  to  date.  He  related  some  experiments  in  which  a 
Hurrell  homogeniser,  specially  equipped,  was  employed  for  the 
reduction  of  material,  in  the  presence  of  suitable  liquid,  to  the 
finest  possible  state  of  subdivision,  approaching  colloidal  dimen- 
sions. It  was  suggested  that  certain  drugs  in  their  entiretv 
were  better  than  their  constituents.  A  sample  of  cinchona 
preparation  made  in  this  way  was  shown,  and  it  was  suggested 
that  ergot,  digitalis,  and  other  drugs  might  be  similarly  dealt 
with.  Dr.  Todd  stated  that  experiments  along  these  lines  were 
being  actively  carried  out  in  the  College  laboratories. 

Three  Resolutions 

After  the  chairman  had  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the 
readers  of  the  three  papers,  Mr.  J.  H.  Ramsay  moved  the 
following  resolution: — "That  the  Council  institute  a  summer 
school,  to  be  conducted  at  the  same  time  and  place  as  the 
Conference."  He  said  that  many  who  had  qualified  years  ago 
found  it  difficult  to  keep  abreast  of  modern  pharmacy.  He 
suggested  that  a  summer  school,  open  to  registered  pharmacists 
and  their  assistants,  in  the  town  where  the  Conference  was  being 
held,  would  be  a  boon.  A  small  fee  could  be  asked  from  those 
who  were  not  members  of  the  Conierence.  A  new  Pharma- 
copoeia had  been  introduced  in  1932  and  they  had  a  new  scien- 
tific vocabulary.  There  were  all  sorts  of  matters  on  which  thev 
needed  instruction.  Mr.  T.  Guthrie  (a  member  of  the  Societj-'s 
Council)  said  there  might  be  difficulty  in  finding  time  for  such  a 
school.  Mr.  W.  Spence  Culbert  (a  member  of  Council)  said  the 
idea  was  good  but  they  had  a  great  deal  of  work  to  get  through 
at  the  Conference.  Mr.  Officer  said  that  he  had  little  faith  in 
conferences.  They  should  conserve  their  funds  and  hold  the 
lectures  locally.  Mr.  Schorn  pointed  out  that  such  lectures 
were  given  at  Dundee.  Mr.  Ramsay  said  they  had  a  branch 
membership  of  1,100,  and  if  local  lectures  were  desired,  these 
could  be  arranged.  Lectures,  however,  delivered  during  the 
Conference  period  would  receive  trade  Press  publicity  and  could 
be  read  by  those  not  attending  the  Conference.  The  resolution 
was  unanimously  adopted.  Mr.  J.  H.  Ramsay  then  proposed 
a  second  resolution: — "That  all  resolutions  sent  to  the  secre- 
tary be  considered  by  the  Council  and  their  findings  thereon 
submitted  to  the  Branch  formulating  them  before  being  finally 
adopted  for  discussion  at  the  representatives'  meetings."  The 
proposer  said  there  was  a  sense  of  futility  in  the  discussion  of 
some  of  the  resolutions  at  the  Conference.  A  member  of 
Council  would  come  forward  with  some  new  facts  suddenly 
sprung  on  them.  Had  they  been  in  possession  of  these  facts 
they  might  have  been  able  to  withdraw  the  resolution  before 
it  got  the  length  of  discussion.  Mr.  P.  M.  Duff  seconded. 
Mr.  Guthrie,  opposing  the  proposal,  said  the  Conference 
existed  to  obtain  the  opinions  of  all  the  members,  and  it  was 
unreasonable  to  expect  one  branch  to  obtain  the  views  of  the 
Council  before  the  others.  Fresh  facts  often  emerged  while 
the  matter  was  being  discussed  in  conference.  After  discus- 
sion, Mr.  Ramsay's  proposal  to  send  up  the  resolution  was 
carried,  Messrs.  Guthrie  and  Culbert  dissenting.  Dr.  J.  P. 
Todd  proposed  the  following  resolution: — "That  in  the 
opinion  of  this  Branch,  the  Council  of  the  Society  should  take 
immediate  steps  to  recast  the  curricula  with  a  view  to  increas- 
ing the  professional  work  of  the  pharmacist,  and  that  the 
curricula  should  include  physiological  chemistry."  Dr.  Todd 
said  that  pharmacists  were  being  trained  to  do  the  job  of 
public  analyst.  Part  of  their  training  could  be  effectively 
dropped  in  favour  of  tuition  in  physiological  chemistn-. 
Messrs.  Gilmour,  Guthrie  and  Culbert  took  part  in  the  subse- 
quent discussion  on  the  resolution,  which  was  carried 
unanimously. 
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Problems  in  the  Shops  Acts 

By  a  Shop  Inspector 

IV — Sanitary  Arrangements  and  Washing  Facilities 


IT  seems  hard  to  believe  that  we  have  had  to  wait  until 
1934  before  legislation  was  introduced  to  bring  the 
sanitary  arrangements  in  retail  and  wholesale  shops  and 
warehouses  up  to  the  standard  adopted  in  factories  and  work- 
shops since  1903.  According  to  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  there 
must  be  provided  in  every  shop  suitable  and  sufficient  sanitary 
conveniences  and  washing  facilities.  These  conveniences  and 
lacilities  have  to  be  available  for  the  use  of  persons  employed 
in  or  about  the  shop  itself  and  in  the  immediate  vicinity. 

The  words  "suitable  and  sufficient"  are  defined,  not  very 
helpfully,  as  meaning  in  relation  to  any  shop  or  part  of  a  shop, 
suitable  and  sufficient  having  regard  to  the  circumstances  and 
conditions  affecting  that  shop  or  part  of  a  shop.  The  eSect  of 
this  definition  is  that  the  requirements  must  be  considered  in 
the  light  of  the  circumstances  and  conditions  of  the  individual 
.shop.  As  far  as  chemists'  shops  are  concerned  these  circum- 
stances will  include  not  only  the  size  of  the  shop  and  the 
number  and  sex  of  the  assistants  employed,  but  also  the  situa- 
tion of  the  shop  in  the  light  of  whether  trade  there  is  likely  to 
increase  or  decrease  with  consequent  enlargement  of  premises 
and  increase  or  decrease  of  present  staff. 

Both  the  Factory  Act  and  the  Public  Health  Acts  require 
the  provision  of  suitable  and  sufficient  sanitary  accommodation 
for  workers  employed  in  factories  and  workshops  ;  and  where 
persons  of  both  sexes  are  employed,  separate  accommodation 
must  be  provided  for  each  sex.  The  standard  laid  down  by 
the  Sanitary  Accommodation  Order,  1903,  will  very  likely  be 
adopted  by  shop  inspectors  as  a  guide  in  the  absence  of  any 
standard  laid  down  for  shops  alone.  Under  this  standard  a 
sanitary  convenience  must  be: — («)  Separate  conveniences  for 
the  use  of  each  sex.  (6)  Sufficient  as  to  the  number  of  con- 
veniences, that  is,  not  less  than  one  convenience  for  every 
twenty-five  males  and  one  for  every  twenty-five  females,  (c) 
Conveniently  accessible  to  the  persons  employed,  (rf)  Suffi- 
ciently ventilated.  (e)  Sufficiently  lighted.  (/)  Kept  in  a 
cleanly  state,  {g)  Under  cover.  (/;)  Provided  with  partitions, 
and,  in  the  case  of  conveniences  used  solely  by  females,  proper 
doors  and  fasteners  must  be  provided.  (i)  Provided  with 
separate  approaches  for  men's  and  women's  conveniences ; 
and  with  proper  screening  of  the  interior,  so  as  to  be  invisible 
from  places  where  persons  of  the  other  sex  have  to  pass. 

Sanitary  conveniences  should  preferably  be  connected  with 
cloakrooms,  in  which  very  often  the  lavatory  basins  and  drink- 
ing water  are  situated,  but  in  large  wholesale  chemist'.s  shops 
it  is  essential  to  provide  in  addition  sanitary  conveniences 
throughout  the  premises  in  situations  conveniently  accessible 
to  the  employees.  All  conveniences  should  be  built  on  an  outer 
wall  so  that  each  convenience  can  have  direct  connexion  with 
the  outside  air  by  means  of  windows.  Each  convenience 
should  be  adequately  lighted  both  by  day  and  after  dark. 

Washdown  pedestal  basins  should  always  be  installed, 
indeed  most  local  authorities  prohibit  the  installation  of  any 


other  kind.  A  good  quality  white  enamelled  fireclay  basin 
should  be  used,  as  it  is  stronger  and  cheaper  than  the  more 
aristocratic  white  earthenware  basin.  Outside  appearance 
should  be  plain :  designs  and  embossed  patterns  gather  dirt. 

Washing  Facilities 

Arrangements  for  washing  are  necessar}^  to  the  health,  self- 
respect  and  efficiency  of  all  shop  assistants.  Where  there  are 
no  washing  facilities  already  provided  in  the  shape  of  a  wash- 
hand  basin,  or  at  least  a  modern  glazed  sink  with  proper 
drainage  for  waste  water,  the  owner  or  occupier  of  the  chemist's 
shop  concerned  may  be  required  by  notice  to  provide  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  wash-hand  basins  conveniently  accessible  to 
the  persons  employed.  It  is  not  necessary  that  there  be 
separate  washing  facilities  for  each  sex,  but  a  wash-hand  basin 
fixed  in  the  lobby  or  cloakroom  attached  to  the  sanitary  con- 
venience used  by  the  female  staff  would  not,  for  instance,  be 
considered  suitable  and  sufficient  for  a  mixed  staff,  no  matter 
how  small. 

Of  the  many  types  of  lavatory  or  wash-hand  basins,  iron,  if 
uncoated,  is  dirty,  and  if  metallic-enamelled  is  non-lasting ;  if 
it  is  porcelain  enamelled  it  is  easily  damaged.  Salt-glazed  ware 
is  strong,  but  the  finished  surface  is  somewhat  rough  and  not 
easily  cleansed.  Porcelain  enamelled  fireclay,  and  porcelain, 
pottery  or  china  are  satisfactory.  An  excellent  example  of  the 
latter  is  vitreous  china,  which  is  of  one  texture  throughout  and 
therefore  not  subject  to  surface  crazing  nor  chipping. 

Soap  and  clean  towels  are  essential,  and  the  arrangements 
lor  these  need  some  little  care.  Some  of  the  many  forms  in 
which  soap  is  now  supplied,  such  as  liquid,  powdered  or  jelly, 
are  more  economical  than  tablets.  Receptacles  or  distributors 
specially  designed  for  the  purpose  are  now  in  common  use  and 
should  be  considered.  Absorbent  paper  towels  have  been  found 
convenient  and  inexpensive,  no  laundry  arrangements  being 
required.  Roller  towels  are  frequently  provided,  and  there  is 
no  hygienic  objection  to  their  use  if  large  enough  for  each 
person  to  be  able  to  draw  upon  a  clean  portion. 

In  the  case  of  lock-up  chemist's  shops  where  it  is  imprac- 
ticable or  impossible  to  provide  sanitary  conveniences  or 
washing  facilities  an  exemption  certificate  will  be  granted  in 
respect  of  the  premises  on  application  to  the  local  authority. 
It  must  be  noted,  however,  that  this  certificate  will  only  be 
granted  if  suitable  and  sufficient  sanitary  conveniences  and 
washing  facilities  are  otherwise  conveniently  available — say,  in 
the  same  or  an  adjoining  building.  Sanitary  conveniences  and 
washing  facilities  must  be  provided  on  the  premises  ;  it  is  not 
suitable  or  sufficient,  for  example,  that  such  conveniences  and 
facilities  are  available  in  the  same  block  of  buildings  (except 
in  the  case  of  lock-up  shops)  or  at  a  public  lavatory.  The  best 
advice  one  can  give  to  a  chemist  who  is  being  pressed  to  provide 
additional  sanitary  conveniences  or  washing  facilities  is  to 
make  a  friend  of  the  shop  inspector  in  his  district. 


V — Facilities  for  Taking  Meals 


THE  need  for  providing  mess-rooms  or  meal-rooms  for  all 
workers  is  now  widely  recognised,  and  the  Shops  Act, 
1934,  empowers  local  authorities  to  require  that  where 
persons  employed  about  the  shop  take  any  meals  in  the  shop, 
there  must  be  provided  and  maintained  suitable  and  sufficient 
facilities  for  the  taking  of  those  meals.  The  need  for  a  meal- 
room  is  by  no  means  confined  to  large  chemists'  shops.  The 
idea  behind  the  requirement  seems  to  indicate  that  there  is  a 
psychological  aspect  of  the  case  which  must  be  considered  both 
by  the  shop  inspector  and  the  occupier  of  the  shop  concerned. 
That  aspect  is  that  the  meal  interval  should  be  an  occasion  of 
mental  as  well  as  physical  rest. 

As  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  accommodation  will  vary 
according  to  circumstances,  I  do  not  intend  to  do  more  than 
indicate  the  chief  points  which  an  occupier  should  bear  in  mind 
and  offer  suggestions  ;  if  further  advice  and  assistance  are 
required,  they  will  be  readily  supplied  by  the  shop  inspector. 


The  provision  of  a  meal-room  need  not  be  an  elaborate  or 
expensive  undertaking.  A  great  deal  can  be  done  by  the  adap- 
tion of  existing  rooms  or  buildings,  and  I  have  seen  attractive 
meal-rooms  provided  on  very  simple  lines.  The  essentials  of 
a  meal-room  are  a  suitable  and  pleasant  room  set  apart  for  the 
purpose  and  suitably  furnished  with  sufficient  tables  and  chairs, 
and  adequate  means  of  cooking  or  heating  food  and  boiling 
water. 

Practical  Points 

The  first  point  to  be  determined  is  the  ntimber  of  persons  to 
be  provided  for,  as  everything  else,  choice  or  design  of  room, 
equipment,  etc.,  depends  upon  it.  In  most  chemists'  shops  the 
assistants  go  for  their  meals  in  relays,  probably  not  more  than 
two  or  three  employees  taking  the  meal  together.  Here  the 
room  will,  of  course,  be  small.  The  air  space  in  the  meal-room, 
liowever,  should  not  be  under  150  cubic  feet  per  person. 
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The  second  point  to  be  determined  is  whether  there  is  any 
room  or  covered  space  already  available  within  the  shop  which 
can  be  utilised  for  the  purpose.  In  all  cases  it  is  desirable  that 
the  meal-room  be  provided  on  the  premises.  A  mess-room  or 
meal-room  which  is  situated  in  an  adjoining  building  or  in  the 
yard  is  subject  to  the  disadvantage  that  the  employees  are 
exposed  to  discomfort  in  reaching  it  in  bad  weather. 

_  I  find  that  where  chemists  have  been  required  to  erect  addi- 
tional lavatory  arrangements  many  have  taken  the  opportunity 
to  build  a  small  meal-room  close  by.  This  is  a  great  advan- 
tage ;  It  is  not  only  more  convenient  for  the  employees,  but  the 
work  of  cleaning  and  supervision  is  made  much  easier  if  all  the 
accommodation  is  kept  together.  As  far  as  the  room  itself  is 
concerned  it  must  be  sufficiently  spacious  to  prevent  overcrowd- 
ing ;  hght,  airy,  warm  (in  cold  weather)  and  pleasant  in 
appearance.  A  dark,  stuffy  room  with  a  stale  smell  of  food  and 
chemicals  continually  clinging  to  it  defeats  the  end  in  view. 

The  tables  should  be  about  2  ft.  6  in.  wide.  Long  tables  are 
nearly  always  a  nuisance  to  everybody,  and  I  find  that  a  table 
measuring  4  ft.  6  in.  by  2  ft.  6  in.  is  most  suitable.  Folding 
tables  which  can  be  put  out  of  the  way  if  necessary  are  the 
most  convenient.  Table  tops  of  bare  white  wood  require  to  be 
scrubbed  daily,  and  it  lightens  the  work  of  cleaning  if  the  tops 
of  the  tables  are  covered  with  linoleum,  American  cloth  or  oil 
baize.  To  prevent  these  fraying  at  the  edges,  it  is  as  well  to 
surround  them  with  a  wood  or  metal  beading.  Some  table  tops 
are  now  made  of  porcelain  enamel,  which  is  impervious  to  heat 
or  moisture  and  can  be  easily  cleaned.  If  the  employees  bring 
their  own  cutlery  and  crockery,  sufficient  lockers  or  cupboards 
to  keep  them  in  must  be  provided.  The  meal-room  will  always 
be  untidy  if  the  employees  have  nowhere  to  put  their  things 
away.  A  waste  paper  basket  will  also  help  to  keep  the  room 
tidy.  It  must  be  understood  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  provide 
separate  meal-rooms  for  male  and  female  employees,  but  care 
must  be  taken  when  deciding  upon  a  room  for  this  purpose 
that  sanitary  accommodation  is  properly  placed  and  screened. 


Decoration,  Heating  and  Ventilation 

The  decoration  of  the  room  is  important.  It  should  differ  as 
much  as  possible  from  the  working  portions  of  the  shop.  The 
ceiling  should  be  kept  clean  and  white  ;  the  walls  should  be 
distempered  or  painted  in  a  cheerful  colour — a  few  prints  to 
break  their  bareness  make  a  lot  of  difference.  Thorough  ventila- 
tion of  the  meal-room  is  essential.  There  should  be  plenty  of 
window  opening  which  can  be  operated  easily.  It  is  a  good 
arrangement  when  the  windows  can  be  partly  opened  without 
causing  draughts  while  the  meal-room  is  in  use,  and  thrown 
wide  open  afterwards  so  as  to  air  the  room  thoroughly.  The 
need  for  heating  arrangements  in  winter  is  sometimes  forgotten. 
If  the  mess-room  forms  part  of  the  shop  it  will  usually  be 
heated  in  the  same  way  as  the  rest  of  the  shop.  For  outside 
meal-rooms,  a  gas  fire  or  electric  fire  is  probably  the  most 
suitable,  though  there  is  no  denying  the  homeliness  of  the  open 
coal  fire. 

I  find  that  some  chemists  are  loth  to  call  the  food  and  drink 
taken  during  the  half  hour  which  must  be  allowed  between  the 
hours  from  4  p.m.  to  7  p.m.  a  "  meal."  No  matter  what  food 
and  drink  is  consumed  during  this  break  it  is  definitely  a  meal, 
and  when  taken  on  the  premises  suitable  and  sufficient  facilities 
for  the  taking  of  the  meal  must  be  provided. 

I  had  occasion  to  send  an  official  notice  to  a  chemist  the 
other  day  regarding  the  employment  of  two  young  persons 
under  eighteen  years  of  age.  Back  came  a  letter  informing  me 
that  he  did  not  employ  anyone  under  eighteen  years.  I  investi- 
gated again  and  found  that  I  had  not  made  a  mistake.  The 
position  was  this :  the  two  young  persons  whom  I  had  noted 
were  the  chemist's  own  son  and  his  nephew,  both  apprentices. 
It  must  be  understood  that  all  young  persons,  whether  members 
of  the  occupier's  family  or  not,  are  subject  to  the  Regulations 
governing  the  employment  of  persons  under  eighteen  years  of 
age,  and  that  a  father  or  uncle  or  any  other  relative  may  be 
prosecuted  for  a  breach  of  these  regulations. 


Items  in  Parliament 


Tr.^de  Restrictions 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  was  asked  whether  it  was 
the  policy  of  His  Majesty's  Government  gradually  to  relax 
the  present  restrictions  on  foreign  trade  and  upon  the  move- 
ment of  capital.  .  .  .  ? 

Mr.  Chamberlain:  His  Majesty's  Government  have  con- 
stantly in  mind  the  desirability  of  securing  the  removal  of 
restrictions  on  foreign  trade  and  of  any  restrictions  upon  the 
movements  of  capital  which  interfere  with  foreign  trade  ; 
and  the  figures  of  United  Kingdom  imports  show  that  there 
are  fewer  restrictions  on  trade  with  this  country  than 
elsewhere.  .  .  . 

Maggot  Fi,y  in  Sheep 

The  Minister  of  Agriculture  was  asked  how  many  sheep  in 
England  and  Wales  were  killed  by  maggot  fly  during  1936  ; 
and  whether  any  action  was  being  taken  by  his  Department 
to  remedy  this  matter.' 

Mr.  Ramsbotham:  The  condition  caused  by  the  attack  of 
the  sheep  maggot  fly  is  not  a  notifiable  disease,  and  no  statistics 
are,  therefore,  available.  My  right  hon.  friend  is  aware, 
however,  that  in  the  past  few  years  sheep  farmers  have  reported 
unusual  activity  of  the  parasites,  the  control  of  which  is  a 
matter  for  voluntary  action  by  flock  masters.  The  Ministry 
has  issued  a  leaflet  on  the  measures  recommended  to  prevent 
or  minimise  the  damage  caused  by  the  maggots  and  is  also 
making  a  special  grant  ...  for  research  into  this  problem  at 
the  University  College  of  North  Wales,  Bangor. 

Health  in  Factories  (Medical  Research) 
The  Minister  of  Health  was  asked  whether,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  Departmental  Committee  investigating  the  warmth 
factor  in  comfort  at  work  only  carried  out  its  investigations 
during  the  winter  months,  facilities  would  be  given  for  an 
extension  of  these  investigations  to  cover  the  spring  and 
autumn  months,  with  particular  reference  to  the  effects  not 
only  of  warmth  in  comfort,  but  also  of  humidity? 

Mr.  R.  MacDonald:  I  have  been  asked  to  reply.    The  investi- 


gation was  made  on  behalf  of  the  Medical  Research  Council, 
under  the  direction  of  a  committee  jointly  appointed  by  that 
body  and  by  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial 
Research.  The  committee  have  already  recommended  that  the 
work  should  be  extended  along  lines  such  as  the  hon.  Member 
suggests,  and  I  am  informed  that  action  will  be  taken 
accordingly. 

Commercial  Agreements 

The  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  was  asked  whether  he 
would  give  a  list  of  the  countries  with  which  trade  agreements 
were  taking  place  or  in  contemplation  .  .  .  ? 

Dr.  Burgin :  Commercial  negotiations  are  taking  place  with 
Canada  and  India.  No  definite  arrangements  have  been  made 
for  negotiations  with  other  countries.  .  .  .  Following  is  a  list 
of  countries  with  which  trade  and  payments  agreements  or 
similar  arrangements  have  been  concluded  since  the  war.

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Select  Committee  Reminiscences 

By  CEnophus 


THE  periodical  recrudescence  of  the  question  of  patent 
and  proprietarj-  medicines  is  due,  of  course,  to  the 
persistent  prodding  of  the  medical  profession.  It 
began,  openly,  in  1912  when,  mainly  at  the  instance  of  the 
British  Medical  Association,  the  Government  of  that  period  set 
up  a  Select  Committee 

"  To  consider  and  inquire  into  the  question  of  the  sale  oi 
patent  and  proprietary  medicines  and  medical  preparations 
and  appliances,  and  advertisements  relating  thereto  ;  and  to 
report  what  amendments,  if  any,  in  the  law  are  necessary 
or  desiraljle." 

Some  time  before  that  the  B.M.A.  had  published  their  booklet 
"  Secret  Remedies,"  wliich  purported  to  give  analyses  of  many 
proprietaries  and  incidentally  to  draw  attention  to  the  actual 
cost  of  the  ingredients,  and  to  compare  that  cost  with  the 
^.elling  price.  The  analyses  were  carried  out  by  Mr.  E.  1'". 
Harrison,  who  later  distinguislied  himself  in  the  Great  War  in 
connexion  with  chemical  warfare  and  became,  as  all  pharma- 
cists know,  Lieutenant-Colonel  Harrison.  The  minutes  of  evi- 
dence taken  by  that  Committee,  issued  as  a  blue  book  in 
October  1914,  contained  782  pages  and  weighed  well  over  4  lb. 

Forty-two  Witnesses  Appeared 

before  the  Committee  at  the  thirty-three  public  sittings  lasting 
over  twelve  months,  during  which  time  14,213  questions  were 
asked.  The  personnel  of  the  Committee  was  interesting,  for  it 
included,  among  others,  Mr.  Charles  Bathurst  (later  Lord 
Bledisloe),  Sir  Edward  Marshall  Hall,  Sir  Henry  (later  Lord) 
Dalziel,  Mr.  Harry  Lawson  (later  Lord  Burnham),  Mr.  (later 
Sir)  William  Glyn-Jones,  Sir  Philip  Magnus  and  Sir  Henry 
Norman  (who  was  appointed  chairman).  The  representatives  of 
tlie  medical  profession  were  Dr.  Chappie  and  the  late  Mr. 
Arthur  Lynch,  and  newspaper  interests  were  well  looked  after 
by  Sir  Henry  Dalziel,  who  owned  "Reynolds's  Newspaper" 
at  that  time,  and  by  Mr.  Lawson  of  "  The  Daily  Telegraph." 
Needless  to  say,  pharmacy  was  in  the  zealous  care  of  Mr. 
Glyn-Jones,  who  was  the  keenest  and  most  deadly  cross- 
examiner  of  all.  I  attended  several  of  the  sittings,  and  have 
vivid  recollections  of  the  gruelling  he  gave,  in  particular,  to 
Dr.  Alfred  Cox,  then  medical  secretary  of  the  British  Medical 
Association  and  the  principal  witness  for  what  may  be  called 
"  the  prosecution." 

The  Findings  and  Reconnmendations 

of  the  Committee  are  interesting  in  view  of  the  present-day 
position.  The  Committee  found  (a)  a  large  and  increasing 
sale  in  this  country  of  patent  and  proprietary  medicines  and 
appliances  and  of  medicated  wines  ;  (b)  that  these  remedies 
comprise  genuine  scientific  preparations,  unobjectionable 
remedies  for  simple  ailments  and  objectionable  secret  reme- 
dies. The  last-named  constituted  a  "grave  and  widespread 
public  evil,"  but  thei-e  appeared  to  be  no  Department  of 
State  to  look  after  that  "  evil  " — the  Home  Oflice,  the  Local 
Government  Board,  and  particularly  the  Privy  Council  coming 
in  for  censure  in  that  connexion.  The  existing  law  on  the 
subject  was  chaotic  and  inoperative  ;  the  traffic  in  secret 
remedies  was  uncontrolled  ;  and  new  legislation  was  required 
in  the  public  interest.  The  Committee  therefore  recommended 
that  the  administration  of  tlie  law  governing  the  advertisement 
and  sale  of  patent,  secret  and  proprietary  medicines  and 
appliances  should  be  co-ordinated  and  comljined  under  the 
authority  of  one  State  Department — viz.,  a  Ministry  of  Public 
Health  (not  then  created),  with  a  competent  officer  to  advise 
the  Minister.  Further,  that  there  should  be  a  register  of 
manufacturers,  proprietors  and  importers  of  all  such  remedies  : 
and  also  an  "  exact  and  complete  "  disclosure  of  the  in- 
gredients and  the  proportions,  as  well  as  "  a  full  statement  of 
tlie  therapeutic  claims  made  or  to  be  made." 

A  Special  Court  or  Commission 

sliould  be  constituted  (a  further  recommendation)  to  permit  or 
prohibit  in  the  public  interest,  or  on  the  ground  of  non- 
compliance with  the  law,  the  sale  or  advertisement  of  any 
ol)jectionable  remedy  or  appliance  ;  and  it  was  suggested  in 


tlial  connexion  that  a  Metropolitan  magistrate  should  sit  with 
two  assessors,  one  appointed  by  the  Department  of  State  and 
the  other  by  some  body  such  as  the  London  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. It  was  likewise  urged  that  a  registration  number  be 
assigned  to  every  remedy  permitted  to  be  sold,  and  that 
the  Department  "  be  empowered  to  require  the  name  and 
proportion  of  any  poisonous  or  potent  drug  forming  an  in- 
gredient of  any  remedy  to  be  exhibited  on  the  label."  In 
order  that  all  these  things  should  be  properly  carried  out, 
inspectors  should  be  appointed  and  an  annual  registration  fee 
should  be  charged.  Amendments  of  the  existing  laws  were 
recommended  so  that  the  Stamp  Acts  be  consolidated  in  order 
' '  to  remove  the  numerous  existing  anomalies  and  unreasonable 
e.xceptions."  Pure  drugs  vended  entire  under  a  fancy  name 
were  to  be  no  longer  exempt  from  duty  ;  the  distinction 
between  the  name  of  an  ailment  and  the  name  of  an  organ 
the  seat  of  that  ailment  should  be  abandoned  ;  and  "  the 
exemption  of  medicines  generating  carbonic  acid  gas  should 
be  omitted."  Fancy  names  for  recognised  drugs  should  be 
subject  to  regulation  ;  and  the  advertisement  and  sale  (except 
on  a  doctor's  order)  of  medicines  purporting  to  cure  certain 
specified  diseases  should  be  f)rohibited. 

It  is  Curious  to  Note 

that  although  nothing  in  the  way  of  definite  legislation 
resulted  from  the  labours  of  that  Committee  several  things 
have  come  to  pass  in  the  light  of  recent  events.  The  great 
war  intervened,  and  all  legislation  except  that  appertaining 
to  the  country's  needs  at  the  moment  was  shelved.  So  the 
proprietary  medicine  problem  was  forgotten  until  some  years 
later,  when  another  Government  was  in  power.  That  attempt 
was  likewise  frustrated,  but  the  "  agreed  Bill  "  spoken  of  by 
Mr.  Linstead  in  his  evidence  before  the  present  Select  Com- 
mittee on  Medicine  Stamp  Duties  embodied  in  its  suggestions 
several  of  the  recommendations  of  the  191 2  Committee. 

I  wonder  if  the  outcome  of  the  present  Select  Committee's 
deliberations  will  be  as  barren  of  practiced  results. 


Tests  with  Benzedrine 

In  a  recent  issue  of  "  The  Lancet  "  (5911,1385)  W.  Sargant 
and  J.  M.  Blackburn  give  details  of  the  effects  of  administering 
benzedrine  to  sixty-seven  patients  at  the  Maudsley  Hospital. 
Of  the  patients  who  were  selected  for  the  intelligence  tests 
(Catell's  were  used),  fifty-four  were  suffering  from  conditions 
labelled  as  anxiety  states,  depression,  or  hysteria,  nine  were 
schizophrenic,  three  had  an  obsessional  neurosis,  and  one  was 
epileptic.  The  authors  show  a  wise  caution  in  their  discussion 
of  the  results  obtained,  which  are  indicated  in  a  table  and 
otherwise.  They  point  out  that  this  investigation  was  done 
on  a  very  mixed  series  of  patients.  Signs  are  not  wanting 
to  suggest  that  certain  types  of  cases  respond  better  than 
others,  and  it  may  be  that  when  further  investigations  are 
done  on  more  homogeneous  groups,  more  conclusive  data  may 
be  obtained.  The  dose,  too,  might  be  varied  as  there  are 
indications  that  different  patients  require  varying  amounts 
of  the  drug  to  produce  the  maximum  effect.  What  the  effects 
of  continued  administration  are  have  yet  to  be  studied. 

Although  other  workers  have  suggested  that  caffeine  im- 
proves mental  efficiency  and  alcohol  lessens  it,  no  published 
results  have  been  found  which  report  the  effect  of  these  drugs 
on  similar  groups  of  patients  undergoing  standardised  in- 
telligence tests.  Further  work  on  this  point  is  needed  so  that 
the  authors'  findings  may  be  compared  with  those  obtained 
with  such  drugs.  Ephedrine  also  might  prove  worthy  of 
investigation  owing  to  its  action  on  the  sympathetic  system. 
The  present  findings  appear  to  offer  a  new  experimental 
approach  to  studying  the  effect  of  non-intellectual  factors  in 
intelligence  test  results.  In  addition  they  provide  suggestive 
evidence  that  this  drug  may  be  found  useful  to  a  certain 
number  of  people  who  are  handicapped  by  anxiety,  mild 
depression,  or  retardation,  and  require  temporary  relief  of 
these  symptoms  for  the  performance  of  an  important  task. 
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What  the  C.  <g  D.  Said  in  1936 

Extracts  from  Editorial  Comment  Week  by  Week 


The  year  1936  begins  with  definite  information  as  to  the 
application  of  the  new  Poisons  Code  and  responsibihties  of 
the  different  classes  of  sellers.  ...  It  is  obvious  that  the 
Home  Secretary  is  fully  prepared  to  exercise  the  powers 
conferred  upon  him  by  the  1933  Act.     [January  4.) 

As  we  go  to  press,  we  notice  in  the  "  Daily  Express  "  of 
January  9  a  categorical  statement  by  an  anonymous  member 
of  the  Society's  Council  basing  the  objections  of  the  Society 
on  four  principal  points:,  (i)  the  animal  medicine  concession, 
(2)  the  lysol  ruUng,  (3)  the  arsenical  sheep  dip  ruling,  (4)  the 
breaking  of  bulk  in  the  case  of  corrosive  substances. 
(January  11.) 

Members  of  the  Society  now  know  that  the  Council  is 
seeking  an  interview  with  Sir  John  Simon  presumably  to  make 
pharmaceutical  protestations  against  his  action.    (January  18.) 

Now  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  no  longer  concerned 
with  the  direct  control  of  poisons,  it  may  be  opportune  to 
ask  what  other  function  the  Society  is  performing  on  behalf 
of  chemists  who  find  that,  after  qualifying,  their  rights  have 
been  whittled  down  to  a  basis  which  is  on  the  level  of  shop- 
keepers in  general.    (January  25.) 

Since  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  nominees  were  part  of 
the  Poisons  Board  and  the  entire  Board  agreed  to  accept  the 
Home  Secretary's  decision  without  comment,  is  it  not  a  hope- 
less mission  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  endeavour  to 
convert  the  Home  Secretary  to  the  view  that  the  part  is  more 
important  or  greater  than  the  whole?    (February  i.) 

It  is  now  well  known  that  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act, 
1933,  will  be  responsible  for  a  revaluation  so  far  as  the  hand- 
ling of  poisons  is  concerned.  In  addition,  there  has  been  a 
distinct  cleavage  between  the  sale  of  poisons  and  the  practice 
of  pharmacy  with  which  poisons  sale  has  for  so  long  been 
associated.    (February  8.) 

It  is  common  knowledge  that  there  has  been  much  disquiet 
at  the  possible  eflect  of  the  Chemists'  Friends  scheme  on  the 
activities  of  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association,  yet 
it  may  come  as  a  matter  of  surprise  to  learn  that  a  body  of 
chemists  should  have  found  it  necessary  to  pass  a  resolution 
that  the  P.A.T.A.  does  not  appear  to  have  been  consulted  in 
regard  to  the  Chemists'  Friends  scheme.    (February  15.) 

The  report  of  the  Departmental  Committee  on  Coroners 
published  a  few  days  ago  provides  abundant  material  to 
interest  the  chemist  and  druggist.  .  .  .  The  Departmental 
Committee  make  this  remark  .  .  .  that  it  is  not  part  of  the 
business  of  the  Coroner  to  pass  judgment  upon  a  chemist  who 
supplied  poison  from  the  taking  of  which  death  may  have 
resulted.     (February  22.) 

We  have  seen  how  the  laissez  jaire  attitude  of  the  Council 
of  the  Society  in  the  past  has  opened  the  door  to  a  multitude 
of  poison  sellers  in  the  so-called  interests  of  the  public.  .  .  . 
In  the  meantime  pharmacists  may  derive  satisfaction  from  the 
knowledge  that  they  are  recognised  as  having  the  requisite 
skill  to  manufacture  poisons  as  well  as  to  sell  them. 
(February  2q.) 

Fifty  years  ago  this  week,  on  March  6,  1886,  The  Chemist 
AND  Druggist  was  transformed  from  a  monthly  to  a  weekly 
newspaper.     (March  7.) 

Dr.  Norman  A.  David,  of  the  University  of  Cincinnati 
College  of  Medicine,  has  contributed  to  a  recent  issue  of  "  The 
Journal  of  the  American  Medical  Association  "  an  outspoken 
article  on  the  superficial  attention  given  by  young  physicians 
to  prescribing.    (March  14..) 

It  is  difficult  to  see  how  pharmacy  can  hope  to  present  a 
bill  in  the  near  future  in  view  of  the  passing  of  the  Pharmacy 
and  Poisons  Act,  1933,  which  so  seriously  affects  the  future 
business  of  pharmacy.    (March  21.) 

Elsewhere  in  this  issue  we  publish  the  text  of  the  Medicines 
and  Surgical  Appliances  (Advertisement)  Bill,  which  is  to 
come  up  for  second  reading.    (March  28.) 

The  accumulated  funds  of  the  Society  are  greater  this  year 
by  £9.750  than  they  were  last  year.  The  income  of  the  Society 
was  reduced  by  over  £7,000.    The  net  revenue  from  examina- 


tions amounted  to  nearly  ;£20,ooo  .  .  .  against  this,  however, 
there  are  losses  of  £^,700  on  the  School  of  Pharmacy,  ;^2,5oo 
on  the  pharmacological  laboratories,  and  £12,600  on  the 
official  journal.     (April  4.) 

It  is  desirable  to  consider  what  is  expected  of  the  Council 
of  the  Society  to-day  by  members.  The  Pharmacy  and 
Poisons  Act  is  on  the  statute  book  for  good  or  ill,  and  pharma- 
cists should  have  a  lead  from  the  Council  as  to  how  they  are 
to  administer  this  Act.     (April  11.) 

With  the  apparent  deadlock  between  the  National  Phanna- 
ceutical  Union  and  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association 
with  regard  to  the  Chemists'  Friends  scheme,  it  is  opportune 
to  turn  aside  for  a  moment  and  see  what  has  happened  in 
regard  to  the  sale  of  protected  articles.  It  is  common  know- 
ledge that  cut-price  shops  are  springing  up.  .  .  .  There  is 
another  direction  in  which  manufacturers  of  proprietar3r 
articles  are  menaced.  We  have  had  sent  to  us  a  formidable 
list  of  popular  proprietary  remedies  alongside  of  which  are 
placed  substitute  compounds.    (April  18.) 

It  is  difficult  to  become  enthusiastic  about  the  Budget  intro- 
duced by  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  in  the  House  of 
Commons  on  April  21.    (April  25.) 

So  far  as  chemists  in  this  country  are  concerned.  May  Day 
1936  has  a  special  interest  in  view  of  the  fact  that  new 
restrictions  relating  to  the  sale  of  poisons  come  into  operation 
on  this  eventful  date.    (May  2.) 

A  peculiar  and  interesting  point  has  arisen  in  connexion 
with  Rule  8  (2)  of  the  Poisons  Rules  which  "  relaxes  "  tlie 
requirements  of  Section  19  (3)  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons 
Act,  1933,  in  regard  to  the  supplying  or  dispensing  of  certain 
medicines,  particulars  of  which  are  required  to  be  entered  in 
a  book.  The  point,  in  short,  is:  "  What  is  a  "  local  authority  " 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  .  .  .?    (May  9.) 

In  this  week's  issue  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  we 
publish  the  final  election  addresses  of  the  candidates  in  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council  election.  .  .  .  The  question 
of  the  hour  for  the  chemist  who  is  forced  to  pay  an  annual 
fee  both  for  himself  and  his  premises  is  not  so  much  what  the 
Council  of  the  Society  will  do  but  what  they  can  do. 
(May  16.) 

At  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  annual  meeting,  held  on 
May  20,  it  was  stated  that  the  Council  had  decided  to  raise 
a  loan  of  ;£ioo,ooo  repayable  over  thirty  years.  It  should  be 
noted  that  there  is  no  need  to  submit  this  resolution  to  a 
meeting  of  members.     (May  2j.) 

According  to  the  scrutineer's  report  the  number  of  voting 
papers  issued  [in  the  Council  Election]  was  21,763  ;  of  these 
9,822  were  received  in  the  required  form,  and  the  number  of 
voting  papers  not  returned  was  11,941.    (May  jo.) 

Elsewhere  in  this  issue  the  report  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  Council  meeting  is  given.  .  .  .  The  appointment  of 
the  various  councillors  to  the  council  committees  will  be  noted 
with  interest.  ...  It  is  essential  that  the  new  councillors 
should  set  to  work  and  save  from  total  disintegration  what 
they  can  for  their  fellow  retailers.    (June  6.) 

We  are  informed  that  there  are  20,125  members  of  the 
Society  who  have  paid  retention  fees,  and  of  this  number 
15.939  comply  with  the  request  for  details  of  their  occupa- 
tion. .  .  .  The  number  of  pharmacists  who  are  owners  of  shops 
reaches  6,237,  managers  amount  to  4,874,  and  qualified  assist- 
ants to  2,077.  In  the  second  group  of  wholesalers  there  are 
only  131  owners,  228  in  laboratories  and  397  concerned  with 
office  work  or  on  the  road.    (June  ij.) 

The  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933,  was  bound  to  result 
in  controversies  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  poisons,  yet  even 
the  most  pessimistic  person  would  hardly  have  imagined  that 
discussion  on  the  interpretation  of  this  Act  would  have  reached 
such  proportions.    (June  20.) 

This  issue,  which  is  the  Special  amongst  specials  ...  is 
intended  to  give  an  indication  of  the  ramifications  of  our 
craft.  .  .  .  We  feel  confident  that  the  advertisement  pages  of 
this  issue  are  a  sufficient  indication  of  the  fact  that  trade 
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journal  advertisements  can  and  do  reach  a  very  high  standard. 
In  raising  the  standard  to  its  present  level,  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  is  satisfied  that  it  has  played  no  small  part. 
{June  27.) 

The  seventy-third  annual  meeting  of  the  British  Pharmaceu- 
tical Conference,  held  at  Bournemouth  last  week  .  .  .  will  long 
remain  in  the  memory  as  one  of  the  most  successful  of  recent 
years.     (J'^^V  4-) 

We  thank  "  The  Lancet  "  for  the  brief  "  annotation  "  in 
its  issue  of  July  4  on  the  subject  of  Fourth  Schedule  poisons. 
Judicial  in  tone,  the  article  recognises  that  medical  practitioners, 
like  pharmacists,  must  adjust  their  daily  routine  to  the  increas- 
ing fondness  of  Government  departments  for  codes  of 
meticulously — if  not  coherently — devised  regulations.  .  .  . 
[July  II.) 

The  announcement  in  our  issue  of  July  4,  that  the  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer  proposed  to  move  for  the  appointment  of  a 
Select  Committee  to  consider  the  law  relating  to  medicine-stamp 
duty  is  followed,  in  the  present  issue,  by  the  publication  of  the 
House  of  Commons  Order  setting  up  the  Committee.  ...  It  is 
not  too  early  to  suggest  that  the  privileges  of  chemists  in  busi- 
ness under  the  existmg  Acts  will  need  to  be  lucidly  explained 
and  strenuously  defended  before  the  Committee.     (July  18.) 

Chemists  will  no  doubt  like  to  know  at  as  early  a  date  as 
possible  .  .  .  whether  or  not  it  is  practicable  that  their  trade 
relations  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  should  be  put  on  a  normal 
basis,  that  is  to  say,  full  price  for  work  done  and  no  discount- 
ing.    (July  25.) 

In  spite  of  the  incessant  flow  of  abstracts  appearing  in  many 
kinds  of  technical  journals,  instances  of  going  over  ground 
previously  trodden  still  occur.    (August  i .) 

The  recent  action  by  the  London  County  Council  with  regard 
to  the  duties  of  pharmacists  employed  in  its  institutions  gives 
rise  to  the  reflection  upon  the  second-class  position  to  which 
pharmacy  as  a  profession  has  allowed  itself  to  be  relegated.  The 
London  County  Council  has  shown  prescience  by  adopting  the 
rule  of  employing  only  qualified  pharmacists  to  dispense  medi- 
cines in  its  hospitals.     (August  8.) 

The  Annual  Educational  Number  of  The  Chemist  and  Drug- 
gist provides  an  occasion  for  taking  stock  of  pharmacy  as  a 
career.  .  .  .  Examination  papers  should  bear  closer  relation 
to  the  practical  life  of  a  pharmacist,  and  not  seek  to  test  him 
on  a  wide  range  of  knowledge  attractive  only  to  those  who  have 
a  natural  bias  for  that  kind  of  thing.     (August  15.) 

One  is  bound  to  ask  what  is  likely  to  happen  to  apothecaries' 
assistants  in  the  event  of  dispensing  being  reserved  to  phar- 
macists. .  .  .  Reservation  of  dispensing  to  pharmacists  is  not 
the  easy  goal  it  seems,  for  obviously  it  may  mean  dilution  of 
the  Register  by  certified  dispensers  of  the  Society  of  Apothe- 
caries.    (August  22.) 

An  examination  of  the  Stock  Exchange  prices,  printed 
monthly  in  The  CHEMisr  and  Druggist,  would  suggest  that 
chain  stores  are  not  such  a  formidable  menace  to  pharmacy  as 
they  are  held  out  to  be.  .  .  .  Our  view  is  that  the  present-day 
pharmacist  is  in  as  good  a  position  as  any  of  his  forbears  to 
follow  a  successful  and  remunerative  career,  in  view  of  the  fact^, 
that  his  education  is  considerably  ahead  of  that  which  is  repre- 
sentative of  other  retailers.     (August  2g.) 

The  Department  of  Health  for  Scotland  has  issued  a  report 
on  incapacitating  sickness  in  the  insured  population  of  Scotland 
for  the  year  June  30,  1935.  .  .  .  One  point  definitely  stands 
out,  and  it  is  this:  that  .  .  .  there  is  stiU  much  work  to  be 
done  in  regard  to  mental  education  of  the  population.  .  .  . 
TJntil  the  promised  land  is  reached,  it  is  obvious  that  the 
pharmacist  and  his  medicines  are  bound  to  have  no  mean  posi- 
tion in  regard  to  the  welfare  of  the  people.     (September  5.) 

Elsewhere  in  this  issue  a  prosecution  is  reported  in  connexion 
with  the  sale  of  a  preparation  contrary  to  Section  18  (i)  (a)  (i) 
of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933.  The  defendant  stated 
that  as  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  he  was  being 
prosecuted  by  his  own  Society.     (September  12.) 

Once  more  the  chemist  is  the  butt  of  a  writer  whose  curious 
views  are  allowed  to  appear  in  a  weekly  magazine.  .  .  .  Phar- 
macy should  have  a  propaganda  department  ready  to  reply  to 
such  unjust  statements.     (September  ig.) 

This  week  we  report  three  different  types  of  trade  exhibitions. 
The  first  is  the  Chemists'  Exhibition  and  the  other  two  the  Hair 
and  Beauty  and  Grocers'  Exhibitions.  .  .  .  We  cannot  but 
comment  upon  the  obvious  overlapping  of  the  various  trades 
affecting  chemists.     (September  26.) 


On  September  25,  "  I'he  Morning  Advertiser  "  published  a 
leading  article  headed  "  What  is  surgical  spirit?  "...  The 
gravamen  of  the  complaint  seems  to  be  that  this  "  surgical  " 
spirit  can  be  sold  without  a  licence  and  that  the  retail  chemists 
of  the  country  are  supplying  it  to  persons  who  have  no  right 
to  be  supplied.  ..."  The  IVIorning  Advertiser  "  must  be  told 
.  .  .  that  the  conditions  of  sale  are  precise  and  restrictive. 
(October  j.) 

In  this  country  we  have  seen  that  any  nondescript  "  penny- 
a-liner  "  can  abuse  pharmacy  to  his  heart's  content  and  inspire 
but  a  lukewarm  retort  from  the  secretary  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society.  ...  It  will  be  noted  in  the  report  of  the  recent 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union  Executive  meeting  that  the 
secretary  and  the  Executive  have  sent  protests  to  the  paper 
concerned  without  obtaining,  so  far,  any  overt  result. 
(October  10.) 

A  step  has  been  taken  by  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia 
Revision  Committee  that  may  have  important  results.  In 
collaboration  with  "  The  Journal  of  the  American  Medical  Asso- 
ciation "  it  has  planned  a  series  of  twenty-four  fortnightly 
articles  "  for  the  purpose  of  extending  information  concern- 
ing the  olficial  medicines."  The  scheme  has  been  outlined 
in  sufficient  detail  to  indicate  its  salient  features.     (October  17.) 

The  appearance  of  a  new  member  of  the  family  of  C.  &■  D. 
books  is  an  event  that  in  the  nature  of  things  does  not  often 
occur.  .  .  .  The  guiding  principle  tliat  each  of  - our  treatises 
shall  be  written  by  an  expert  and  for  a  specific  purpose  has 
inspired  the  preparation  of  "  A  Handbook  to  Pharmacy." 
(October  24.) 

The  broad  conclusion  to  be  drawn  from  the  Greenwich  inquest 
reported  on  p.  459  of  our  last  week's  issue  is  clear  ;  Rule  12  of 
the  Poisons  Rules  has  failed  to  prevent  the  public  from  obtain- 
ing excessive  quantities  of  the  poisons  included  in  the  Fourth 
Schedule.     (October  ji.) 

The  pharmacist  is  beginning  to  have  some  interest  in  the 
activities  of  those  who  represent  him  on  the  Council  and  the 
attitude  of  tlie  Council  in  peremptorily  dismissing  the  sugges- 
tion of  Mr.  Newby  is  likely  to  be  followed  by  a  repercussion 
unpleasant  to  the  powers  that  be  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square. 
(November  7.) 

The  interesting  proposal  was  put  forward  by  Mr.  Newby  that 
a  fund  be  established  at  a  nominal  fee  for  election  expenses. 
(November  14..) 

On  another  page  of  this  issue  will  be  found  abstracts  of  two 
monographs  on  a  subject  briefly  and  expressively  described  as 
bromide  intoxication  ...  in  some  instances  the  prescribing  of 
bromides  has  hardened  into  a  habit  for  which  it  would  be 
difficult  to  find  a  satisfactory  reason.    (November  21.) 

The  chemist  has  become  used  to  the  application  of  the  word 
"  dangerous  "  to  drugs  which  are  so  described  in  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  Act.  He  may  pardonably  be  excused  from  imagining  that 
a  simple  alkaline  powder  may  also  have  its  dangers,  yet  in 
"  The  British  Medical  Journal,"  November  7,  1936,  p.  941, 
he  can  read  a  report  on  alkali  poisoning  which  may  give  him 
reasoa  for  thought.     (November  28.) 

We"  are  not  quite  sure  which  part  of  Mr.  Linstead's  speech 
[at  the  meeting  at  which  Mr.  Davidson  Pratt  spoke  on  "  The 
Defence  of  the  Civil  Population  against  Gas  "]  the  audience 
accepted  as  satisfactory.  He  assured  the  members  present  that 
the  Society  had  made  representations  to  the  Home  Office  some 
two  years  ago.  .  .  .  So^  far,  continued  Mr.  Linstead,  the 
Department  and  the  Council  of  the  Society  had  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  pharmacists  could  best  serve  the  community  by 
remaining  in  their  pharmacy!    (December  5.) 

As  the  proceedings  of  the  Select  Committee  of  the  House  'of 
Commons  appointed  to  consider  and  report  on  medicine-stamp 
duties  continue,  the  evidence  which  has  been  presented  grows 
in  interest  to  chemists.  ...  It  is  perhaps  unfortunate  that  it 
is  hardly  possible  to  read  the  questions  put  to  the  pharmaceu- 
tical representatives  without  coming  to  the  conclusion  that 
there  is  a  definite  resentment  against  pharmacy  in  general  in 
official  circles.     (December  12.) 

If  the  full  incidence  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  and 
the  Poisons  Rules  has  not  been  felt  up  to  tlie  presvnt,  it  will 
be  from  January  i  onwards.  .  .  .  Through  the  columns  of  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist,  we  have,  during  the  past  few  months, 
answered  a  great  many  poisons  queries,  but  these  replies  by  no 
means  represent  the  considerable  number  which  has  been  sent 
in  to  us  for  elucidation.     (December  19.)

Cresswell. — On  December  20,  Mr.  Ernest  J.  J.  Cresswell, 
a  former  director  of  the  International  Sponge  Importers,  Ltd., 
London,  E.C.i,  aged  seventy-six.

Mr.  G.  H.  Fairburn,  chemist  and  druggist,  for  twenty- 
nine  years  in  business  at  Market  Place,  Leyburn,  is  retiring 
at  the  end  of  the  present  year. 
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Review  of  the  Year  1936 

Thk  year  now  drawing  to  a  close  will  reveal  to  the  future 
historian  of  this  country  a  chapter  full  of  human  interest. 
So,  too,  the  pharmaceutical  historian  will  record  strange 
happenings  in  pharmacy.  In  the  opening  days  an  advertise- 
ment appeared  for  less  than  a  dozen  inspectors  under  the 
new  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act.  Probably  no  one  was 
more  surprised  than  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council 
that  there  were  nearly  1,000  applicants,  the  inducement 
being  plenty  of  difficult  work  and  only  a  modest  reward. 
The  Poisons  Rules  provided  us  with  an  opportunity  again 
to  be  the  first  in  the  field  with  an  authoritative  guide  to 
their  intricacies;  and  throughout  the  year  labelling  of 
poisons  and  the  incidence  of  the  poisons  law  have  merited 
attention  from  readers  in  our  columns.  True  to  our 
conception  that  the  C.  &■  D.  should  not  only  be  the  mirror 
of  progress  in  pharmacy,  but  also  a  continuous  stimulus 
to  further  advancement  for  pharmacists,  there  appeared 
from  the  middle  of  January  onward  a  series  of  practical 
articles  on  chiropody,  fully  illustrated.  Again,  in  the 
need  for  ensuring  development  in  the  retail  shop,  we  set  out 
effective  methods  of  lighting. 

The  pharmacopoeial  side  was  covered  by  the  analytical 
articles  on  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia  XI,  which 
became  official  from  June  i,  1936.  In  the  British  Industries 
Fair  we  had  a  stand  which  became  a  rendezvous  for  buyers 
at  home  and  from  overseas.  Hints  on  packaging  for 
chemists  and  illustrated  articles  from  manufacturing  centres 
formed  a  service  helpful  alike  to  manufacturer  and  distri- 
butor. The  descriptions  of  pharmaceutical  machinery  on 
its  educative  side  in  the  colleges  of  pharmacy  amply  repaid 
the  labour  involved  in  presentation.  March  6  was  to  us 
a  red  letter  day,  as  it  was  the  jubilee  of  the  date  when  we 
passed  from  a  monthly  journal  to  a  weekly  to  become  the 
business  newspaper  for  all  sections  of  the  drug,  pharma- 
ceutical, chemical  and  associated  industries.  During  the 
year  special  attention  was  paid  to  being  first  with  the  news ; 
National  Health  Insurance,  progress  of  the  Chemists' 
Friends  scheme,  the  passage  of  the  Shops  (Sunday  Trading 
Restriction)  Bill  into  law,  the  position  of  private  trading 
and  the  development  of  public  medical  services  for  meeting 
the  needs  of  those  not  nationally  insured  were  instances. 
The  special  needs  of  the  smaller  business  men  were  not 
overlooked  in  such  articles  as  those  on  landlord  and  tenant, 
the  misuse  of  common  remedies,  the  nature  of  idiosyncrasy 
and  ligature  sterilisation.  Veterinary  medicine  received 
due  attention  in  an  autumn  number. 

In  March  we  had  to  chronicle  the  retirement  of  Mr.  William 
Chalmers,  who  for  forty  years  had  served  The  Chemist 
AND  Druggist  in  helping  to  build  up  its  unique  position. 
It  is  fitting  that  we  should  mention  the  passing  from 
pharmacy  and  medicine  in  July  of  Sir  Henry  Wellcome, 
and  in  September  the  untimely  death  of  Mr.  Alexander  A 
Dick,  a  Scottish  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council. 
In  August  our  Educational  Number  recorded  the  latest 
developments  in  the  examination  requirements.  Some 
stirring  of  the  dry  bones  of  pharmacy  occurred  at  the 
annual  Council  election  in  May.    In  June  it  was  made 


known  that  Mr.  J.  Rutherford  Hill,  for  fifty  years  resident 
secretary  in  Scotland  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  was 
retiring,  and  a  reproduction  of  the  famous  "  Punch  " 
cartoon,  "  Dropping  The  Pilot,"  illustrated  "  J.  R.  H." 
stepping  down  a  ship's  ladder.  The  year  has  not  been 
remarkable  for  progress  in  building  on  the  Brunswick  site 
of  the  new  home  of  pharmacy.  The  Irish  Pharmaceutical 
Society  reconstructed  its  headquarters,  while  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Northern  Ireland  showed  progress  with 
its  new  Benevolent  Fund. 

Our  Special  Issue  in  June  came  at  Conference  time, 
and  the  commendations  from  members  who  saw  it  at 
Bournemouth  were  very  gratifying.  Among  the  numerous 
special  articles  were  one  on  modern  surgical  equipment, 
a  cosmetic  colour  chart — -subsequently  separately  published, 
an  illustrated  account  of  a  physician's  collection  of  pharmacy 
jars,  and  other  original  contributions.  In  photography, 
at  an  appropriate  time,  a  special  display  was  given  of 
cine  work  and  the  equipment  of  a  D.  and  P.  workroom, 
while  at  the  cruising  time  pointers  were  made  for  utilising 
this  method  of  holidaying  for  the  improvement  of  business. 
In  Parliament  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Appliances 
(Advertisement)  Bill  was  counted  out.  An  inquiry  on  the 
incidence  of  medicine-stamp  duty  was  opened  in  November ; 
the  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  is  again 
sitting  next  month.  Under  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Adultera- 
tion) Act,  an  attempt  to  get  a  conviction  for  the  diluent 
used  in  grey  powder  sales  deservedly  failed. 

Anglo-Spanish  Trade 

The  Department  of  Overseas  Trade  has  issued  a  notice 
suspending  as  from  December  19,  1936,  the  operation  of 
the  Anglo-Spanish  Clearing  Agreement.  This  action  was 
forecasted  in  our  Trade  Report  introduction  (C.  £)., 
November  21,  p.  597).  Actually,  the  agreement  has  not 
been  effective  from  the  time  the  internal  troubles  started  in 
Spain ;  it  has,  in  fact,  been  a  barrier  to  any  direct  trade 
between  the  two  countries  that  might  otherwise  have  been 
arranged.  Under  the  Agreement  the  British  importer  had 
to  sign  a  declaration  that  payment  for  Spanish  goods 
would  be  made  to  the  Clearing  House  within  three  months 
of  their  arrival  here.  The  machinery  whereby  the  amount 
so  lodged  here  was  to  be  credited  to  the  Spanish  authori- 
ties, to  enable  them  to  pay  their  shipper,  ceased  to  function 
and,  naturally,  Spanish  exporters,  with  no  hope  of  receiving 
payment  for  their  goods,  have  not  been  willing  to  make 
shipments  to  this  country.  With  the  exception  of  mercury, 
practically  all  our  imports  of  goods  of  Spanish  origin  have 
been  coming  through  other  Continental  countries,  chiefly 
Germany.  Now  that  the  Clearing  Agreement  has  been 
suspended,  not  cancelled,  it  may  be  possible  for  importers 
of  Spanish  produce  to  bring  in  direct  shipments.  No  doubt 
sterling  will  be  the  currency  most  favoured  for  any  business 
and  the  Spanish  exporters  may  possibly  prefer  payment 
for  their  goods  by  a  credit  being  opened  in  their  favour  in 
this  country.  Recent  trade  returns  indicate  that  our  inter- 
trade  with  Spain  has  suffered  considerably  and  that  some 
Continental  countries,  chiefly  Germany,  have  benefited 
accordingly;  the  renewal  of  freedom  to  trade  should  at 
least  enable  us  to  avoid  having  to  purchase  our  requirements 
of  Spanish  produce  second-hand.  The  question  of  a  recovery 
of  our  sales  to  Spain  is  quite  another  matter.  Under  the 
present  unsettled  conditions  in  that  country,  it  would  be  no 
more  than  reasonable  for  British  exporters  to  require 
complete  security  of  payment  prior  to  shipment  of  the  goods. 
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Medicine  Stamp  Duties  Select  Committee 


THE  sixth  sitting  of  the  Select  Committee  on  Medicine 
Stamp  Duties  was  held  on  December  15,  Sir  John 
Ganzoni  in  the  chair.  Evidence  was  given  by  Mr.  W. 
Herman  Kent,  secretary  of  the  National  Federation  of  Grocers' 
and  Provision  Dealers'  Associations,  who  was  accompanied  by 
Mr.  Thomas  W.  Young,  grocer,  Matfield,  Kent.  The  following 
are  the  principal  passages  in  a  statement  submitted  by  the 
Federation :  — 

Grocers'  and  Provision  Dealers'  Evidence 

1.  The  Federation  is  composed  of  235  a£&liated  associations  in 
England  and  Wales  embracing  about  40,000  shops,  at  many  of  which 
patent  preparations  subject  to  medicine  stamp  duties  are  sold. 

2.  The  Federation  membership  probably  includes  more  holders 
of  patent  medicine  vendors'  licences  than  any  other  trade  organisa- 
tion in  this  country.  ...  In  some  country  places  there  are  no 
chemists'  shops,  and  our  members  in  such  places  render  an  essential 
service  to  the  public  by  stocking  patent  medicines,  etc.,  available 
at  almost  any  time  in  case  of  need. 

3.  It  is  admitted  on  all  sides  that  the  law  relating  to  medicine 
stamp  duties  is  in  need  of  reform.  The  Select  Committee  on  Patent 
Medicines,  in  their  report  presented  in  August  I9r4,  stated  {inter 
alia)  in  Para.  16: — "The  anomalies  and  curiosities  of  the  law  and 
official  practice  are  numerous  and  remarkable.  ..."  [Quotations 
from  Sir  Nathaniel  Highmore's  evidence  before  the  Committee  and 
from  Mr.  Justice  Rowlatt's  judgment  in  the  case  of  Attorney- 
General  V.  Lewis  &  Burrows,  Ltd.  (1931),  are  given.] 

4.  We  are  particularly  concerned  with  "  known,  admitted  and 
approved  remedies."  So  far  as  we  can  understand  the  law  and  also 
the  practice  (some  of  which  is  of  doubtful  legality)  the  exemption 
from  the  iMedicine  Stamp  Acts  in  favour  of  "  known,  admitted  and 
approved  remedies  "  is  subject  to  five  conditions.  .  .  [which  are 
summarised] . 

5.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  exemption  relating  to  "  known, 
admitted  and  approved  "  remedies  only  applies  as  long  as  the  goods 
are  sold  by  a  chemist  or  druggist,  and  the  holder  of  a  patent 
medicine  licence  is  not  entitled  to  sell  these  goods  unstamped, 
even  though  the  other  conditions  are  complied  with.  In  this 
connexion  it  is  submitted  that  whereas  in  1812  there  may  have  been 
good  reason  for  providing  that  known,  admitted  and  approved 
remedies  should  only  be  exempt  from  duty  when  sold  by  surgeons, 
apothecaries,  chemists  or  druggists  who  were  qualified  to  exercise 
discretion  as  to  their  suitability  for  any  particular  ailment,  there 
would  appear  to  be  little  or  no  justification  for  the  distinction  at 
the  present  time  having  regard  to  the  fact  that  these  medicines  are 
almost  invariably  sold  by  the  retailer  in  precisely  the  same  form 
as  that  in  which  he  obtains  them  from  the  manufacturer,  packer 
or  wholesaler.  .  .  . 

6.  The  effect  of  the  provisions  and  practice  in  respect  of  limited 
companies,  co-operative  societies,  etc.,  who  carry  on  business  as 
pharmaceutical  chemists  or  chemists  and  druggists,  in  relation 
to  patent  medicines,  is  that  such  companies  and  societies  employing 
a  number  of  assistants  can  without  difficulty  bring  themselves 
within  the  qualification  necessary  for  the  sale  of  known,  admitted 
and  approved  remedies  by  employing  a  qualified  assistant  whereas, 
generally  speaking,  the  private  individual  trader  cannot. 

7.  In  operative  effect  the  consequent  destamping  of  known, 
admitted  and  approved  remedies,  which  destamping  has  been  in- 
creasingly carried  out  in  recent  years,  has  been  to  almost  halve 
the  receipts  from  medicine  stamp  duties  in  the  last  eight  years  with- 
out advantage  to  the  public.  A  further  effect  has  been  to  take 
many  of  the  remedies  from  the  selling  scope  of  holders  of  patent 
medicine  licences,  while  giving  to  pharmacists  a  practical  monopoly 
in  the  sale  of  many  simple  remedies.  If  stamped  packs  of  the 
rernedies  are  available  for  sale  by  patent  medicine  licensees  the  fixed 
selling  prices  are  almost  invariably  the  same  as  the  destamped 
packs  sold  by  chemists,  who  presumably  enjoy  a  bigger  profit  or 
share  of  the  "  savings  "  of  destamping  with  the  manufacturer. 

8.  In  our  submission,  there  should  be  no  distinction  between  one 
class  of  traders  and  another  class  of  traders  in  regard  to  the  sale 
of  dutiable  medicines.  Under  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933, 
and  the  Poisons  List  and  Poisons  Rules  made  thereunder,  regis- 
tered pharmacists  have  their  "  rights  "  clearly  defined  and  reserved, 
with  due  regard  for  public  interest.  Beyond  that,  the  pharmacist's 
businesses  extend  to  a  very  large  number  of  articles  which  have 
nothing  whatever  to  do  with  the  dispensing  of  medicines  and  drugs. 
.  .  .  Therefore,  in  our  submission,  it  is  an  injustice  to  the  general 
trader  holding  [a]  patent  medicine  licence  that  he  should  be  pre- 
vented, by  destamping,  from  selling,  upon  equal  terms,  known, 
admitted  and  approved  remedies  in  original  containers.  It  is  difficult 
to  see  the  practical  objection,  from  a  public  view-point,  to  the  sale 
of  such  remedies  in  their  original  containers  bv  grocers  and  other 
traders.  ... 

9.  The  Federation  asks  the  Select  Committee  to  consider  whether 
there  is  any  case,  beyond  that  of  revenue,  for  the  retention  of 


the  medicine  stamp  duty  in  any  form.  In  our  view,  the  duty  should 
be  abolished.  .  .  .  The  revenue  now  obtained  is  comparatively 
small  and  hardly  worth  all  the  trouble  involved.  .  .  . 

10.  If  the  Select  Committee  are  against  the  abolition  of  medicine 
stamp  duty,  our  alternative  submission  is  that  there  should  be  a 
more  equitable  "  spread  "  of  the  duty  in  relation  to  the  retail  seU- 
ing  prices  of  the  articles  liable  to  duty.  .  .  .  Our  suggestion  is  that 
the  duty,  if  retained,  should  be  at  a  flat  rate  of,  e.g.  id.  to  every 
shilling  (or  part)  of  the  retail  seUing  price  or  a  similar  flat  rate, 
to  obtain  approximately  the  same  total  annual  revenue,  on  the 
wholesale  price,  i.e.  the  price  charged  at  first  sale  by  the  maker  or 
packer.  This  method  would  ensure  that  the  lower  priced  articles 
(or  packs),  mainly  in  demand  by  the  poorer  classes  of  the  com- 
munity, would  not  bear  an  undue  proportion  of  duty  in  relation  to 
price  paid  by  them.  A  further  advantage  of  the  flat  rate  method 
would  be  that  in  many  cases  the  adhesive  stamp  could  be  dispensed 
with  under  an  arrangement  between  responsible  manufacturers  (or 
packers)  and  the  Inland  Revenue  for  payment  upon  declared  turn- 
over returns.  .  .  .  What  is  possible  in  connexion  with  entertain- 
ment tax  ought  to  be  possible  in  regard  to  medicine  stamp  duty. 

11.  The  Federation's  further  submission  have  already  been  indi- 
cated early  in  this  memorandum,  but  for  clarity  they  are  set  out  as 
follows :  — 

{a)  Equity  of  treatment  as  between  chemists  and  other  retailers 
of  articles  coming  within  the  scope  of  medicine  stamp  duty  and 
for  the  sale  of  which  retailers  other  than  chemists  require  to  take 
out  "  patent  medicine  "  licences  ;  and 

(b)  Rectification  of  any  other  anomalies  created  by  the  chaotic 
state  of  present  law  and  practice  relating  to  medicine  stamp  duties. 

12.  To  the  above  submission  the  Federation  wishes  to  add  that 
the  administration  of  the  law  and  practice  relating  to  the  medicine 
stamp  duties  should  "  be  co-ordinated  and  combined  under  the 
authority  of  one  department  of  State."  The  words  quoted  are  taken 
from  the  report  of  the  Select  Committee  on  Patent  Medicines 
(August  1914).  .  .  . 

13.  Attached  hereto  is  a  copy  of  an  advisory  circular  (issued  by 
the  Federation  to  its  members)  on  pages  7,  8,  9,  10  and  11,  of 
which  are  lists  of  articles  sold  by  traders  other  than  chemists  with 
asterisk  indication  of  sixty-seven  such  articles  requiring  a  medicine 
stamp  to  be  affixed  before  sale.  Many  of  these  latter  articles  escape 
payment  of  duty  when  sold  by  a  chemist  or  by  a  company  or  co- 
operative society  employing  a  registered  pharmacist. 

14.  The  Federation  wishes  to  support  the  submission  made  by 
oral  evidence.  .  .  . 

The  Chairman  inquired  whether  Mr.  Kent  would  like  to 
add  anything  to  the  statement  submitted. 

Mr.  W.  Herman  Kent's  Opinions 

Mr.  Kent  :  I  should  like  to  make  a  preliminary  statement 
first  of  all.  I  should  like  to  deal  with  the  suggestion  that 
there  is  some  sort  of  public  safety  factor,  by  way  of  expert 
advice,  about  confining  the  sales  of  patent  medicines  and  pre- 
parations to  chemists.  One  illustration  given  was  that  of  a 
warning  of  danger  in  regard  to  carrying  potash  tablets  loose  in 
proximity  to  matches  which  is  given  by  chemists,  and,  by 
inference,  unlikely  to  be  by  a  trader  other  than  a  chemist. 
Our  previous  experience  of  this  argument,  adduced  in  connex- 
ion with  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933,  Poisons  Lists 
and  Rules  thereunder,  led  to  us  making  test  purchases  of  lysol 
from  chemists,  when  we  found  that  anyone  could  buy  lysol 
without  question  or  comment  from  the  chemists  concerned. 
Subject  to  registration  as  listed  sellers  we  can  sell  lysol,  and 
there  is  no  evidence  of  any  public  harm.  In  fact,  there  is 
public  good  by  the  increased  sale  of  effective  disinfectants. 
During  the  past  week-end  nine  members  of  the  Federation  staff 
were  asked  to  purchase  a  patent  medicine  or  preparation  with 
i  oz.  of  potash  tablets  from  any  chemist  they  chose.  Par- 
ticulars of  these  purchases  are  given  in  the  document  I  put  in 
— the  document  gives  the  date  of  the  purchase,  purchases  made, 
chemists'  names  and  addresses,  remarks  of  the  chemists  or  assis- 
tants making  the  sale,  and  the  signature  of  the  purchasers,  each 
of  whom  can  be  called  to  testify.  In  no  case  did  the  seller  give 
oral  warning  of  any  danger  or  advice  as  to  how  the  potash 
tablets  should  be  kept.  In  three  cases  of  nine  the  potash  tablets 
were  put  in  a  carton  with  a  warning  label.  In  one  case  the 
tablets  were  put  in  a  plain  carton,  and  in  the  other  five  cases 
the  tablets  were  handed  over  in  paper  containers.  In  no  case 
did  the  seller  say  a  word  as  to  the  use  or  dosaeje  of  the  various 
patent  preparations  also  purchased.  I  produce  the  articles 
for  the  inspection  of  the  Committee.  If  potash  tablets  were 
sold  by  an  unqualified  trader  they  would  almost  invariably  be 
sold  in  a  carton  packed  by  the  wholesaler  or  manufacturer. 
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\  and  they  would  therefore  bear  the  warning  label,  which  was 
absolutely  absent  in  six  cases  out  of  nine  of  those  bought 
■  from  the  chemists.  The  public  safety  point,  in  our  submission, 
,:  has  no  substance.  I  put  in  the  supplements  to  the  current 
!  issues  of  "  The  Pharmaceutical  Journal  "  and  THE  Chemist 
AND  Druggist,  in  which  there  appear  lists  of  "  Situations 
Vacant."  Out  of  twenty-three  advertisements  in  the  "  P.J." 
seven  are  for  unqualified  assistants,  in  six  of  which 
dispensing  experience  is  required  of  applicants  for  the  posts. 
Out  of  twenty-seven  advertisements  in  the  C.  <s-  D.  eight  are 
for  unqualified  assistants,  of  whom  four  are  required  to  have 
dispensing  experience.  In  regard  to  Daisy  powder,  here  are 
two  cards,  one  when  sold  by  a  chemist  and  the  other  when 
sold  by  a  grocer.  One  makes  claim  to  relieve  certain  dis- 
abilities and  the  other  you  will  see  is  described  as  a  head  and 
nerve  powder.  One  is  supplied  to  the  grocer  and  the  other  to 
the  chemist.  In  our  submission,  it  is  time  this  anomaly  was 
cleared  up.  Our  people,  in  our  submission,  are  at  least  quali- 
fied to  hand  over  patent  preparations  as  packed  by  the  manu- 
facturer with  the  directions  on,  if  unqualified  persons  are 
allowed  to  dispense  in  a  chemist's  shop.  I  should  like  also  to 
point  out  an  anomaly  which  came  to  my  attention  last  week. 
We  are  making  no  complaint  against  the  manufacturers  and 
I  should  like  the  Committee  to  understand  that  throughout. 
It  is  in  connection  with  Irving's  Yeast-Vite.  ...  I  am  going 
to  suggest  that  if  the  rate  of  duty  varied  according  to  the 
suggestions  we  have  made,  the  6d.  pack  should  be  available 
to  traders  other  than  chemists,  and  it  would  have  a  very 
considerable  sale. 

The  Chairman:  What  do  you  mean  by  "  not  available  "? 

Mr.  Kent  :  As  it  has  to  bear  the  stamp  when  sold  by  us 
the  wholesaler  does  not  supply  to  us,  and  therefore  it  is  not 
available.    There  was  also  a  little  stamp,  "To  chemists  only." 

Sir  John  Haslam  :  I  take  it  that  3d.  on  a  6d.  article  makes 
it  impossible  to  sell  it,  and  also  it  is  available  at  the  chemists 
without  the  stamp  ? 

Mr.  Kent:  Yes,  and  here  is  another  illustration.  From 
time  to  time  this  question  of  stamp  duty  has  arisen  on  Milton, 
through  the  threats  of  local  inspectors,  and  invariably  the  firm 
has  taken  the  matter  up  w  ith  the  authorities,  and  the  Grocers' 
Federation  has  been  informed  through  solicitors  and  advice 
from  eminent  counsel  that  they  have  done  everything  in  their 
power  to  induce  the  Commissioners  of  the  Inland  Revenue, 
the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise  and  the  Law  Officers 
of  the  Crown  either  to  be  allowed  to  bring  a  test  case  before 
the  Courts  or  for  the  Crown  authorities  to  bring  a  test  case, 
but  without  success.  The  firm  say  they  have  no  hesitation  in 
offering  to  defend  any  proceedings  over  medicine  stamp  duties 
threatened  against  traders,  and  offer  to  indemnify  any  dealer 
for  selling  unstamped  Milton.  I  should  like  to  add  this.  On 
July  II,  1936,  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  there  was  a 
reply  to  a  correspondent  as  follows:  "  Medicine  Stamp  Duty. 
The  word  '  hoarseness  '  is  regarded  by  the  Board  of  Customs 
and  Excise  as  liable  for  medicine-stamp  duty  unless  it  is  sug- 
gested to  be  due  to  overstrain  of  the  voice."  It  does  seem,  in 
our  submission,  that  it  is  difficult  to  put  on  the  trader  the 
position  of  being  the  judge  whether  the  condition  is  due  to 
overstrain  or  not. 

The  Chairman:  Take  the  case  of  Milton  disinfectants,  as 
such,  under  what  heading  were  the  officers  of  the  Board  seeking 
to  bring  it  when  they  sa)'  it  should  be  liable? 

Mr.  Kent:  I  have  no  information  on  that,  but  I  present  it 
to  you  as  it  is  and  show  the  correspondence. 

The  Chairman:  Perhaps  Mr.  Young  would  like  to  make  a 
■-tatement  before  we  start  asking  questions? 

Mr.  Young:  I  do  not  think  so.  I  am  a  simple  country 
i<rocer  who  has  had  a  deal  of  trouble  with  patent  medicines. 

Sir  John  Haslam  :  There  are  innumerable  places,  a  vast 
number  of  villages  and  hamlets,  where  there  is  no  chemist's 
shop,  and  the  grocer's  shop  is  to  be  found  in  most  of  them, 
ire  there  not  ? 

Mr.  Kent:  In  the  Lake  District,  North  and  Mid  Wales 
and  various  other  parts  of  the  country. 

Mr.  Young  :  You  find  it  in  Kent  and  other  places  no  more 
than  forty  miles  from  London.  Near  us  is  a  village  with  three 
grocers  who  sell  patent  medicines,  and  no  chemist's  shop  for 
two  and  a  half  miles. 

Sir  John  Haslam  :  We  know  the  grocer  is  the  keeper  of  ihe 
house  larder,  and  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  the  grocer  will 
be  there.  You  make  the  claim  that  the  grocer  should  be  put 
on  the  same  level  as  a  chemist,  who  has  only  need  to  employ 
one  qualified  chemist. 


Mr.  Kent:  I  should  like  to  point  out  that  in  the  advertise- 
ments given  you  will  find  one  for  an  unqualified  assistant 
being  required  in  a  co-operative  society.  You  get  the  qualified 
man  to  supervise  the  whole  of  the  unqualified  assistants. 

Sir  John  :  I  think  some  of  the  members  of  the  Committee 
were  not  present  when  you  made  the  statement  of  the  extracts 
from  the  trade  papers  about  those  assistants  who  were  un- 
qualified who  were  wanted  with  dispensing  experience.  Would 
you  also  agree  it  is  an  anomaly  that  these  people  should  be 
given  a  privilege  when  such  a  small  percentage  of  their  stuff 
has  to  be  sold  by  a  qualified  man  ? 

Mr.  Kent  :  Our  case  is  that  so  far  as  these  particular 
articles  are  concerned  we  should  be  qualified  to  sell,  bearing  in 
mind  the  conditions  as  set  out  in  the  1933  Pharmacy  and 
Poisons  Act,  which  gives  adequate  protection  with  regard  to 
the  sale  of  poisons.  We  do  not  wish  to  place  too  high  a 
value  on  the  point  indicated  with  regard  to  the  public  safety 
factor,  which  was  brought  forward  by  the  witness  from  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union.  On  that  factor,  there  are  a 
large  number  of  unqualified  persons  handing  over  these  par- 
ticular preparations,  and,  as  we  have  shown  by  our  test  pur- 
chases, without  the  slightest  question  or  query. 

Mr.  Baxter  :  Is  it  a  fact  that  although  the  unqualified 
assistant  may  go  to  the  chemists'  shop,  he  would  soon  become 
semi-qualified,  and  would  not  correspond  with  the  un- 
qualified assistant  in  the  grocer's  shop? 

Mr.  Kent  :  The  grocer  has  a  similar  experience  in  relation 
to  the  chemist  to  his  customers,  and  he  is  qualified  by  experi- 
ence to  recommend  the  efficacy  of  these  goods. 

Sir  John  Haslam  :  These  things  are  sold  in  90  per  cent,  of 
cases  without  any  inquiry  by  the  purchaser? 

Mr.  Kent:  Yes. 

The  Chairman:  And  almost  invariably  in  its  original  pack? 

Mr.  Kent:  Yes,  and  with  regard  to  the  unqualified  trader 
— -the  grocer — in  999  cases  out  of  1,000  they  would  be  sold  in 
the  original  package,  because  he  does  riot  stock  them  loose, 
and  if  anybody  stocks  them  loose  at  all  it  would  be  the 
chemist.    An  example  is  provided  in  the  potash  tablets. 

Sir  John  Haslam  :  I  know  quite  a  large  number  of  estab- 
lishments where  one  qualified  chemist  is  employed  and  over 
twenty  unqualified  assistants  are  employed  for  the  sale  of 
these  articles,  and  the  qualified  man  spends  most  of  his  time 
in  dispensing. 

The  Chairman:  You  must  not  give  your  evidence. 

Sir  John  Haslam  :  Known,  admitted  and  approved 
remedies ;  where  these  remedies  are  packed  by  responsible 
houses,  what  is  the  difference  between  selling  in  a  chemist's 
or  a  grocer's  shop? 

Mr.  Kent:  We  do  not  know,  sir,  and  we  have  pressed  this 
point  again,  again  and  again  before  the  responsible  firms. 

Sir  John  Haslam  :  What  is  the  difference  in  a  village  if  you 
have  a  co-operative  society? 

Mr.  Young:  They  would  be  able  to  employ  a  qualified  man 
and  would  be  able  to  sell  a  large  number  of  approved  articles 
we  cannot  sell  unstamped,  and  in  doing  so  they  would  make 
a  little  more  profit. 

Captain  Ramsay  :  If  there  was  a  fair-sized  town  or  place 
with  four  or  five  grocers'  shops  and  a  chemist's  department 
was  added  to  a  co-operative  store  it  might  destroy  the  whole 
of  the  patent-medicine  trade  of  the  grocers? 

Mr.  Young:  Not  the  whole  of  it.  It  would  depend  if  they 
were  large  enough  to  employ  a  qualified  chemist? 

Captain  Ramsay:  And  if  they  were? 

Mr.  Young:  They  would  take  some  of  the  trade,  but  not 
all,  because  you  must  remember  he  has  already  been  com- 
peting against  the  chemist,  and  he  has  not  destroyed  it.  Many 
grocers  do  not  have  a  patent-medicine  licence.  My  experience 
is  that  those  who  do  sell  large  quantities  are  grocers  who  deal 
in  remote  country  districts. 

Captain  Ramsay  :  If  you  had  the  same  facilities  as  a  chemist 
do  you  think  it  would  be  fair  to  pay  the  higher  tax,  like  the 
chemist  ? 

Mr.  Young:  He  does  not  pay  any  more. 

Captain  Ramsay  :  He  has  to  pay  something  to  get  his 
qualification. 

Mr.  Young  :  From  my  point  of  view^  I  would  have  to  con- 
sider whether  it  would  be  worth  my  while  and  I  might  only 
sell  them  for  the  convenience  of  customers. 

Mr.  Baxter:  May  I  ask  why  you  make  little  profit? 

Mr.  Young  :  I  am  speaking  of  making  very  little  profit  on 
the  widely  advertised  articles.  You  pay  13s.  6d.  a  dozen  for 
something  that  sells  at  is.  3d. 
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Mr.  Kent;  Dealing  with  the  question  of  whether  we  would 
be  prepared  to  pay  more  for  our  patent-medicine  licence^  we 
should  say  we  should  pay  no  more  than  the  chemist  pays  in 
respect  of  the  sale  of  x)atent  medicines  only,  because,  although 
the  chemist  does  have  his  qualifications,  he  pays  for  it  for  the 
special  purpose  w'hich  is  definitely  reserved  for  him  under  the 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933.  We  do  not  ask  that  the 
chemist  should  pay  for  permission  to  enter  into  our  trade  in 
many  other  directions. 

Mr.  Lathan:  Do  I  gather  that  your  Association  is  mainly 
composed  of  individual  members,  or  an  association  of  small 
individual  firms,  rather  than  the  larger  bodies  ? 

Mr.  Kent  :  Primarilj'  we  represent  the  individual  grocer,  but 
we  have  in  our  ranks  members  with  shops  that  vary  from  300 
down  to  one. 

Mr.  Lathan  :  You  would  like  to  see  all  the  duties  abolished 
altogether? 

Mr.  Kent:  Yes. 

Mr.  Lathan:  What  about  all  the  other  commodities  in  your 
shops  that  are  also  taxed  ? 

Mr.  Kent  :  I  should  want  to  make  representations  as  to  that. 
I  think  we  should  take  the  circumstances  into  consideration. 
We  are  a  Federation  with  very  great  experience  in  contact  with 
Government  dex^artments. 

Mr.  Lathan:  I  am  endeavouring  to  ascertain  the  basis  of 
the  objection  to  the  duty.  Would  you  take  the  view  that 
remedies  designed  to  cure  human  illness  should  be  free  of  as 
many  unnecessary  charges  as  possible? 

Mr.  Kent:  That  is  the  only  consideration. 

Mr.  Lathan  :  You  would  jirobably  take  the  same  view  with 
regard  to  tea? 

Mr.  Kent  :  I  do  not  think  that  is  quite  in  the  same  category. 

Mr.  Lathan  :  Mr.  Young  made  reference  to  a  co-op.  society 
employing  a  chemist.  I  take  it  the  same  position  would  arise 
in  a  very  large  firm  where  they  employ  a  chemist? 

Mr.  Kent:  Quite  ;  we  have  instances  in  our  own  Federation. 

Mr.  Lathan:  You  cannot  conceive  any  danger  arising  from 
an  untrained  grocer  recommending  the  consumption  of  certain 
articles  which  are  held  out  as  remedies  for  certain  diseases? 

Mr.  Kent  :  Not  in  accordance  with  the  dose  given. 

Mr.  Lathan:  I  gather  you  see  no  reason — although  you  are 
probably  aware  of  the  evidence  that  has  been  given  before  us, 
showing  the  harmful  effect  of  undue  consumption  of  these 
remedies  ? 

Mr.  Kent  :  I  see  nothing  in  the  argument  that  the  sale  of 
gas  stoves  should  be  restricted  because  people  sometimes  gas 
themselves. 

Mr.  Young  :  A  customer  of  mine  a  few  weeks  ago  took  an 
overdose  of  one  of  the  preparations  which  I  have  sold,  and  he 
bought  it  from  a  chemist  in  a  neighbouring  town,  and  he  gave 
him  no  warning. 

Mr.  Lathan:  The  acquisition  of  qualifications  by  a  chemist 
or  a  doctor  would  only  result  in  placing  a  responsibility  on  that 
person  in  the  event  of  any  difficulty  arising  that  cannot  be 
placed  upon  you  ? 

Mr.  Young  :  The  point  is  that  there  are  articles  which  the 
chemist  sells  every  day,  and  the  chemist  hands  them  out 
without  any  warning  at  all. 

Mr.  Hall:  The  small  grccer  in  the  village,  who  acts  as  the 
general  confidant  and  confessor  to  these  people,  does  he,  in 
advising  on  patent  medicines,  feel  competent  to  do  so? 

Mr.  Young  :  Unless  he  had  knowledge  of  the  patent  medicine 
he  was  speaking  about,  he  would  not  venture  to  give  advice 
at  all. 

Mr.  Hall:  How  would  he  acquire  that  knowledge? 

Mr.  Young  :  By  taking  it  himself,  or  by  the  recommendations 
of  his  customers. 

Mr.  Hall  :  Is  there  any  danger  in  cases  of  that  kind,  that  a 
person  who  is  suffering  from  some  complaint  may  delay  going 
to  a  doctor,  and  that  causes  a  good  deal  of  suffering  to  that 
person  ? 

Mr.  Young  :  I  agree,  and  we  never  advise  people  to  keep 
away  from  the  doctor.  If  you  knew  the  working  classes  of  the 
country,  perhaps  you  would  realise  that  many  of  them  hesitate 
a  long  time  before  consulting  a  doctor.  They  feel  there  is 
something  lowering  in  going  to  him. 

Mr.  Hall:  You  think  there  is  much  too  much  made  of  this 
safety  factor? 

Mr.  Young:  During  the  whole  of  my  experience,  I  never 
remember  anyone  complaining  of  Suffering  after  taking  a  patent 
medicine. 


Mr.  Lewis  Jones:  Were  they  left  to  make  vhe  complaint. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr.  Baxter  :  Would  you  regard  a  face  cream  reputed  to 
clean  the  skin  and  restore  the  ravages  of  time  as  a  medicine? 

Mr.  Young:  No.    I  should  class  them  as  druggists'  sundries. 

Mr.  Bossom:  The  qualified  chemist  has  to  pay  for  his 
education  ? 

Mr.  Kent:  Yes.- 

Mr.  Bossom:  The  qualified  chemist  is  entitled  to  sell  an 
article  at  a  lower  price  than  the  ordinary  trader  or  member  of 
your  body? 

Mr.  Kent  :  He  docs  not  ;  that  is  the  point.  The  public  does 
not  benefit  at  all  from  the  diiTerence  in  price  between  the 
chemist  and  the  manufacturer.  Supposing  there  is  an  article 
which  is  sold  at  is.  3d.  in  the  grocers — Zam-Buk,  for  instance. 
It  is  the  same  price  in  the  chemist's,  but  you  will  see  it  has  no 
stamp  on  it. 

Mr.  Bossom  :  Who  makes  the  other  3d.  ? 

Mr.  Kent:  We  do  not  know.  We  think  it  is  divided  between 
the  manufacturer  and  the  chemist. 

Mr.  Bossom  :  The  fact  that  the  shop  employs  a  qualified 
chemist  would  enable  him  to  give  some  service,  more  than  in 
an  unqualified  shop? 

Mr.  Kent:  I  cannot  see  that  in  patent  medicines. 

Mr.  Bossom  :  The  customer  can  ask  for  advice,  and  the 
man  is  qualified  to  give  it? 

Mr.  Kent  :  A  qualified  man  could. 

Sir  Reginald  Blair  :  Did  I  understand  you  correctly  when 
5'ou  said  that  grocers  were  refused  supplies  of  medicines  by 
manufacturers  of  these  cheaper  goods? 

Mr.  Kent:  Yes,  and  in  fact  in  the  higher  priced  ones  in 
certain  cases  where  the  manufacturer  has  weighed  the  thing  up 
and  said  he  was  not  going  to  bother  with  the  stamped  article, 
and  he  was  going  to  put  his  cure  on  the  market  destamped. 
so  that  ipso  facto  it  can  only  be  sold  by  the  chemist.  We  get 
scores  of  complaints  all  over  the  country  because  the  grocers 
suddenly  cannot  get  supplies. 

Association  of  Wholesale  Druggists  Evidence 

The  next  witnesses  called  were  Mr.  A.  R.  Parkinson  (presi- 
dent), and  Mr.  R.  W.  Wren  (secretary),  of  the  Association  of 
Wholesale  Druggists  and  Manufacturers  of  Medicinal  Pre- 
parations. The  following  are  the  principal  passages  in  a 
Memorandum  submitted  by  the  Association  :  — 

The  Association  of  Wholesale  Druggists  and  Manufacturers  of 
Medicinal  Preparations  is  composed  of  a  number  of  wholesale  houses, 
most  of  them  in  the  Midlands  or  North  of  England.  .  .  .  The  Asso- 
ciation was  formed  in  1903  to  deal  with  difficulties  arising  out  of  the 
Sanguinetti  case.  Since  then,  it  has  remained  in  existence  to  deal 
with  matters  as  they  arose  which  affected  the  interests  of  members. 

The  character  of  the  trade  carried  on  by  firms  within  the  Associa- 
tion is,  generally  speaking,  the  supply  of  packed  medicines  to  the 
working  classes  through  the  channel  of  shopkeepers  who  are  not,  for 
the  most  part,  qualified  ijharmacists.  In  most  cases,  our  members 
employ  qualified  pharmacists  to  superintend  manufacture  and  in 
some  cases  the  heads  of  the  firm  or  members  of  the  directorate  are 
(jualified  pharmacists.  The  articles  sold  by  members  of  tlie  Associa- 
tion are  usually  ones  of  low  price,  and  the  wording  on  the  label 
or  display  matter  is  such  that  a  patent  medicine  stamp  is  not  re- 
quired as  things  are  at  present.  No  ailment  names  are  used  and 
nothing  appears  which  can  be  construed  as  a  claim  to  any  pro- 
prietary right.  Such  articles  are  sold  in  bottles,  boxes  or  packets, 
retailing  usually  at  id.,  2d.  or  3d.  and  occasionally  at  6d.  or  is., 
but  rarely  above  that  price.  .  .  . 

These  medicines  are  of  a  simple  nature  and  for  use  in  connexion 
with  common  ailments.  I  refer  to  such  well-known  preparations  as 
syrup  of  figs,  chest  and  lung  mixture,  liver  pills.  .  .  .  Such  pre- 
I">arations  as  these  have  been  sold  for  generations  by  small  shop- 
keepers who  are  not  necessarily  pharmacists.  The  fact  that  they 
are  prepared  by  pharmacists,  usually  from  well-known  formulas, 
and  sold  by  the  retailer  in  closed  containers  correctly  labelled  with 
the  name  of  the  preparation  and  the  dose,  eliminates  all  possibiUty 
of  danger.  .  .  .  The  trade  in  these  cheap  remedies  has  grown  up  . 
without  the  aid,  in  most  instances,  of  national  advertising.  It  is 
obvious,  therefore,  that  it  is  due  to  the  fact  that  they  are  effective 
for  the  purpose  for  which  they  are  labelled.  Owing  to  the  very 
large  growtli  in  the  sale  of  such  preparations,  a  large  amount  of 
capital  has  been  invested  in  the  firms  concerned  and  a  great  number 
of  men  and  women  find  employment.  Any  alteration  that  would  ad- 
versely affect  the  sale  of  such  remedies  would  be  a  hardship  to 
those  who  have  invested  their  money  in  these  concerns  and  would, 
at  the  same  time,  cause  unemployment.  Also,  it  would  rob  thousands 
of  small  shopkeepers  of  a  profitable  part  of  their  business.  .  .  .  The 
ordinary  proprietary  medicines  selling  at  is.:  3d.  or  2S.  6d.  are  too  high 
for  many  working-class  homes,  so  that  in  supplying  these  cheap 
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remedies  the>  are  fulfilling  a  want  on  the  part  of  the  public  which 
is  not  catered  for  by  the  proprietary  medicine  manufacturer.  .  .  . 

The  class  of  trade  .  .  .  described  .  .  .  has  been  built  up  very 
largely  by  the  use  of  body  or  organ  names  on  labels,  instead  of 
ailment  names.  For  example,  instead  of  labelling  an  article  "  Cough 
Mixture  "  and  affixing  a  patent-medicine  stamp,  the  title  "  Chest  and 
Lung  Mixture  "  is  used.  ...  It  will  be  seen  that  the  retention  of 
the  privilege  of  using  body  or  organ  names  is  an  important  one  from 
the  point  of  view  of  my  members.  It  is  well  to  point  out  that  the 
packer  of  medicines  who  stamps  his  articles  enjoys  many  advan- 
tages by  so  doing.  He  may  print  on  his  labels  and  display  material 
as  many  recommendations  as  he  likes.  .  .  . 

My  association  wishes  to  stress  the  point  that  a  supply  of  simple, 
cheap,  effective  medicines  .should  always  be  available  in  small  shops 
in  v/orking-cla.ss  districts  where  very  often  no  chemist  exists  and 
more  particularly  in  the  country  districts  where  the  nearest  town  is 
a  considerable  distance  away.  .Another  advantage  which  has  been 
enjoyed  by  all  who  sell  cheap  medicines  in  packets  is  that  it  is 
permitted  to  sell  entire  drugs,  imstamped,  in  jiackets,  the  labels  of 
which  bear  wording  which  in  the  ordinary  way  is  liable  to  medicine- 
stamp  duty,  provided  the  retailer  is  in  possession  of  a  patent- 
medicine  licence.  Entire  drugs,  that  is  to  say,  a  product  which 
is  not  a  mixture,  is  impossible  to  disguise  and  easy  to  identify.  If 
it  bears  a  trade  mark  or  brand,  this  merely  denotes  some  standard 
or  quality,  but  no  proprietary  right.  .  .  .  My  members  are  also  anxious 
that  no  tax  shall  be  levied  upon  salines  and  health  salts.  .  .  .  My 
members  consider  the  working  of  the  exemption  from  stamp  duty 
allowed  on  "  known,  admitted  and  approved  "  remedies  is  at  present 
unfair,  as  the  privilege  of  selling  such  remedies  unstamped  is  con- 
fined to  a  certain  section  of  traders  only,  namely,  registered  pharma- 
cists and  those  who  ha\-c  served  a  legal  apijrenticeship  to  a  regis- 
tered pharmacist. 

The  large  reduction  that  has  taken  place  in  revenue  from  the 
patent-mexiicine-stamp  duty  is  largely  attributable  to  destamping  by 
many  manufacturers  and  confining  the  retail  sales  to  those  classes 
of  traders  already  mentioned.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  revenue 
has  decreased  from  /i, 333, 512  in  1929  to  ;£747,930  in  1935.  I  can 
produce  a  list  of  over  seventy  well-known  remedies,  many  of  them 
nationally  advertised,  that  have  been  destamped,  and  the  number 
is  continually  increasing.  It  is,  therefore,  suggested  that  whatever 
conclusions  are  arrived  at  by  the  Committee  for  the  imposition  of  a 
tax  on  proprietary  medicines,  that  this  tax  shall  be  the  same  for  all 
classes  of  traders.  Finally,  it  is  felt  by  my  members  that  the 
amount  of  the  tax  is  too  great.  In  1918  [1915]  the  tax  was  doubled. 
...  It  is  now  suggested  that  the  time  has  arrived  for  the  amount  of 
the  tax  to  be  reduced  to  the  pre-1918  [1915]  figure,  and  this,  if 
tmiversally  applied,  would  bring  in  a  larger  amount  of  revenue  than 
it  is  possible  to  collect  at  [present  when  such  a  large  number  of 
articles  are  being  sold  destamjied. 

Questions  to  Mr.  Wren 

The  Chairman  :  Your  members  find  this  exemption  that  you 
use — no  ailment — very  convenient  ? 

Mr.  Wren:  Yes,  and  we  are  naturally  very  anxious  to 
retain  it. 

The  Chairman  :  In  a  lower  paragraph  you  have  another 
argument.  That  is  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  the  preceding 
argument  ? 

Mr.  Wren:  No. 

The  Chairman  :  You  object  to  the  present  state  of  the  law 
with  regard  to  the  entire  drug? 

Mr.  Wren:  No,  sir.    We  wish  that  to  remain. 

The  Chairman:  You  would  say  that  the  present  state  of 
the  law  is  very  difticult  to  understand? 

Mr.  Wren:  Very  difficult. 

Mr.  Bossom  :  With  regard  to  saline  and  healtk  salts,  what 
do  you  say  about  that?  Are  they  not  curative  and  do  they 
not  complete  with  other  manufactured  products? 

Mr.  Wren:  They  are  curative  in  some  cases,  but  they  have 
a  very  general  sale.  It  is  a  cheap  article  and  there  is  not  a 
very  large  margin  of  profit.  In  our  opinion  it  is  not  the  type 
of  article  which  lends  itself  to  taxation. 

Mr.  Bossom:  In  going  to  the  various  spas,  for  instance, 
people  go  there  at  an  expense.  You  contend  that  if  people 
get  that  benefit  at  home,  you  think  it  is  undesirable  to  stamp 
it? 

Mr.  Wren  :  Yes,  bearing  in  mind  that  the  poorer  person 
cannot  go  to  spas,  and  this  does  take  a  form  of  spa  remedy 
■which  the  poorer  person  can  obtain. 

Mr.  Bossom:  In  other  words  you  do  admit  it  is  curative? 

Mr.  Wren:  I  do  admit  it. 

Mr.  Lathan  :  Would  you  object  to  the  tax,  or  the  volume 
•of  the  tax? 

Mr.  Wren:  We  object  to  the  volume  of  the  tax  at  the 
present  time.  We  suggest  it  should  be  reduced  and  made 
universal,  and  there  should  be  no  distinction. 


Mr.  Lathan:  Do  I  understand  there  are  ways  and  means  of 
avoiding  the  present  stamp  duty  by  altering  the  designation 
of  the  title  of  the  medicine  or  cure? 

Mr.  Wren:  The  Medicine  Stamp  Act  can  be  avoided  by  the 
use  of  Ijody  names  to  describe  an  ailment.  I  give  an  illustra- 
tion :  "  Back  and  kidney  pills  "  and  not  "  Backache  pills." 

Mr.  Lathan:  You  take  the  view  that,  however  described, 
they  should  still  be  similarly  treated  in  the  matter  of  duty  ? 

Mr.  Wren:  Yes. 

Mr.  Lathan:  Would  it  be  accurate  to  say  that  your 
members  supply  to  anybody  who  asks  to  be  supplied,  and  you 
do  not  know  whether  they  are  poor  or  rich? 

Mr.  Wren:  We  manufacture  to  supply  to  the  retailer. 

Mr.  Lathan  :  Would  you  take  the  view  that  poor  people 
should  not  be  dependent  upon  patent  medicines  and  that  they 
should  have  an  efficient  medical  service  ? 

Mr.  Wren  :  They  have  an  efficient  medical  service  now  if 
they  care  to  use  it. 

Mr.  Lathan  :  And  the  members  of  your  Association  would 
still  be  interested  in  supplying  the  eflicient  medical  officers 
with  medicines  and  drugs  that  are  required? 

Mr.  Wren:  In  a  certain  number  of  cases  that  is  already 
being  done. 

The  Chairman  :  You  do  not  make  up  the  vast  quantities 
of  loose  drugs  for  dispensing  ;  that  is  not  your  particular  job? 

Mr.  Wren  :  Most  of  our  people  are  manufacturers.  They 
sell  manufactured  medicinal  preparations  to  anybody  in  a 
legitimate  way. 

The  Chairman:  What  percentage  of  the  trade  does  your 
Association  represent  ? 

Mr.  Wren  :  I  could  not  say,  but  we  have  thirty-five 
members  who  are  wholesale  manufacturers. 

Mr.  Lathan  :  You  say  in  your  precis  that  your  Association 
desires  to  stress  the  point  that  the  supply  of  cheap  and 
effective  remedies  should  be  available.  Do  you  see  any  risk 
in  the  purveying  of  these  medicines  out  to  unqualified  people? 

Mr.  Wren  :  None  whatever.  The  fact  that  they  are  made 
in  the  first  place  by  qualified  pharmacists,  and  sold  in  sealed 
containers  or  bottles,  properly  labelled  and  with  the  dosage 
stated  on  the  label,  precludes  any  kind  of  risk. 

Mr.  Lathan:  You  would  not  see  any  risk  in  a  poor  or  un- 
instructed  man  or  woman  consuming  more  of  an  agreeable  or 
tasty  remedy,  in  the  belief  that  it  was  doing  her  good,  and 
yet  might  be  doing  her  harm  ? 

Mr.  Wren:  That  may  be  also  in  the  case  of  the  medicines 
which  come  from  the  doctor. 

Mr.  Lathan:  Do  you  think  it  is  likely  a  doctor  would 
provide  a  medicine  in  greater  quantities  than  are  necessary, 
so  that  the  patient  can  have  it  ad  lib? 

Mr.  Wren:  I  think  we  are  talking  at  cross  purposes.  If 
a  person  goes  to  a  small  shop  and  buys  a  bottle  of  syrup  of 
figs,  the  proper  dosage  is  on  the  label.  The  ordinary  person 
will  take  it  according  to  the  dose  on  the  label,  in  the  same 
way  that  he  takes  the  medicine  containing  six  or  more  doses 
that  is  provided  by  the  doctor. 

Mr.  Lathan  :  In  your  precis,  you  refer  to  the  large  reduction 
that  has  taken  place  in  the  revenue.  Would  I  be  accurate  in 
assuming  that  there  is  a  larger  consumption  to-day  than 
probably  there  ever  has  been  in  patent  medicines? 

Mr.  Wren:  I  should  think  there  is. 

Mr.  Lathan:  And  this  reduction  in  revenue  is  due  to  sub- 
stantial evasion,  as  you  pointed  out? 

Mr.  Wren  :  It  is  not  evasion  ;  it  is  the  way  the  law  is  read 
by  the  Customs  and  Excise,  and  it  is  definitely  allowed. 

Mr.  Lathan:  How  was  destamping  brought  about? 

Mr.  Wren:  It  has  been  brought  about  by  the  known, 
admitted  and  approved  remedies  exemption. 

Sir  John  Haslam  :  You  refer  here  in  your  second  paragraph 
to  some  Italian  case  ;  can  you  tell  us  what  it  was? 

Mr.  Wren:  It  was  a  case  in  which  the  word  "  influenza  " 
was  used  on  a  tin  of  pastilles,  and  there  was  a  case  made  by 
the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue,  and  it  was  decided  that  because 
"  influenza  "  appeared  on  the  tin  of  pastilles  it  brought  the 
article  in  the  class  chargeable  for  duty.  The  Board  of  Inland 
Revenue  intimated  that  they  would  be  liable  for  medicine- 
stamp  duty,  and  it  was  following  that  decision  that  my 
Association  was  received  by  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue, 
and  we  discussed  the  question  of  the  use  of  organ  and  body 
names,  when  it  was  declared  that  they  would  not  involve 
liability  for  stamp  duty.

THE  CHEMIST  AND  DRUGGIST 


December  26,  1936 


Sir  John:  You  speak  here  of  medicines  of  a  simple  nature. 
Are  they  not  known,  admitted  and  approved,  just  as  much 
as  when  tlie  chemist  sells  them  ? 

Mr.  Wren  :  The  approved  and  admitted  remedy  is  anything 
with  a  formula  on  it,  and  where  they  disclaim  proprietary 
rights. 

Sir  John  Haslam  :  These  are  unintelligible  to  the  ordinary 
consumer,  whereas  yours  invariably  disclose  what  they  are 
actually  made  of,  mainly  in  the  English  language,  and  would 
you  propose  anything  on  that  ? 

Mr.  Wren:  If  a  formula  is  put  on,  it  would  be  in  plain 
English.  The  members  of  my  Association  always  do  it,  but 
it  is  not  always  done.  In  the  case  of  syrup  of  figs  there  is  no 
formula  on  the  bottle,  it  is  just  syrup  of  figs. 

Sir  John  Haslam  :  You  refer  in  your  statement  to  health 
salts.  Can  you  tell  us  any  difference  between  these  health 
salts  and  the  medicinal  waters?  If  they  are  liable,  do  you 
agree  these  salts  are  liable,  and  if  they  are  exempt,  the  salts 
should  be  exempt  ? 

Mr.  Wren:  Yes,  I  do. 

Sir  John  Haslam  :  Do  you  agree  that  all  traders  in  selling 
patent  medicines  should  be  on  the  same  level?  Should  there 
be  favours  shown  to  one  section  as  against  the  others? 

Mr.  Wren:  I  disagree  with  favours  being  shown  to  one 
section  of  traders  alone,  and  I  have  made  the  point  in  my 
memorandum. 

Sir  John  Haslam  :  You  are  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  yourself,  are  you  not  ? 
Mr.  Wren:  Yes. 

Sir  John  Haslam  :  A  point  has  been  made  by  previous 
witnesses  as  to  herbal  remedies,  and  you  represent  a  well- 
known  firm  who  make  them.  Why  does  not  a  chemist, 
generally  speaking,  sell  herbal  remedies? 

Mr.  Wren  :  I  think  the  main  reason  is  that  he  does  not 
understand  them.  There  is  another  class  of  trader  who  does, 
and  he  practices  using  herbs  and  drugs  which  do  not  appear 
in  the  British  Pharmacopceia  or  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Codex. 

Sir  John  Haslam  :   Would  you  not  rather  say  that  the 


herbal  trade  is  a  different  trade  from  that  of  chemist  and. 
druggist  ? 

Mr.  Wren:  There  is  a  different  class  of  trade,  and  there 
is  a  very  large  body  of  people  definitely  of  opinion  that  apart 
from  poisons  they  study  herbs  and  do  know  something  about 
it.    The  chemist  has  probably  no  time  to  discuss  it. 

Sir  John  Haslam  :  Previous  witnesses  have  rather  thrown, 
out  that  herbal  remedies  were  not  so  effective  as  drug  remedies. 
In  your  view  as  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,, 
would  you  hold  that? 

Mr.  Wren:  I  could  bring  before  you  any  amount  of  infor- 
mation that  they  are  effective,  but  I  have  not  the  information 
here. 

Sir  John  Haslam  :  You  complain  that  the  tax  was  doubled, 
at  the  end  of  the  War,  and  you  think  that,  like  most  war 
taxation,  it  should  be  put  back  to  pre-war  level? 

Mr.  Wren:  Yes. 

Mr.  Bo  ssoM :  Have  you  any  simple  formula  to  which  we  cau 
reduce  the  remedies  for  taxation? 

Mr.  Wren:  It  is  fairly  simple.  If  you  allow  the  use  of  body 
and  organ  names  and  disallow  the  use  of  ailments  it  makes  it 
very  simple.  You  must  remember  that  in  the  use  of  body- 
names,  you  must  put  nothing  on  it  to  qualify  the  title,  to 
show  there  is  a  medicinal  effect  to  the  ordinary  man.  That 
is  fairly  simple,  and  most  packers  of  medicines  understand  it, 
and  can  draft  labels  that  come  within  the  ordinary  regulations. 

The  Chairman  :  Medicines  which  form  the  principal  parts 
of  your  business  are  entirely  distinct  from  those  described  as- 
known,  admitted  and  approved  remedies,  but  they  may  be 
similar  in  character? 

Mr.  Wren:  Yes. 

Sir  John  Haslam  :  Some  goods  do  not  attract  duty  because 
they  do  not  claim  any  proprietary  rights  as  to  the  ingredients. 
What  would  be  the  position  of  makers  who  claim  their  pills- 
are  better  than  other  manufacturers  who  do  not  claim  any 
secret  about  the  mixing  of  them  ? 

Mr.  Wren:  There  is  rather  a  difference  there,  because  we 
sell  pills  under  different  names. 

The  Committee  adjourned  until  December  17. 


PROCEEDINGS  ON   DECEMBER  17 


AT  the  seventh  sitting  of  the  Committee  on  December  17, 
Sir  John  Ganzoni  presiding,  evidence  was  given  on  behalf 
of  F.  W.  Woolworth  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  by  Mr.  Louis  Demen- 
port  (managing  director)  and  Mr.  D.  S.  Jackling  (solicitor), 
who  first  submitted  a  memorandum,  of  which  the  following 
are  the  principal  passages  :  — 

Memorandum  by  F.  W.  Woolworth  &  Co.,  Ltd. 

.  .  .  While  F.  W.  Woolworth  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  do  not  pretend  to  have 
been  unmindful  of  their  own  interests  in  the  views  they  here 
advance,  they  have  endeavoured  equally  to  bear  in  mind  the  common 
weal.  Their  views  can  be  summarised  in  a  sentence.  It  is  sub- 
mitted that  the  Medicine  Stamp  Acts  are  confused  and  confusing 
in  language,  are  difficult  and  irritating  in  administration,  are  a  hin- 
drance to  legitimate  trade,  and  are  wholly  out  of  tune  with  modern 
ideas  of  commerce  and  taxation. 

Since  the  original  Acts  were  passed  the  whole  structure  of  the 
trade  in  the  goods  to  which  they  refer  has  altered.  A  very- 
large  number  of  valuable  remedies,  prepared  and  packed  ready  for 
use  by  their  manufacturers,  have  become  available  to  the  general 
public.  .  .  .  Such  articles  can,  so  far  as  the  cost  of  manufacture 
and  distribution  is  concerned,  be  supplied  to  the  general  public, 
in  the  smaU  quantities  which  the  average  individual  requires,  at 
prices  which  even  the  poorest  can  afford  to  pay.  And  it  is  sub- 
mitted that  it  is  wrong  in  principle  to  select  as  the  subject-matter 
of  a  turnover  tax,  and  hence  to  discourage  the  sale  of,  articles  which 
are  not  only  necessaries  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  health  of  the 
nation  but  are  precisely  the  type  of  necessaries  which  the  bulk  of 
the  population  are  most  prone  to  dispense  with  and  should  therefore 
be  encouraged  to  buy. 

In  so  far  as  the  revenue  derived  from  the  Medicine  Stamp  Acts 
is  required  for  the  State,  it  is  submitted  that  a  much  lower  duty 
on  a  much  wider  range  of  articles  would  bring  in  at  least  an  equal 
if  not  a  larger  amount  of  revenue,  and  that  it  would  not  be  difficult 
to  devise  a  tax  on  those  lines,  which  would  be  sufficiently  distributed 
to  have  no  restrictive  effect  on  sales  and  no  appreciable  effect  on 
profits.  Though  the  medicine-stamp  duties  are  scaled  they  are  not 
strictly  ad  imlorem  ;  and  the  minimum  tax  on  the  sale  of  any 
dutiable  article  is  no  less  than  3d.,  a  sum  which  effectively  prevents 
the  sale  of  such  an  article  in  small  quantities.  .  .  .  Arithmetically 
iodine  is  sold  at  the  same  price,  whether  sold  in  2s.  bottles  or  in 


3d.  bottles,  if  the  larger  bottles  contain  eight  times  as  much  as 
the  smaller.  But  the  practical  diSerence  is  that  millions  will  not 
buy  iodine  at  all,  or  only  in  a  grave  emergency,  if  sold  only  at  the 
higher  price,  who  will  purchase  it  as  a  matter  of  course  at  the  lower 
price.  .  .  . 

As  regards  difficulty  of  administration,  it  is  perhaps  sufficient 
to  refer  to  the  language  of  the  Acts  themselves  and  the  explana- 
tory pamphlets  which  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise- 
have  felt  constrained  to  issue  ;  and  it  is  believed  that  this  is  a  view 
which  will  be  supported  by  the  Commissioners  themselves.  There 
is,  however,  one  particular  aspect  of  the  administration  of  the 
Medicine  Stamp  Acts  which  it  is  desired  to  stress.  For  a  period  of 
years  it  has  been,  and  still  is,  the  practice  of  the  Commissioners 
of  Customs  and  Excise  to  exempt  from  payment  of  duty  articles 
held  out  and  recommended  to  the  public  as  beneficial  for  the  pre- 
vention, cure  or  relief  of  ailments  or  complaints  afiecting  the 
human  body,  if  sold  by  qualified  chemists  or  by  limited  companies 
employing  qualified  chemists.  F.  W.  Woolworth  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  were 
advised  by  eminent  counsel  (including  the  present  Lord  Justice 
Greene)  that  such  exemption  was  illegal  and  unconstitutional.  Con- 
sequently F.  W.  Woolworth  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  commenced  an  action 
against  the  Attorney-General  and  the  Commissioners  to  determine- 
the  true  construction  of  the  Medicine  Stamp' Acts.  ...  In  view, 
however,  of  the  impending  appointment  of  the  Select  Committee, 
the  action  was  discontinued  as  it  no  longer  seemed  worth  while- 
to  indulge  in  difficult  and  prolonged  litigation  as  to  the  true  con- 
struction of  Acts,  which  it  is  hoped  will  at  least  be  amended  and 
clarified  as  the  result  of  the  present  investigation. 

.  .  .  While  F.  W.  Woolworth  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  complain  that  the  Com- 
missioners of  Customs  and  Excise  have  misinterpreted  the  clear*  pro- 
visions of  the  Medicine  Stamp  Act,  1812,  which  had  been  inter- 
preted by  a  decision  of  the  King's  Bench  Division  as  recently  as 
the  year  1910,  they  do  not  suggest,  having  regard  to  the  develop- 
ments which  have  taken  place  since  1812,  that,  if  the  law  is  to- 
be  amended,  it  should  not  be  so  amended  as  to  give  qualified 
chemists  and  druggists  and  companies  entitled  to  carry  on  the 
business  of  chemists  and  druggists  such  privileges  as  are  conferred 
by  the  Medicine  Stamp  Act,  1812,  on  apothecaries,  chemists  and 
druggists  who  have  served  a  regular  apprenticeship  under  a  con- 
tract in  writing.  .  .  . 

.  .  .  It  is,  of  course,  true  that  there  are  classes  of  articles 
which  ought  to  be  sold  only  by  qualified  chemists  or  at  least  by 
specially  authorised  persons,  firms  or  companies  ;  and  that  in  that 
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respect  the  public  ought  to  be  protected.  The  answer  is  that  such 
protection  has  long  been  given  by  a  series  of  Pharmacy  Acts : 
and  it  has  recently  been  much  increased  by  the  Pharmacy  and 
Poisons  Act,  1933,  and  the  Regulations  made  under  it.  Legisla- 
tion ot  that  type  is  obviously  right  and  proper  ;  and  if  and  in  so 
far  as  the  last-mentioned  Act  does  not  give  adequate  protection 
to  the  public  (though  it  is  believed  that  it  does)  it  should  be 
amended.  What  is  contended  is  that  it  is  beyond  the  scope  of  purely 
Revenue  Acts  such  as  the  Medicine  Stamp  Acts  to  exempt  from  tax 
articles  made  dutiable  under  them,  when  sold  by  chemists,  and  that, 
though  from  the  point  of  view  of  public  health  it  is  desirable  to 
•confine  the  sale  of  certain  drugs  to  chemists  and  specially  authorised 
persons,  that  object  has  already  been  achieved  by  special  legisla- 
tion passed  for  that  express  purpose.  In  any  event  it  is  surely 
unreasonable  to  exempt  from  duty  the  sale  of  some  simple  article 
when  sold  by  a  chemist,  and  to  impose  the  duty  when  it  is  sold 
by  some  other  trader.  .  .  .  The  three  following  principles  are  sub- 
mitted to  the  Select  Committee  :  — 

(1)  The  articles  least  suited  as  the  subject-matter  of  a  turnover 
tax  are  medicines  or  articles  of  an  analogous  nature  to  medicines  ; 
and  if  such  a  tax  is  to  be  maintained  its  scope  should  be  consider- 
ably widened  and  its  amount  decreased. 

(2)  The  tax  should  be  levied  strictly  ad  valorem  and  there  should 
be  no  minimum  tax  or  at  least  no  minimum  tax  sufficiently  high  to 
interfere  with  the  sale  of  dutiable  articles  in  small  quantities  and 
consequently  at  low  prices. 

{3)  In  any  event  payment  of  such  a  tax  should  not  be  dependent 
on  the  class  of  trader  who  sells  the  dutiable  articles  but  should  be 
payable  wholly  irrespective  of  the  person  by  whom  such  article 
may  be  sold. 

Questions  to  Managing  Director 

The  Chairman:  We  have  covered  a  good  deal  of  this  ground, 
rather  more  than  one  would  think,  but  I  do  not  want  to  pre- 
judice you.  I  have  read  your  papers,  and  also  the  pleadings 
of  the  action  that  I  think  you  abandoned  because  of  the 
formation  of  this  Select  Committee,  but  I  think  I  am  accurate 
in  saying  that  the  gravamen  of  your  complaint  is  that  you 
object  to  the  chemist  selling  known,  admitted  and  approved 
remedies  unstamped,  and  you  also  object  to  the  chemist  selling 
the  drug  entire? 

Mr.  Demenport:  That  is  so. 

The  Chairman  :  So,  as  far  as  possible,  we  will  keep  to  that, 
but  perhaps  you  have  something  you  would  particularly  like 
to  say? 

Mr.  Demenport  :  I  should  like  to  say  that  my  company 
welcome  the  opportunity  of  making  these  observations  to  the 
Select  Committee.  I  should  like  the  Committee  to  appreciate 
first  of  all  that  I  personally  am  not  a  chemist,  and  neither  am 
I  a  lawyer,  and  since  the  particular  section  that  you  are  dealing 
with  is  only  part  of  our  business,  I  am  not  in  the  same  position 
as  many  of  the  previous  witnesses  of  having  spent  a  lifetime  on 
these  questions  of  pharmacy  and  law,  and  that  therefore  I  am 
going  to  ask  you  not  to  expect  from  me  the  same  knowledge  as 
the  other  witnesses  you  have  had  before  you. 

The  Chairman  :  We  want  your  honest  opinion  as  to  where 
the  shoe  pinches. 

.  Mr.  Demenport:  Yes,  and  I  should  like  to  give  the  Com- 
mittee a  practical  view  of  the  more  or  less  practical  working  of 
these  Acts  as  we  see  it  at  the  moment.  I  think  I  should  say 
it  is  not  the  policy  of  my  company  to  seek  to  make  or  dispense 
medicines.  It  is  not  their  present  intention  of  doing  so.  At 
none  of  our  stores  is  a  qualified  chemist  employed  on  the  pre- 
mises. We  are  not  contemplating  entering  into  competition 
with  the  qualified  chemist  in  that  particular  department  of  their 
business.  I  would  say,  however,  that  if  we  are  placed  in  the 
position  of  being  forced  to  do  so,  it  is  still  possible  for  us  to 
employ  qualified  chemists  in  each  of  our  700  stores.  I  think 
the  Committee  wiU  concede  that  my  company  does  as  great  a 
trade  with  the  masses  of  the  people  of  this  country  as  any  other 
individual  concern  in  the  country.  It  is  our  policy  to  sell  the 
greatest  number  of  goods,  and  to,  put  them  up  in  the  cheapest 
possible  form,  consistent  with  good  quality,  and  in  small  de- 
nominations. We  contend  that  in  respect  of  toilet  articles  and 
such  other  few  medicinal  articles  that  we  handle  at  the  moment, 
we  place  them  within  the  reach  of  millions  of  people  in  this 
country.  They  are  necessaries  and  sometimes  luxuries  which 
afterwards  become  necessaries,  and  otherwise  they  would  be 
unable  to  obtain  them.  I  think  it  should  be  realised  that  an 
article  which  is  sold  at  the  price  of  is.,  whilst  it  may  contain 
four  times  the  actual  quantity  of  some  article  which  is  sold  at 
3d.,  is  outside  the  purchasing  power  of  millions  of  people  of 
this  country  ;  and  it  is  our  experience  that  an  article  that  is 
cheap — shall  I  say  by  reason  of  its  lack  of  quantity? — is  sold  in 
increasing  numbers  to  a  much  larger  proportion  of  the  popula- 


tion, corresponding  with  the  cheapness  of  its  price.  P"or  in- 
stance, we  have  taken  steps  to  analyse  certain  articles,  in  an 
endeavour  to  show  their  growth  of  sales,  and  we  find  that  over 
a  given  period  the  growth  of  the  sale  of  the  3d.  pack  of  vase- 
line is  much  larger  in  proportion  than  the  growth  of  the  sale 
of  the  6d.  pack.  The  actual  figure  in  the  3d.  pack  increase 
in  volume  is  by  20  per  cent.,  against  the  6d.  pack  by  14  per 
cent.  Over  the  same  period,  we  have  the  item  aspirin  in 
6d.  units  increased  by  ouly  14  per  cent.,  and  in  i|d.  units  an 
increase  of  over  120  per  cent. 

The  Chairman  :  Is  this  directed  partly  or  entirely  to  show 
you  object  to  the  3d.  minimum,  and  you  would  like  the  volume 
duty  on  a  different  scale? 

Mr.  Demenport:  Exactly. 

The  Chairman  :  I  do  not  think  you  will  find  the  Committee 
unsympathetic  on  this. 

Mr.  Keeling:  What  period  were  you  covering? 

Mr.  Demenport:  For  four  years,  from  1931  to  1935.  In  3d. 
units  for  aspirin  the  sales  increased  by  800  per  cent. 

Mr.  Baxter  :  Would  not  that  show  you  can  go  too  low  m 
the  units  you  put  up,  800  per  cent,  increase  in  the  3d.  ? 

Mr.  Demenport:  The  volume  is  of  course  different.  I  am 
giving  you  increases,  not  volume.  In  actual  money  it  is  prob- 
ably greater  in  the  ihd.  unit  than  the  3d.  unit,  but  the  volume 
of  sales  increase — items  sold  over  the  counter — show  a  greater 
proportion  in  the  3d.  unit  during  that  period.  Whilst  on  this 
subject  of  aspirin,  there  are  several  brands  of  aspirin  which 
we  would  like  to  sell  provided  we  can  make  arrangements  with 
the  manufacturers,  but  which  at  the  moment  we  cannot  deal 
with.  If  the  tax  at  its  present  rate,  which  is  a  minimum  of 
3d.,  were  to  be  placed  on  your  lid.  or  3d.  article,  the  position 
would  be  intolerable,  and  the  Committee  will  realise  that  there 
would  be  several  hundreds  of  thousands  of  people  who  would 
at  one  swoop  be  deprived  of  purchasing  that  remedy  at  that  price 
in  its  cheap  and  easy  form  of  marketing.  I  have  other  figures 
which  would  indicate  the  popularity  among  the  people  of  reme- 
dies and  toilet  articles  which  are  sold  by  us  at  a  price  which  is 
within  their  purse.  These  items  are  not  necessarily  medicinal 
items,  but  they  have  a  bearing  on  the  health  of  the  population. 
Over  a  comparatively  short  period,  our  sales  of  Milton  increased 
by  some  40,000  dozen.  Over  the  same  period,  our  sales  of 
tooth-paste  increased  by  some  700,000  dozen.  Tooth-brushes, 
which  naturally  go  with  tooth-pastes,  in  that  same  period 
showed  an  increase  of  400,000  dozen.  .  .  .  Another  point  which 
I  might  emphasise  is  a  very  rapid  increase  in  the  sale  of  any 
medicinal  and  toilet  article  which  we  put  up  for  sale  at  a 
nominal  price.  In  1933  we  started  to  sell  a  brand  of  Dr.  Hugh 
MacLean's  stomach  powder  at  6d.  In  two  years,  the  sales  of 
that  powder  or  tablets  increased  by  between  700  and  800  per 
cent.,  which  I  think  is  a  definite  indication  that  there  were 
large  numbers  of  the  population  who  took  advantage  of  the  fact 
that  it  was  in  a  6d.  pack  that  they  could  afford.  In  1935  we 
started  to  sell  medicated  sweets,  throat  lozenges,  pastilles  and 
so  on,  and  we  vended  these  articles  at  a  price  within  very  easy 
reach  of  the  public's  purse.  Sales  this  year  have  increased 
approximately  300  per  cent,  over  those  of  1935.  The  irresis- 
tible conclusions  which  I  suggest  should  be  drawn  are  twofold. 
One,  that  the  public  require  small  quantities  of  good  quality 
goods  at  a  cheap  price,  and  two,  that  given  the  opportunity 
they  will  purchase  them  in  ever-increasing  numbers.  My  sub- 
mission to  the  Committee  therefore  is  that  no  deviation  from 
that  public  desire  should  be  permitted.  Three,  that  increased 
opportunity  should  be  given  to  that  public  desiring  to  buy, 
removing  any  statutory  or  administrative  prohibition  or  diffi- 
culty against  the  sales  to  the  public  through  such  channels  as 
my  company  on  articles  which  we  cannot  at  present  sell. 

The  Ch'\irman:  You  include  in  that  the  existence  of  any 
duty  at  all  ? 

Mr.  Demenport  :  Yes.  I  think  it  is  not  unlikely  that  the 
manufacturers  of  many  of  these  proprietary  medicines  would 
supply  us,  but  at  the  present  moment  it  is  not  economically 
possible  to  put  them  on  the  market,  by  reason  of  the  provisions 
of  the  Acts  in  question.  I  should  say  we  have  a  fair  amount  of 
knowledge  that  they  are  definitely  anxious  to  make  available 
their  products  in  quantities  and  packing  that  can  be  sold  at  a 
nominal  price  at  which  we  sell — ■3d.  and  6d.  There  is  one  minor 
matter  whxh  I  think  I  should  mention  in  case  there  is  any 
misapprehension  in  the  minds  of  the  Committee,  namely  that 
medicated  sweets  are  the  only  medicinal  article  we  retail  in 
broken  bulk.  My  contention  shortly  is  that  abolition  is  the 
only  proper  remedy,  and  we  naturally  appreciate  that  it  may 
not  be  the  view  of  the  Committee.    If  the  revenue  is  to  oe 
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obtained  from  medicinal  and  toilet  articles,  wo  suggest  that 
they  should  be  created  ad  valorem,  and  should  be  imposed  on 
such  articles  thought  fit  and  proper  subjects  for  such  attention. 
In  defence  of  this  suggestion,  I  should  like  to  give  to  the  Com- 
mittee an  example  of  what  has  happened  in  the  Irish  Free 
State,  where  a  fixed  tax  of  2d.  was  imposed  on,  among  other 
things,  all  paper-wrapped  and  medicinal  articles.  I  think  it 
was  called  the  package  tax. 

Sir  John  Haslam  ;  TwoiJence  on  every  article,  however 
small  'i 

Mr.  Demenport  :  Yes,  2d.  per  package.  I  think  it  corre- 
sponds in  an  interesting  way  to  the  type  of  tax  which  has  been 
shown  to  the  Committee  in  certain  quarters.  That  tax  was 
imposed  on  May  12,  1932,  resulting  in  the  almost  complete 
elimination  of  popularly  priced  articles  from  the  market. 

Sir  John  Haslam  :  Pardon  me  interrupting,  but  this  is  news 
to  me.  Is  this  where  it  is  packed  by  the  manufacturer,  or  when 
you  pack  it  in  your  shops  ? 

Mr.  Demenport  :  It  was  by  nature  of  an  import  duty  if  you 
like,  but  it  was  a  package  tax  imposed,  2d.  a  package. 

Sir  John  Haslam  :  It  is  really  a  sales  tax  on  commodities 
which  the  shopkeeper  does  not  pack  himself.? 

Mr.  Demenport  :  Yes,  and  since  1932  manufacturers  and 
suppliers  have  devised  ways  and  means  to  get  their  products 
sold  in  those  markets  at  their  previous  price  without  the  pack- 
age tax  ;  but  even  now  there  are  many  items  which  are  still 
unavailable  which  were  previously  available,  and  so  far  as  the 
public  in  our  stores  are  concerned,  they  have  got  to  go  without. 
I  suggest  that  this  is  a  parable  from  which,  in  its  application  of 
a  fixed  duty  upon  a  popular,  cheap  article,  there  is  an  instruc- 
tive lesson  to  be  learned.  I  can  make  no  specific  recommenda- 
tion as  to  what  sort  of  percentage  ad  valorem  tax  would  be 
suitable,  but  I  think  it  should  be  something  in  the  nature  of 
id.  in  the  shilling.  A  tax  of  that  sort  would  not  unduly  inter- 
fere with  the  trade  in  an  article.  It  can  be  absorbed  by  the 
manufacturer,  retailer  and  the  public.  One  la.st  suggestion  that 
I  should  like  to  make  with  regard  to  a  tax  of  that  sort,  that  it 
should  be  collected  from  the  manufacturer  at  source  by  reference 
to  his  sales  figures  contained  in  his  books  of  account  certified  by 
lawyers.  After  all,  income  tax  is  successfully  collected  in  that 
way,  and  a  procedure  such  as  that  would  obviate  the  cumber- 
some and  uneconomical  method  of  stamping. 

The  Chairman:  Do  you  suggest  it  should  supersede  stamps 
or  exist  side  by  side  ? 

Mr.  Demenport  :  It  should  supersede  it.  A  small  invisible 
tax  is  easily  absorbed,  but  a  visible  tax  is  definitely  wrong 
for  trade. 

Mr.  Baxter  :  Is  this  tax  to  be  carried  out  on  articles  as 
taxed  to-day  or  extended,  if  we  find  a  definition,  on  all  medi- 
cines and  all  proprietary  articles  of  a  medicinal  nature  ? 

Mr.  Demenport  :  I  think  that  should  be  so. 

Mr.  Baxter:  And  thus  you  have  no  difference  between 
secret  formulas  and  exposed  formulas? 

Mr.  Demenport:  The  whole  range  of  articles  which  are 
vended  or  sold  to  the  general  public  through  whatever 
channels  they  may  want  to  purchase  them.  An  ad  valorem 
tax  would  be  easily  obtainable,  but  the  method  of  collection 
by  visibly  imposing  a  tax  on  the  outside  of  an  article  has  a 
finishing  effect  on  the  trade  of  that  article.  Of  that  we  are 
convinced. 

Mr.  Baxter:  You  suggest  Jd.  tax  on  is.  approximately. 
If  we  did  enlarge  the  tax  on  the  basis  we  have  discussed,  how- 
would  it  affect  your  company? 

Mr.  Demenport:  We  would  definitely  be  paying  very  con- 
siderably more,  because  at  the  moment  are  prohibited  by 
our  friends  the  Customs  and  Excise  people  from  vending  a 
very  large  number  of  items  which  come  under  that  particular 
heading,  but  they  are  retailed  without  duty  or  stamp  by  other 
traders  throughout  the  country. 

Mr.  Baxter:  You  used  the  words  "  medicines  and  toilet 
articles  ";  is  it  your  contention  that  toilet  articles  should  be 
included  in  these  taxes? 

Mr.  Demenport:  No,  I  mentioned  toilet  articles  as 
examples.  I  have  read  certain  of  the  evidence  which  has  been 
put  before  the  Committee,  and  you  will  note  that  I  mentioned 
tooth-paste.  Now,  it  is  our  opinion,  and  it  is  the  opinion,  I 
believe,  of  the  Customs  and  Excise  people,  that  certain  tooth- 
pastes making  a  claim,  say  to  prevent  pyorrhoea,  should  be 
brought  into  the  range  of  the  Medicine  Stamp  Act.  At  least, 
I  will  go  so  far  as  to  say  we  do  not  sell  it  because  of  that  fact. 
If  tooth-paste  was  an  item  which  should  be  selected  because 
it  is  of  medicinal  value,  it  is  equally  possible  you  might  say 
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tooth-brushes,  because,  in  my  humble  opinion,  the  tooth- 
brush does  practically  as  much  work  in  that  prevention  as  the 
tooth-paste. 

The  Chairman:  There  are  a  good  many  disinfectants  ;  I 
suppose  they  are  very  much  on  the  border-line  ? 

Mr.  Demenport:  Yes,  but  we  do  not  sell  certain  types  of 
tooth-paste  because  they  do  make  a  claim  to  prevent  some- 
thing. 

Mr.  Lathan:  It  is  not  for  us  to  say  anything  with  regard 
to  the  efficacy  of  the  collection  with  regard  to  income  tax, 
excepc  that  there  is  a  suspicion  in  the  minds  of  many  people 
that  there  is  considerable  evasion  still.  What  more  substan- 
tial objection  have  you  to  the  continuance  of  the  tax  by 
stamp?  Is  it  not  desirable  that  the  purchaser  who  is  making 
the  purchase  should  know  he  is  making  some  contribution  to 
the  national  resources  ? 

Mr.  Demenport:  I  should  not  think  so. 

Mr.  Lathan:  You  object  to  the  chemist  being  allowed  to 
sell  drugs  entire  because  you  are  prevented  from  doing  it? 

Mr.  Demenport:  I  do  not  think  I  said  that. 

The  Chairman:  Page  3  (paragraph  9)  in  the  memorandum, 
I  think,  supports  that  idea.  It  was  my  reading  of  your  con- 
clusions, perhaps,  but  if  you  tell  us  it  only  refers  to  known, 
admitted  and  approved  remedies  we  accept  that. 

Mr.  Demenport:  Yes,  I  think  that  is  the  case.  I  think  it 
applies  in  principles  and  not  to  entire  drugs. 

Mr.  Lathan:  Does  your  company  take  the  view  it  is  desir- 
able that  the  public  should  be  protected  to  some  extent  in 
the  matter  of  free  access  to  drugs  ? 

Mr.  Demenport:  I  think  that  is  already  taken  care  of  under 
the  existing  legislation. 

Mr.  Lathan:  In  what  way  is  a  member  of  the  public  who 
come.';  into  your  store  protected  against  excessive  purchases  or 
use  of  drugs? 

Mr.  Demenport:  So  far  as  we  can  offer,  I  do  not  know- 
there  is  any  protection  except  from  the  source  of  manufacture, 
which  is,  I  think,  pretty  thoroughly  investigated  so  far  as 
reliability  and  purity  is  concerned. 

Mr.  Lathan:  You  would  not  claim,  I  imagine,  that  the 
average  shop  assistant  employed  in  your  stores  is  competent 
to  determine  whether  articles  containing  drugs  are  good  for 
the  person  who  buys  them  ? 

Mr.  Demenport:  Unfortunately,  no  ;  but  I  will  go  further 
and  say  that  there  is  nothing  that  I  can  see,  from  a  practical 
point  of  view,  to  prevent  the  assistant  from  behind  our 
counter  leaving  our  employment  and  obtaining  employment 
in  a  multiple  chemist.  Her  qualifications  would  be  the  same 
in  one  or  the  other,  but  in  one  place  she  would  be  able  to 
vend  to  the  public  something  which  we  cannot. 

Mr.  Lathan  :  It  is  suggested  to  us  that  the  sale  or  vending 
in  the  second  case  would  be  under  the  protection  of  a  qualified 
and  responsible  person,  such  as  you  do  not  employ. 

Mr.  Demenport:  That  I  leave  to  the  imagination  of  the 
Committee.  In  fact,  I  think  it  is  very  easily  possible  to  send, 
as  I  have  done,  for  articles  that  have  been  displayed  in  a 
similar  way  as  the  goods  in  our  store.  You  select  what  you 
want,  and  the  assistant  wraps  it  up  for  you. 

Mr.  Lathan  :  I  suggest  there  are  some  commodities  which 
come  within  the  range  of  the  description  of  patent  medicines 
which,  if  taken  without  any  kind  of  restraint  or  restriction, 
might  easily  injure  an  uninstructed  or  uneducated  person  who 
purchased  them  ? 

Mr.  Demenport  :  Might  I  make  an  observation  that  these 
items  which  are  numerated  in  this  memorandum  were  put 
there  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act?  It  does  not  necessarily 
follow  that  we  are  desirous  of  selling  all  these  items. 

Mr.  Lathan:  You  claim  you  are  desirous  of  entering  into 
completely  free  competition  with  the  chemist  ? 

Mr.  Demenport  :  Well,  I  think  that  would  be  at  our  own 
discretion,  but  the  range  of  these  goods  mentioned  in  this 
memorandum  includes  goods  that  we  cannot  market  and 
would  not  market. 

Mr.  Lathan:  That  would  be  because  you  are  a  fixed  price 
store,  and  unless  the  goods  are  packed  in  such  quantities  they 
cannot  be  sold  because  of  price  difficulties? 

Mr.  Demenport  :  Yes. 

Mr.  Lathan;  And  would  I  be  accurate  in  assuming  that 
your  experience  says  there  is  an  increasing  demand  for  these 
so-called  remedies? 

Mr.  Demenport:  Yes. 

Mr.  Lathan:  And  you  believe  it  is  desirable  in  the  public 
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interest  that  the   sale  of  them   should  be  unrestricted  by 
limitation  upon  the  purveyor? 
Mr.  Demenport:  Yes. 

Capt.\in  Ramsay:  Do  you  place  aov  significance  on  the 
question  of  the  special  knowledge  of  the  chemist  or  not.? 

Mr.  Demenport:  I  think  it  boils  itself  down  to  this  fact — 
that  if  you  want  a  prescription  you  would  naturally  go  to 
the  chemist,  you  would  not  go  to  a  Woolworth's  store. 

The  Chairman  :  You  mean  to  take  a  prescription  to  be  made 
up  ? 

Mr.  Demenport:  Yes;  the  public  at  large  htis  suflicient 
education  to  know  they  can  hardly  expect  to  look  into  any  of 
the  stores  of  the  type  of  business  such  as  ourselves  and  get 
prescriptions.  They  go  to  the  chemist.  When  it  c<jmes  to 
the  sale  of  items  which  are  not  prescribed,  the  public  have  to 
make  up  their  mind  at  which  premises  they  buy  them. 

Sir  John  Haslam  :  Can  you  not  split  this  stamp  tax  into 
6d.  lots?    I  mean  can  you  buy  a  5s.  package  and  split  it? 

Mr.  Demenport:  I  question  whether  it  would  be  a  com- 
mercial proposition  for  us. 

Sir  John  Haslam  :  Well,  it  is  done  in  certain  shops  in  the 
country  districts.  Can  you  not,  on  your  6d.  article,  add  id., 
2d.  or  3d.,  whatever  the  tax  was? 

Mr.  Demenport:  We  could,  but  I  am  absolutely  confident 
that  the  result  would  be  the  finish  of  the  article. 

Sir  John  Haslam  :  As  far  as  you  are  concerned  ?  I  am  glad 
you  agree  with  me,  but  I  am  asking  you :  you  suggest  the 
ad  valorem  tax  on  manufacturers'  turnover.  Do  you  think 
■|d.  in  the  shilling — about  2  per  cent — is  enough  to  satisfy 
the  Customs  and  Excise  or  bring  in  a  sufficient  amount? 

Mr.  Demenport  :  Of  course,  it  will  naturally  depend  upon 
the  range  of  articles  brought  in,  but  I  am  perfectly  sure  in 
my  mind  that  such  a  tax  would  produce  a  greater  amount 
than  the  ^750,000  now  being  produced. 

Sir  John  Haslam  :  Of  course,  if  you  include  a  lot  more 
items  than  at  present  ;  but  these  items  taxed  at  present  or 
taxed  before  the  Glyn-Jones  decision,  do  you  think  2  per 
cent,  would  bring  in  a  reasonable  amount? 

Mr.  Demenport:  So  many  articles  are  escaping  the  tax  as 
it  is  now  in  existence. 

Sir  John  Haslam:  So  that  in  your  view,  if  the  tax  was 
extended  to  these  known,  admitted  and  approved  remedies 
and  it  was  made  only  2  per  cent.,  it  would  bring  in  the  same 
revenue  as  25  per  cent,  on  the  proprietary  lines  at  the  present 
time? 

Mr.  Demenport:  I  do.  I  suggest  that  an  ad  vakirem  tax  of 
|-d.  in  the  shilling  would  bring  in  a  much  larger  variety  of 
articles  than  are  at  present  Iiearing  the  stamp  duty. 

Sir  John  IfASLAM :  You  say  all  articles  should  bear  this 
tax.  Do  you  suggest  it  is  a  practical  proposition  to  include 
face  powders  and  tooth-paste? 

Mr.  DexMenport  :  No. 

Sir  John  Haslam  :  I  want  to  know  how  you  were  going  to 
get  this  revenue  if  we  are  going  to  reduce  it  to  2  per  cent. 

Mr.  Demenport:  I  do  not  think  it  is  in  my  province  to  sug- 
gest the  very  articles. 

Sir  John  Haslam  :  You  are  suggesting  an  ad  valorem  duty  ; 
would  the  tax  be  on  the  ingredients  only  or  the  goods  or  the 
package  complete? 

Mr.  Demenport  :  My  suggestion  is  that  it  sliould  ]>e  on  the 
actual  package  complete  as  sent  out  from  the  factory. 

Sir  John  Haslam  :  1  think  that  would  Ije  very  reasonable 
where  a  firm  only  makes  one  or  two  or  half  a  dozen  of  these 
remedies,  but  you  sell  hundreds  of  items  in  your  shops,  and 
this  suggestion  would  be  difficult  to  bring  about? 

Mr.  Demenport  :  I  do  not  think  so,  because  the  manufac- 
turer has  naturally  to  invoice  his  goods  out. 

Mr.  Baxter  :  They  do  it  in  Holland  by  stamping  the  invoice. 

The  Chairman  :  What  do  you  think  about  putting  the  tax  at 
source  by  stamps  in  the  case  of  the  big  manufacturers  ? 

Mr.  Demenport  :  It  is  a  point  I  had  not  thought  of,  but  I 
think  if  a  tax  is  to  be  put  on,  if  it  was  not  definitely  possible 
for  the  person  buying  to  see  it,  it  will  he  more  easily 
assimilated. 

The  Chairman  :  It  must  be  present  in  your  mind  that  if  the 
Committee  is  pressed  to  make  a  graduated  ad  valorem  tax  at 
an  exceedingly  low  rate,  they  would  be  practically  bound  to 
broaden  the  basis  of  the  articles  to  be  taxed? 

Mr.  Demenport:  My  own  view  is  that  naturally  it  would 
broaden  it. 

The  Chairman  :  And  in  your  kind  of  trade  you  would  prefer 
it? 


Mr.  Demenport  :  We  do  not  object  to  it.  If  a  tax  was  so 
heavy  that  it  was  impossible  economically  to  handle  it,  we 
would  not  handle  it. 

Mr.  Lathan  :  With  regard  to  the  objection  of  the  purchaser 
to  the  stamp  form  of  taxation :  is  tliat  actually  based  on 
experience  ? 

Mr.  Demenport  :  We  have  given  the  case  of  the  2d.  package 
duty  in  the  Irish  Free  State,  and  T  can  give  you  an  experience 
of  our  parent  company  and  the  sales  tax  in  America,  which  is 
two  cents.    It  is  very  objectionable. 

Mr.  Lathan:  Do  I  understand  that  a  person  going  into  your 
store  is  influenced  in  his  purchase  by  whether  or  not  there  is 
an  indication  of  a  stamp,  or  is  it  by  the  price? 

Mr.  Demenport:  We  are  not  able  to  vend  with  a  stamp  that 
has  to  go  on  many  of  these  articles,  but  if  you  were  to  take,  for 
argument's  sake,  vaseline,  and  that  were  to  have  to  bear  a 
3d.  stamp,  I  am  convinced  in  my  mind  that  nine-tenths  of  the 
people  who  saw  the  stamp  on  the  jar  would  turn  to  petroleum 
jelly. 

Mr.  Baxter:  You  said  ^d.  in  the  shilling,  and  that  it  could 
l}e  absorbed  with  some  ease.  In  what  way  would  two-farthings 
or  three-farthings  be  a  strain  on  that? 

Mr.  Demenport  :  I  am  afraid  I  cannot  tell  you  that.  It 
would  have  to  be  in  proportion  to  the  article  you  tax,  and  what 
value  you  are  still  able  to  offer  to  the  public. 

Mr.  Cary:  I  suppose  the  business  would  probably  become 
one  of  the  most  important  departments  of  your  trade,  but  on 
its  present  basis  it  is  limited? 

Mr.  Demenport:  I  do  not  want  unduly  to  stress  the  im- 
portance of  what  it  might  be,  because  it  i.s  important  even  at 
the  moment  with  these  things,  but  how  much  more  important 
we  can  make  it  is  a  matter  of  conjecture.  The  makers  of  these 
proprietary  medicines  probably  have  a  greater  knowledge  of  the 
possibilities  than  we  would  have. 

The  Chairman  :  You  are  not  going  to  threaten  the  chemist  in 
everything,  but  you  can  do  it  in  the  limit  of  your  business? 

Mr.  Demenport  :  No,  we  do  not  want  to.  Theii^  business  is 
more  particularly  concerned  with  dispensing  medicines  and  the 
sale  of  poisons. 

Evidence  of  the  Ethical  Pharmaceuticals 
Association 

Evidence  was  given  by  the  Ethical  Pharmaceuticals  Associa- 
tion, through  their  chairman  (Mr.  A.  C.  Henry),  who  was  sup- 
ported by  Mr.  A.  W.  Edwards  (vice-chairman)  and  Mr. 
F.  G.  W.  Paige  (secretary).  The  following  are  the  principal 
passages  in  a  Memorandum  submitted  by  the  Association :  — 

1.  The  Ethical  Pharmaceuticals  Association  .  .  .  was  founded  in 
the  year  1935.  Its  membership  is  limited  to  persons,  firms  or  com- 
panies concerned  in  the  sale  or  manufacture  of  ethical  pharmaceu- 
ticals ■  (not  advertised  to  the  pubUc)  but  advertised  and  ofiered  ex- 
clusively to  the  medical,  dental,  \'eterinary  and  nursing  profes- 
sions duly  registered.  .  .  . 

2.  Many  of  the  scientific  workers  employ  ed  at  the  ri'search  labora- 
tories of  the  members  have  acquired  an  international  reputation,  and 
many  important  ethical  pharmaceuticals  have  resulted  from  their 
discoveries. 

3.  The  preparations  marketed  by  the  members  of  the  Associa- 
tion are  sold  on  prescriptions  of  duly  authorised  persons.  They  are 
also  extensively  used  in  hospitals  throughout  the  country.  A  large 
number  of  the  preparations  confcun  scheduled  poisons  which  can- 
not be  sold  to  the  public  except  by  pharmacists,  on  a  doctor's  pre- 
scription, whilst  others  are  subject  to  special  restrictions,  such  as 
those  laid  down  in  the  Therapeutic  Substances  Act. 

4.  The  majority  of  these  products  are  sold  under  brands  or 
trade  marks  and  their  composition  is  disclosed.  A  trade  mark  is 
used  so  as  to  guarantee  that  the  preparation  is  made  by  the  owner 
of  the  trade  mark.  If  such  preparations  were  sold  under  chemical 
names  it  would  not  be  possible  for  a  doctor  in  the  absence  of  a  trade 
mark  to  distinguish  the  source  of  manufacture.  .  .  . 

5.  Ethical  preparations  of  this  character  have  not  been  suljjected 
to  medicine-stamp  duty  as  it  has  been  held  liy  the  Customs  that 
"  holding  out  "  their  eliicacies  to  the  medical  profession  is  not  "  hold- 
ing out  "  to  the  public.  .  .  . 

0.  In  the  greater  number  of  cases  the  cost  of  the  preparations  sold 
by  members  of  the  association  is  high,  and  consequently  any  sugges- 
tion of  the  application  of  medicine-stamp  duty,  especially  on  the 
present  basis,  to  ethical  pharmaceuticals  of  this  character  would 
practically  render  their  use  prohibitive. 

7.  The  Association,  therefore,  submit  to  the  Committee  that  any 
preparation  of  this  character,  whether  sold  under  a  trade  mark  or  not, 
so  long  as  its  sale  is  limited  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  referred 
to,  should  not  be  subject  to  any  form  of  medicine-stamp  duty. 
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Questions  to  Mr.  A.  C.  Henry 

Mr.  Henry:  It  may  assist  the  Committee  and  also  save  time 
if  I  am  permitted  to  amplify  in  a  short  statement  the  very 
brief  memorandum  which  has  been  placed  before  you.  Broadly 
-speaking,  there  are  two  classes  of  medicines  to  be  considered  : 
(i)  Preparations  which  are  advertised  and  held  out  to  the  public 
for  the  prevention,  relief  or  cure  of  ailments  ;  and  (2)  ethical 
pharmaceutical  preparations  of  declared  formulas,  not  adver- 
tised to  the  public  but  only  to  the  medical,  dental,  veterinary 
and  nursing  professions.  There  is  a  marked  difference  between 
these  two  classes.  So-called  patent  medicines  are  generally 
preparations  for  the  relief  or  cure  of  minor  ailments,  and  are 
used  by  the  public  without  reference  to  or  without  the  advice 
of  a  doctor.  The  ethical  class  are  highly  scientific  preparations, 
created  by  research  chemists  attached  to  large  chemical  manu- 
facturing firms.  .  .  .  The  advance  in  medical  knowledge  has 
been  linked  up  with  the  work  of  the  research  chemist,  and  so  it 
is  that  these  ethical  preparations  enable  the  doctor  successfully 
to  fight  disease.  As  an  example,  I  would  mention  such  pre- 
parations as  tuberculins,  serums  and  vaccines.  .  .  .  One  of  the 
latest  is  quite  a  new  discovery  in  chemotherapy.  When  I  state 
that  noted  specialists  have  recently  succeeded  by  the  use  of  this 
drug  in  reducing  the  mortality  rate  in  a  London  maternity 
hospital  arising  from  puerperal  sepsis  from  25  per  cent,  to  3  per 
cent.,  I  mention  this  to  give  you  some  indication  of  the  great 
importance  of  the  class  of  preparations  to  which  I  refer.  If  it 
so  happened  that  on  a  given  day  the  entire  supply  of  so-called 
patent  medicines  was  no  longer  available,  the  effect  on  the 
public  health  would  be  negligible. 

Sir  John  Haslam  :  You  have  carefully  considered  those 
words  ? 

Mr.  Henry:  Yes.  On  the  other  hand,  if  on  a  given  day 
the  supply  of  ethical  pharmaceutical  preparations  such  as  I  have 
indicated  was  no  longer  available,  the  effect  on  the  national 
health  would  be  disastrous.  Manj^  of  these  ethical  preparations 
are  supplied  in  ampoule  form  for  injection,  and  are  not  even 
available  to  the  public  through  the  chemist,  but  can  only  be 
used  by  the  doctor.  This  fact  is  recognised  by  the  National 
Health  Insurance  committees.  Many  are  poisons  under  the 
Act  of  1933,  and  there  are  others  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  the  Therapeutic  Substances  Act,  1925,  and  the  Venereal 
Disease  Act,  1917.  Most  of  them  are  known  by  trade  marks. 
In  this  sense  they  are  proprietary  articles,  but  it  is  the  Asso- 
ciation's case  that  because  of  this  fact  they  should  not  be 
subject  to  medicine-stamp  duty. 

The  Chairman  :  If  your  products  are  so  vitally  necessary  and 
mostly  rather  costly,  is  that  not  a  reason  why  a  small  tax 
should  not  do  them  any  harm 

Mr.  Henry  :  I  understand  that  under  the  present  legislation 
95  per  cent,  of  the  revenue  derived  from  the  medicine-stamp 
duty  arises  from  the  3d.  stamp.  It  is  the  case  of  my  Associa- 
tion that  the  cost  of  research  is  very  high,  and  we  find  a  pack- 
age containing  five  ampoules  for  injection  costs  25s.  If  it  was 
taxed  to  the  extent  of  25  per  cent.,  it  would  be  a  serious 
burden,  particularly  in  the  case  of  hospital  treatment. 

Mr.  Lathan:  With  regard  to  the  point  as  to  price:  would 
you  care  to  claim  that  the  actual  cost  of  the  ingredients  is 
always  the  determining  factor  of  the  price  that  is  charged  ? 

Mr.  Henry:  It  is  the  research  work  that  has  preceded,  and 
in  some  cases  it  has  extended  over  a  few  years. 

Mr.  Lathan:  It  is  rather  difficult  to  assess  that. 

Mr.  Henry  :  Yes. 

Mr.  Lathan:  A  company,  A. B.C.,  produces  a  marvellous 
pill  and  might  make  a  similar  claim,  might  it  not?  In  the 
case  of  aspirins,  might  they  not  justify  a  high  charge  because 
of  these  investigations  ? 

Mr.  Henry:  If  they  can  justify  that. 

Mr.  Lathan:  Is  it  not  fair  to  assume  that  the  cost  to  the 
consumer  ought  to  be  rather  based  on  the  cost  of  the  in- 
gredients, rather  than  the  other  circumstances  to  which  you 
refer  ? 

Mr.  Henry:  I  do  not  think  so,  because  otherwise  how  would 
these  products  be  created  ?    You  would  only  stifle  research. 

Mr.  Lathan:  You  can  appreciate  the  possibility  of  suspicions 
arising,  inasmuch  as  these  are  to  some  extent  secret  remedies? 

Mr.  Henry:  I  must  disagree,  these  are  not  secret  remedies. 

Mr.  Lathan:  Are  these  ethical  remedies  available  to  the 
ordinary  public,  or  can  they  only  be  obtained,  generally  speak- 
ing, from  a  chemist  or  a  medical  practitioner? 

Mr.  Henry:  Generally  speaking,  through  a  chemist  or  a 
medical  practitioner.     They  are  first  of  all  prescribed  by  a 


doctor,  but  they  are  in  no  circumstances  recommended  to  the 
public  by  any  of  the  firms  I  represent.  The  patient  finds  great 
relief  or  benefit  from  this  particular  product,  and  in  the  course 
of  conversation  with  friends  he  says  he  took  so-and-so.  The 
friend  then  may  inquire  where  he  got  it  and  the  name  of  the 
chemist,  and  then  he  may  actually  go  and  get  it  from  the 
chemist,  provided  it  does  not  contain  a  poison.  If  they  ask 
the  chemist  for  instructions  as  to  the  use,  he  refers  the  members 
of  the  public  to  their  medical  practitioner. 

Mr.  Lathan:  Your  association,  I  imagine,  is  not  indifferent 
to  the  public  health  aspect  of  the  case  ? 

Mr.  Henry:  We  claim  we  perform  a  public  service,  and 
many  firms  find  it  very  necessary  during  holiday  time  to  make 
their  preparations  available  to  the  practitioner  and  the  hospital 
day  and  night.  Where  they  are  closed,  they  advertise  in  the 
trade  papers.  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  and  "The  Pharma- 
ceutical Journal,"  that  they  can  be  obtained  in  certain  West 
End  pharmacies. 

Mr.  Lathan:  What  is  the  view  of  your  Association  with 
regard  to  the  purveying  of  these  being  limited  to  people 
possessing  certain  qualifications  ? 

Mr.  Henry:  We  consider  it  is  essential,  in  the  case  of  the 
products  we  are  offering,  that  they  should  be  sold  by  onl}^ 
qualified  persons. 

Captain  Ramsay:  I  understood  you  to  say  you  are  satisfied 
with  the  present  position,  that  you  are  free  from  tax,  and  you 
would  not  mind  other  patent  medicines  being  taxed.  Are  you 
satisfied  with  the  classification  of  ethical  medicines? 

Mr.  Henry:  The  definition  of  ethical  medicines  is  those 
medicines  of  adequate  formula,  not  advertised  or  held  out  to 
the  public,  and  advertised  solely  to  the  profession,  and  where 
sold  to  the  public,  only  sold  by  qualified  pharmacists. 

Sir  John  Haslam  :  I  notice  that  Boots  are  missing.  What 
is  the  diiference  between  your  Association  and  Boots'  research 
department  ? 

Mr.  Henry:  There  is  no  difference,  because  Boots  do  manu- 
facture ethical  preparations,  but  they  also  manufacture  pre- 
parations which  are  held  out  to  the  public.  Our  Association 
is  confined  to  firms  who  almost  exclusively  deal  in  the  class  of 
trade  to  which  I  have  referred. 

Sir  John  Haslam:  You  know  some  of  these  firms  employ 
highly  qualified  chemists  for  these  things  and  the  medical 
profession  largely  recommends  some  of  these  remedies  that  yon 
have  condemned  wholesale,  do  you  not? 

Mr.  Henry:  I  quite  agree  that  many  of  the  firms  have  quali- 
fied chemists,  but  they  are  employed  for  the  purpose  of  mainly 
testing  the  purity  of  the  drugs  which  they  purchase. 

The  Chairman:  To  see  they  are  properly  compounded? 

Mr.  Henry:  To  see  they  are  up  to  the  warranty  under  which 
they  are  sold.  Where  there  are  simple  remedies,  they  are 
simply  mixed  together,  and  there  is  nothing  scientific  about 
it.  Aspirins  are  advertised  to  the  public  as  a  cure  for  a 
headache,  but  the  investigations  have  already  been  carried  out 
by  the  people  who  created  the  aspirin. 

Sir  John  Haslam:  Would  it  not  solve  your  problem  if  you 
had  no  tax  to  pay  where  you  serve  direct  to  hospitals  or  the 
medical  profession  ? 

Mr.  Henry  :  No,  because  medicines  are  very  often  dispensed 
by  a  pharmacist  on  a  doctor's  prescription  ;  and  even  before 
destamping,  medicines  which  were  dispensed  were  not  subject 
to  tax. 

The  Chairman:  Do  your  members  supply  only  the  type  of 
drugs  for  insulin,  serums,  tuberculins  and  so  on,  or  do  they 
also  supply  chemicals — rhubarb  and  so  on? 

Mr.  Henry:  Some  of  our  members  confine  themselves  to 
their  own  packing  of  proprietary  articles,  but  others  have  a 
separate  department  for  chemicals.  We  are  not  making  any 
claim  for  chemicals  in  bulk. 

Mr.  Baxter:  Is  it  your  point  that  your  Association  manu- 
facture trade-marked  medicines  that  may  very  well  do  what 
patent  medicines  claim  to  cure? 

Mr.  Henry:  I  may  perhaps  endeavour  to  explain  myself. 
The  research  chemists  of  this  Association  are  at  the  present 
time  working  on  problems  connected  with  health,  and  very 
possibly  will  have  to  go  on  for  years  before  there  is  any  result. 
There  is  one  that  has  been  going  on  for  years,  and  that  is  the 
investigation  as  to  cancer. 

Mr.  Baxter:  Can  I  go  to  a  chemist  and  buy  a  trade-marked 
name — the  ethical  medicinal  article — which  would  do  for  my 
illness  what  the  other  medicines  claim  to  do? 

Mr.  Henry:  I  would  say  no. 

The  Committee  adjourned  until  January  21,  1937. 
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Individual  Protection  Against  Poison  Gas 


The  second  meeting  of  the  winter  session  of  the  North  British 
Branch  of  tlie  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  at  36  York 
Place,  Edinburgh,  on  December  11,  Mr.  F.  W.  M.  Bennett 
(chairman  of  executive.    North  British  Branch)  presiding. 

The  Chairman  said  the  subject  of  war  might  be  repugnant 
to  all  of  them,  but  they  were  all  forced  to  admit  that  the  men- 
ace was  there,  and  any  education  they  could  get  as  how  best  to 
combat  th^  menace  would  make  them  more  useful  to  their 
fellow  men.  The  pharinacist  was  one  to  whom  the  public 
seemed  naturally  to  turn  in  any  emergency.  If  the  pharmacist 
could  gain  knowledge  by  which  he  could  assist  he  would  again 
prove  his  right  to  recognition  for  valuable  public  service.  He 
called  on  Dr.  Hay  (Medical  Instructor,  Home  Office  Air  Raid 
Precautions  Department)  to  address  the  meeting  on 

"  The  Peril  of  Poison  Gas  and  How  to  Meet  It " 

[Abstract] 

I  HAVE  SEEN  a  report  of  the  recent  address  given  in  London 
by  Mr.  Davidson  Pratt.  Instead  of  going  over  the  same 
ground,  I  propose  to  go  into  more  detail  regarding  certain 
points  touched  on  in  that  address.  The  special  aspect  I  would 
like  to  deal  with  is  individual  protection.  This  will  necessitate 
our  discussing  the  war  gases  in  some  detail  and  the  mechanical 
and  chemical  structure  of  the  respirator.  Only  the  lung 
irritants  are  true  gases.  The  others  are  solids  and  liquids. 
"  War  gases  "  comprise  any  chemical  substance  used  in  war- 
fare because  of  its  harmful  effects  on  the  body  ;  the  liquids 
are  persistent  gases  and  the  others  non-persistent. 

The  gases  are  divided  into  two  groups :  Blister,  including 
mustard,  and  non-blister,  composed  of  the  irritant  gases  (eye, 
nose  and  lung).  Eye  and  nose  irritants  are  not  deadly.  They 
produce*  their  effects  at  once  and  the  symptoms  pass  off  rapidly 
and  cause  no  lasting  damage  to  the  body.  They  are  useful  as 
harassing  agents.  The  lung  irritants  are  very  lethal  in  any 
concentration  above  1-50,000,  especially  phosgene.  They 
exercise  their  main  effect  on  the  lung,  causing  a  profuse 
pouring  out  of  cedema  fluid  in  the  lung  tissue,  creating  an 
oxygen  starvation  which  in  some  cases  may  prove  rapidly 
fatal.  Patients  require  to  be  treated  as  stretcher  cases  from 
the  first.  The  respirator  gives  complete  protection  against  all 
these  gases.  There  are  three  different  respirators,  and  they 
resemble  each  other  in  one  very  important  particular  and  differ 
from,  each  other  in  two  other  ways.  They  all  give  the  same 
degree  of  protection  ;  they  differ  in  the  length  of  time  in  which 
they  give  protection  and  their  resistance  to  wear  and  tear.  The 
soldier  on  active  service  requires  an  article  which  will  with- 
stand rough  usage  and  will  give  more  hours  of  protection  than 
the  civilian,  who  will  be  in  his  own  home  and  able  to  remove 
himself  from  a  poison  atmosphere  as  soon  as  a  raid  has  passed. 
The  civilian  who  has  to  do  duty  in  a  gas  atmosphere,  i.e., 
the  first-aid  worker,  police,  etc.,  will  require  an  article  not  so 
strong  as  the  soldier's,  but  stronger  than  the  one  for  the 
ordinary  civilian.  The  respirator  consists  of  three  parts:  the 
facepiece  and  connecting  tube,  the  container  and  the  haversack. 

Mustard  gas  is  an  oily  liquid  with  a  faint  but  characteristic 
smell.  It  is  called  "  mustard  "  because  the  troops  against 
whom  it  was  first  used  described  the  smell  as  resembling  that 
of  mustard.  It  is  the  most  important  of  the  war  chemicals  ; 
while  not  so  useful  as  a  harassing  agent,  and  much  less  lethal 
than  phosgene,  it  is  of  the  greatest  service  to  an  enemy  in 
producing  great  numbers  of  casualties  and  throwing  a  very 
great  strain  on  the  organised  medical  services,  civilian  or  mili- 
tary. The  respirator  is  not  a  complete  protection,  the  eyes 
and  lungs  only  being  protected  by  it  ;  the  body  requires  special 
protection.  Being  a  liquid  of  a  very  high  boiling  point,  mus- 
tard gas  is  very  persistent,  and  not  easily  destroyed.  By 
means  of  heat,  hydrolysis  and  chlorination,  destruction  can 
be  effected,  and  special  organisation  is  required  for  dealing 
with  objects,  clothing  and  so  on.  Its  power  of  penetration  into 
all  porous  and  semi-porous  materials  is  marked.  Only  metals, 
glazed  china  and  glass  resist  it.  It  readily  sinks  into  the  skin, 
and  preventive  or  first-aid  treatment  has  to  be  applied  quickly 
if  it  is  to  be  successful  in  preventing  the  formation  of  blister- 
ing and  devitalisation  of  the  tissues  affected.  Mustard  gas 
does  not  betray  its  presence,  a  drop  of  the  liquid  gas  on  the 


skin  producing  no  more  irritation  than  a  drop  of  water  would. 
This  insidious  character  of  the  gas  makes  it  dif&cult  to  detect 
and  is  one  of  the  main  reasons  for  its  great  importance  as  a 
war  gas.  The  irritant  or  non-blister  gases  exercise  their  main 
effects  on  some  definite  part  of  the  body,  but  mustard  gas  is 
universal  in  its  action,  attacking  and  producing  its  effects  on 
any  part  of  the  body  with  which  it  comes  into  contact.  It 
attacks  in  two  ways,  by  contact  with  the  liquid  and  by  ex- 
posure to  the  vapour  in  the  atmosphere.  Both  the  liquid  and 
the  vapour  penetrate  clothing  and  attack  the  covered  parts 
of  the  body  as  well  as  the  exposed  parts.  Symptoms  do  not 
appear  at  once,  there  being  a  delay  period  between  the  ex- 
posure and  the  onset  of  symptoms,  in  the  case  of  the  liquid  of 
two  hours^  and  in  the  case  of  the  vapour  of  six  hours.  Long 
exposures  to  weak  concentrations  are  likely  to  produce  as 
severe  blistering  and  injury  as  shorter  exposure  to  stronger 
concentrations.  A  very  safe  rule  to  follow  is  that  if  there  is 
enough  mustard  gas  in  the  air  to  be  recognised  by  its  smell 
there  is  enough  to  be  dangerous.  After  so  many  details  empha- 
sising the  dangers  of  this  most  powerful  and  important  war 
gas,  it  is  pleasant  to  be  able  to  add  one  detail  of  a  reassuring 
kind.  Mustard  liquid  is  not  soluble  in  water  except  under 
I  per  cent.,  and  as  rapidly  as  it  is  dissolved  it  is  hydrolised  and 
rendered  harmless.  Its  specific  gravity  being  greater  than 
that  of  water  it  would  fall  to  the  bottom  of  the  reservoir  in 
oily  globules  and  the  water  would  iiot  be  rendered  unfit  for 
use  because  of  the  mustard  gas  in  it. 

Protective  clothing  against  mustard  gas  is  made  of  oiled 
silk  faced  by  a  protective  layer  of  dried  oil.  It  consists  of  a 
jacket  and  trousers  made  of  heavy  navy  oilskin,  gloves  of  oil 
wiggin,  a  hood  of  a  similar  material,  heavy  rubber  knee 
boots  and  a  respirator.  Its  object  is  to  prevent  the  entrance 
of  mustard  vapour  by  sealing  the  person  up  as  completely  as 
possible  inside  it.  The  human  body  is  a  machine  burning 
fuel  and  producing  heat,  and  if  the  machine  is  to  go  on  that 
heat  must  be  got  rid  of.  In  this  protective  clothing  there  are 
110  air  currents  and  so  no  loss  by  convection  ;  there  is  a  layer 
of  hot  air  inside  the  clothing  preventing  loss  by  conduction  and 
this  hot  air  becomes  saturated,  preventing  loss  by  evaporation 
and  so  the  temperature  inside  rises,  the  pulse  of  the  individual 
increases,  feelings  of  distress  develop  and  if  the  process  was 
allowed  to  continue  would  go  on  to  heat  stroke.  So  climate 
conditions  have  a  distinct  bearing  on  the  length  of  time  for 
which  a  person  can  wear  this  clothing.  With  the  full  pro- 
tective clothing  on,  spells  of  duty  would  have  to  be  restricted 
to  two  hours,  and  two  such  spells  could  be  done  in  a  day. 
If  the  hood  were  not  worn,  the  spell  of  duty  could  be  in- 
creased to  four  hours,  and  again  two  spells  daily  could  be 
done.  The  object  of  decontamination  centres  is  to  provide 
accommodation  for  the  undressing  of  parties  of  men  returning 
from  doing  gas  duty  in  full  protective  clothing.  It  consists 
of  an  undressing  room,  a  washing  room  and  a  dressing  room. 
The  protective  clothing  is  removed  in  the  undressing  room  and 
placed  in  bins  with  close-fitting  lids,  and  the  individual  then 
passes,  unclothed,  to  the  washing  room  and  from  there  to  the 
dressing  room,  where  he  puts  on  his  own  clothes  again. 

Vote  of  Thanks 

Dr.  Blackie  said  he  had  listened  to  this  very  instructive 
address  with  somewhat  mixed  feelings.  Like  many  in  the 
audience,  he  had,  twenty  years  ago,  some  experience  of  the 
terrors  of  gas  warfare.  He  thought  that  pharmacists  might  do 
much  to  assist  in  the  work  of  the  kind  of  organisation  which 
Dr.  Hay  had  described. 

Mr.  Rutherford  Hill  said  he  understood  that  in  the 
system  that  was  being  organised,  when  they  came  to  setting  up 
decontamination  centres  and  first-aid  depots,  the  pharmacist 
might  perform  a  very  useful  service.  He  understood  it  was  to 
be  provided  that  pharmacists  might  be  registered  as  holding 
certain  stocks  of  first-aid  appliances  which  could  be  immedi- 
ately available  in  any  district  where  the  danger  threatened. 
He  was  sure  the  pharmacists,  with  the  special  knowledge 
referred  to  by  Dr.  Blackie,  would  be  prepared  to  give  their 
skilled  knowledge  and  experience  in  the  public  service  to  aid. 

Dr.  Hay,  replying,  said  he  was  very  desirous  that  some  of 
what  he  had  said  would  remain  with  them.

The  demand  has  been  quite  good  for  the  time  of  year.  The  Anglo- 
Spanish  Clearing  House  agreement  has  been  suspended.  Editorial 
comment  on  p.  745.  The  Spanish-Italian  Mercury  Cartel  will 
cease  to  function  after  December  31.  In  the  Pharmaceutical 
Chemicals  markets  business  has  been  routine.  The  only  change  of 
importance  to  record  is  a  further  advance  of  £10  per  ton  in  the  home 
trade  scale  of  prices  for  Glycerin,  B.P. 

Crude  Drugs 

Business  in  these  commodities  has  been  rather  more  than  is  usual  at 
the  close  of  the  year,  but  the  main  feature  is  the  generally  strong  tone 
and  advancing  prices  in  a  steadily  increasing  number  of  products. 
Shipment  prices  for  new  crop  Kobe  Agar  tend  dearer.  The  market 
is  practically  bare  of  supplies  of  all  descriptions  of  Cardamoms. 
Cascara  Sagrada  is  fully  maintained  at  recent  values.  Zanzibar 
Cloves  are  quoted  fractionally  dearer.  Desiccated  Coconut  shows 
a  further  sharp  advance.  Business  in  Derris  Root  for  shipment 
is  reported  to  have  been  fairly  substantial  this  week.  Spanish  Ergot 
is  offered  for  shipment,  but  business  is  proving  difficult  owing  to 
currency  troubles.  The  source  reports  small  arrivals  of  Sudan  Gum 
Acacia,  and  shippers  have  advanced  their  prices  sharply  ;  spot  is 
also  dearer.  Honey  and  Matto  Grosso  Ipecacuanha  are  steady  but 
quiet.  Japanese  Menthol  has  sold  fairly  well,  with  the  market 
keeping  steady.  Quite  a  nice  spot  business  in  Rhubarb  on  spot  ; 
shipment  terms  are  firm.  The  Rubber  market  continues  to  advance. 
A  further  improvement  in  Shellac  is  recorded.  No  shipment  offers 
of  Slippery  Elm  Bark  ;  spot  values  firm.  Tragacanth  has  been 
quiet  this  week  ;  firm  at  high  values  and  remains  in  very  short 
supply.  Bees'  Waxes  are  again  dearer,  with  shipment  offers  re- 
stricted.   Forward  quotations  for  Carnauba  Wax  are  dearer. 

Essential  Oils 

The  feature  of  these  markets  is  the  large  number  of  products  in 
which  the  sources  advise  they  have  nothing  to  offer.

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Medicine  Stamp  Duties  Select  Committee 

Sir, — I  have  before  me  your  report  of  the  Medicine  Stamp 
Duties  Select  Committee,  and  have  gone  through  the  evidence 
as  given  by  Mr.  MaUinson  before  that  Committee.  From  that 
evidence  it  would  appear  that  Mr.  Mallinson  would  deprive  such 
persons  as  myself  and  some  of  my  friends  of  our  living.  Are 
we  to  take  it  that  according  to  Mr.  Mallinson  "  qualifieds  "  are 
the  ' '  salt  of  the  earth  "  ?  Is  it  to  be  assumed  that  they  are 
the  only  people  with  a  therapeutical  knowledge  of  drugs  ?  May 
I  ask  as  regards  my  friends — ex-Service  men  who  have  spent  a 
lifetime  in  handling  drugs,  men  who  have  had  practical  experi- 
ence of  medicine  and  surgery,  and  who  have  made  an  intensive 
study  of  these  subjects.  Let  me  say  that  through  lack  of 
facilities  in  the  Services  it  has  not  been  possible  for  these  men 
to  qualify,  also  time  has  been  a  factor  ;  none  the  less,  their 
knowledge  of  medicine  and  its  allied  subjects  is  profound.  For 
Mr.  Mallinson's  information  I  would  mention  that  I  have  had 
the  pleasure  of  supplying  several  hospitals  with  the  latest 
technical  data  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  their  fracture  clinics 
up  to  date  (based  on  the  Bohler  and  Schnek  methods).  Mr. 
Mallinson  mentions  pot.  chlor.  and  matches.  Several  other 
combinations  are  much  more  common  and  dangerous,  viz.:  — 
Tinct.  iodi  with  lin.  camph.  co.;  glycerin,  thymolis  co.  with 
liq.  hydrog.  perox.  On  two  occasions  I  have  had  to  correct 
G.P.s  when  treating  relatives,  once  when  prescribing  liq.  morph. 
hyd.  to  be  taken  in  tea,  another  occasion  when  treating  a 
neurasthenic  case  with  pot.  brom.  and  calomel  was  ordered 
as  a  purge.  As  regards  dispensing,  is  this  to  be  a  "  close 
trade  to  the  ' '  qualified  "  I  make  bold  to  say  that  some  of 
our  ex-Army  dispensers  could  knock  spots  off  the  j'oung  quali- 
fied man.  Scheduled  poisons  have  no  terror  for  us  ;  personally 
I  know  of  several  drugs  of  equal  therapeutical  value  to  the 
morphine  group,  which  are  not  even  classed  as  "  poisonous." 
Just  recently  I  supplied  an  eye-lotion  to  a  person  who  had  been 
attending  one  of  the  big  London  hospitals  (without  success); 
a  fortnight  later  the  party  came  to  me  and  said  that  her  eyes 
were  wonderfully  better.  I  prescribed  for  a  "  backache  "  case 
only  last  week  ;  this  party,  too,  had  been  the  "  rounds,"  this 
also  proved  to  be  another  "leg  up  "  for  me.  Both  of  these 
cases  are  taken  at  random  and  the  patients  reside  nine  or  ten 
miles  distant.  I  do  not  advertise  or  use  a  "  brass  plate." 
Unally,  I  often  have  the  pleasure  of  helping  the  local  police, 
and  be  it  known  that  we  have  a  constable  here  who  is  a  Univer- 
sity man  with  a  B.Sc.  degree  ;  needless  to  say  we  often  talk 
"  shop."  My  education,  such  as  it  is,  was  obtained  in  a 
"  board  school  "  and  the  hard  school  of  experience.

Another  Job  for  Pharmacists 

Sir, — The  following  is  from  an  article  in  "  The  Spectator  " 
written  by  Sir  Walter  Langdon-Brown :  — 

"  It  is  urged  that  pasteurisation  destroys  the  vitamins  in  milk, 
but  this  is  only  a  practical  objection  in  the  case  of  those  living 
on  milk  alone,  and  these  concentrated  vitamins  could  easily  be 
added. 

"  Allied  to  this  is  the  question  of  dietetics  in  general.  The 
public  are  intensely  interested  in  this  and  wiU  continue  to  lend  an 
ear  to  specious  cranks  unless  the  medical  profession  provides  them 
with  more  leading  of  a  scientific  sort.  Diet  kitchens  are  rapidly 
forming  part  of  the  ordinary  equipment  of  hospitals  and  dieti- 
cians are  being  soundly  trained  there.  To  my  mind  it  would  be 
an  advance  of  great  practical  value  if  the  services  of  these  dieti- 
cians could  be  available  to  the  general  public.  The  doctor  could 
then  give  a  prescription  for  a  diet  in  scientific  terminology  which 
would  be  translated  by  the  dietician  into  a  series  of  menus,  just  as 
his  prescription  for  medicines  is  made  up  by  a  dispenser.  I  suggest, 
therefore,  that  a  dietician  would  be  a  helpful  adjunct  to  a  chemist's 
shop." 

A  very  good  idea.  It  will  be  generally  agreed,  I  think,  that 
pharmacists  might  easily  qualify  as  "  dieticians."  The  chemist 
who  keeps  in  touch  with  scientific  developments  ought  soon  to 
make  himself  a  better  authority  on  dietetics,  and  especially 
upon  vitamins,  than  the  average  overworked  and  perhaps  too 
comprehensively  educated  general  practitioner.  As  time  goes 
on,  the  practice  of  medicine  is  being  split  up  more  and  more 


into  specialisms,  and  the  specialism  of  dietetics  might  well 
become  the  province  of  the  pharmacist.  The  public,  says  Sir 
Walter,  want  "  more  leading  of  a  scientific  sort  "  lest  they 
continue  to  "  lend  an  ear  to  specious  cranks."  He  might  also 
have  said  that  the  medical  profession  is  by  no  means  innocent 
of  "  lending  an  ear  "  to  vitamin  quackery.  The  truth  (so  far 
as  I  can  gather)  is  that  the  G.P.  has  not  himself  grasped  the 
true  significance  of  vitamins,  and  appears  to  imagine  that 
they  are  best  provided  in  expensive  concentrates  or  in  so-called 
vitamin-containing  tonics — of  proprietary  origin  and  fancy 
price.  Apart  from  those  quite  exceptional  cases  of  invalidism 
in  which  ordinary  foods  are  barred,  it  is  as  certain  as  anything 
can  be  that  vitamins  should  be  taken,  not  in  the  form  of 
artificial  proprietary  preparations,  but  as  fresh  food  suitably 
cooked — where  nature  has  always  provided  them  in  correct 
quantity  and  concentration.  Sir  Walter  (or  we  pharmacists) 
should  educate  the  rank  and  file  of  medical  practice  on  this 
fundamentally  important  fact,  and  thence  the  public.  If,  then, 
Sir  Walter's  suggestion  is  to  be  carried  out,  the  pharmacist 
would  advise  as  to  the  best  and  cheapest  forms  of  protein, 
fats  and  carbohydrates,  and  the  method  of  cooking  least  likely 
to  diminish  the  vitamin  content.  He  would  know  when  and 
where  raw  foods  were  desirable.  He  would  advise  a  "  balanced 
diet,"  and  he  would  be  conversant  with  the  vitamin  content  of 
all  common  foods,  cooked  and  raw.  In  connexion  with  disease 
he  would  know  where  to  find  the  most  reliable  and  the 
cheapest  vitamin  concentrates.  At  the  end  of  it  all  he  would 
probably  find  much  wisdom  in  the  olden,  golden  rule  that.  "  a 
little  bit  of  what  you  fancy  does  you  good."  I  cannot  at 
present  imagine  that  w-e  shall  run  cafes  and  restaurants  in 
conjunction  with  our  pharmacies.    And  yet,  who  knows?

Foiling  the  Cutter 

Sir, — The  ways  of  the  cutter  become  more  devious  than  ever, 
if  that  is  possible.  It  is  a  testimony  to  the  increasing  vigilance 
of  the  staff  of  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association  that 
so  much  difficulty  is  experienced  in  getting  possession  of  price- 
maintenance  articles  and  that  new  methods  have  to  be  thought 
out.  Were  reasonable  caution  exercised  by  those  who  are  asked 
to  supply  the  goods  and  the  bona  fides  of  the  would-be  pur- 
chaser gone  into  before  they  were  handed  over,  much  cutting 
would  be  prevented.  One  of  the  benefits  of  the  C.F.  scheme  is 
that  the  outers  of  the  goods  appearing  upon  the  List  are  labelled 
in  many  cases  with  the  official  seal  ;  this  is  in  itself  a  warning 
that  it  is  not  in  order  to  supply  goods  to  persons  about  w  hom 
there  is  some  doubt.  I  am  of  opinion  also  that  the  practice 
of  bujdng  more  than  one  wants  in  the  way  of  proprietaries,  in 
order  to  get  a  bonus  or  quantity  discount,  may  lead  to  cutting, 
because  overstocking  is  an  inducement  to  unload  some  of  it  to 
get  one's  money  back  ;  there  is  therefore  a  great  temptation  to 
yield  to  the  wdles  of  the  cutter,  who  is  always  provided  with 
ready  cash. — Yours,  etc.,

Shortage  of  Holiday  Locums 

Sir, — It  is  reported  from  Blackburn  (C  D..  December  19, 
p.  699)  that  a  test  prescription  alleged  to  have  been  inaccurately 
dispensed  was  taken  while  a  chemist  was  on  holiday  and  a 
qualified  locum  was  in  charge.  In  this  instance  it  was  stated 
that  the  dispensing  was  done  by  an  apprentice,  but  the 
chemist  was  the  one  who  had  to  take  the  responsibility, 
although  he  was  away  at  the  time.  It  is  difficult  enough  for  a 
chemist  to  make  satisfactory  arrangements  for  his  annual  holi- 
day as  it  is,  and  the  possibility  of  tests  being  taken  during  his 
absence  adds  another  worry  to  those  he  tries  to  leave  behind 
him  for  a  short  while.  Owing  to  the  usual  arrangements  for 
holidays,  July  and  August  are  the  months  when  most  people 
want  to  take  their  leave.  To  satisfy  this  demand  it  would  be 
necessary  to  have  a  floating  surplus  of  qualified  men  equal  to 
nearly  half  the  number  of  chemists  in  business  ;  and  if  there 
were  what  would  become  of  them  in  the  months  when  they  are 
not  required? — Faithfully  yours,

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Poisons  Queries 

F.  E.  (30/11).— Section  18  (c)  of  the  P. P. A.  states  that 
"...  unless  the  container  is  labelled."  Thus  it  is  evident 
that  the  bottle  must  bear  a  cautionary  label. 

R.  C.  (12/12). — Since  phosphorus  in  all  dilutions  is  a  Part  I 
poison  it  will  be  necessary  to  state,  either  on  a  separate  label, 
or  within  a  frame,  the  proportion  of  phosphorus  contained 
therein,  and  the  word  "  Poison."  There  is  no  way  of  obtain- 
ing exemp>tion  from  these  rules. 

H.  B.  C.  (14/12).' — Bay  rum  and  cantharides  would  have  co 
be  packed  in  a  poison  bottle.  The  definition  of  this  form  of 
container  is  given  in  Poison  Rule  22.  It  is  described  as  a 
bottle,  the  outer  surface  of  which  is  fluted  vertically  with  ribs 
or  grooves  recognisable  by  touch. 

D.  R.  M.  (3/9). — The  percentage  of  ephedrine  hydrochloride 
in  your  preparation  is  below  i  per  cent.,  and  consequently, 
under  Schedule  III,  Group  2,  the  preparation  is  not  deemed  a 
statutory  poison  under  the  Poisons  Rules.  A  special  declara- 
tion of  this  ingredient  is  therefore  not  required. 

B.  L.  (12/12). — As  the  preparations  to  which  you  refer  are 
Part  I  poisons,  they  can  only  be  sold  to  the  public  by  autho- 
rised sellers  of  poisons.  Even  if  you  had  a  pharmacist  on 
your  staff  you  still  could  not  sell  direct  to  the  public  unless  the 
business  complied  with  the  conditions  laid  down  by  the  Phar- 
macy and  Poisons  Act. 

/.  W.  (12/12). — Preparations  containing  less  than  5  per  cent, 
w/w  NH3  are  exempted  from  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act, 
and  thus  deemed  non-poisonous  for  statutory  purposes.  Pre- 
parations containing  more  than  5  per  cent,  must  be  labelled 
with  the  proportion  of  ammonia,  the  name  and  address  of  the 
seller,  and  "  Poison.  Not  to  be  taken."  These  statutory 
requirements  must  either  be  on  a  separate  label  or  surrounded 
by  a  line,  -within  which  there  are  no  other  words. 

B.  L.  (30/11). — Unless  j-ou  wish  to  sell  this  preparation 
unstamped,  it  is  not  necessary  to  disclose  the  full  formula,  but 
you  must  indicate  the  name  and  quantity  of  poison  therein. 
The  cautionary  label,  shown  in  your  letter,  takes  the  place  of 
the  word  "Poison."  A  cautionary  notice  must  either  be  on 
a  separate  label  (which  can  be  placed  round  the  neck  of  the 
bottle),  or  surrounded  by  a  line,  within  which  there  must  be 
no  other  words  except  those  with  which  the  container  is 
required  to  be  labelled.  The.  subject  was  fully  explained  in 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  July  25,  1936,  p.  105. 

\V.  W.  G.  (24/10). — Section  19  (2)  of  the  Pharmacy  and 
Poisons  Act  states: — "A  medicine  must  be  distinctly  labelled 
with  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  by  whom  it  is 
supplied  or  dispensed."  Since  a  doctor  has  to  keep  records  of 
certain  poisons,  presumably  the  address  to  appear  on  the  label 
would  be  that  of  where  the  records  are  kept.  In  the  case  you 
mention,  where  the  doctor  has  a  private  practice  in  addition  to 
being  in  partnership,  the  position  is  very  similar  to  the  case  of 
a  chemist  with  his  own  shops.  In  the  circumstances  we  think 
it  would  be  necessary  to  put  on  the  label  the  name  of  the  prac- 
titioner (or  partnership)  and  the  actual  address  from  which  the 
medicine  is  supplied. 

M.  B.  W.  (1/12). — If  you  wish  to  keep  the  preparation  out- 
side any  poisons  restrictions  the  only  way  is  to  take  advantage 
of  the  exemption  in  favour  of  mouth"  washes  containing  less 
than  2.5  per  cent,  of  phenols,  in  which  case  it  must  not  be 
regarded  as  a  medicine,  as  would  be  the  position  if  you  referred 
to  it  as  a  "  gargle,"  "  liquid  antiseptic,"  and  so  forth.  All 
medicines  containing  less  than  i  per  cent,  phenols  are  exempted 
from  poisons  restrictions,  so  that  if  you  retain  your  label 
exactly  as  it  is,  you  would  have  to  reduce  the  phenol  to  below 
I  per  cent.  The  reason  we  suggested  deleting  the  words  from 
your  label  was  because  under  Rule  20,  in  the  case  of  embroca- 
tions, liniment,  lotion,  liquid  antiseptic  or  other  liquid  medi- 
cines for  external  use,  the  container  must  be  labelled  with  the 
name  of  the  article  (e.g.,  liquid  antiseptic),  and  the  words, 

Poison.  For  external  use  only."  There  is  one  other  point, 
a  pre-packed  medicine  for  external  use  containing  more  than 
I  per  cent,  of  phenol  {mouth  wash  is  not  regarded  as  a 
medicine)  must  be  in  a  poison  bottle. 


Miscellaneous  Inquiries 

We  do  not  undertake  to  analyse  and  report  upon  proprietary  articles  nor  to 
publish  supposed  formulas  for  them. 

H.  F.  (20/11). — Dental  impression  powder. — This  appears 
to  be  zinc  oxide  with  a  small  amount  of  wax  (say  |-  per  cent.). 
The  wax  is  apparently  carnauba,  but  is  difficult  to  determine. 

H.  W.  (8/12). — Marking  ink. — The  following  formula  for 
marking  ink  does  not  require  to  be  heated  and  is  therefore 


suitable  for  laundries :  —

Mix  and  then  add  sufficient  distilled  water  to  form  a  thin 
paste.  For  stamping,  the  amount  of  dextrin  should  be 
increased. 

E.  R.  (11/12). — Discovery  of  acetylsalicylic  acid. — This 
matter  was  investigated  during  a  law  case  in  the  Chancery 
Division  in  London,  in  1905.  It  was  then  stated  that  the  dis- 
covery was  made  by  Kraut,  a  German  chemist,  in  1869,  though 
there  was  a  suggestion  that  a  prior  discovery  had  been  made  of 
this  substance.  In  delivering  his  judgment,  Mr.  Justice  Joyce 
said:  "...  The  most  material  statement  in  Kraut's  publica- 
tion may,  I  think,  be  extracted  or  abstracted  as  follows : 
Acetylosalicylic  acid  compounds  containing  the  salicyl  and 
acetyl  radicals  have  been  prepared  according  to  two  different 
methods."  Then,  after  referring  to  the  researches  of  Gerhardt 
and  von  Gilm,  he  says:.  "  It  was  to  be  expected  that  there 
were  two  different  products,  etc.  The  experiments  made  by 
Prinzhorn  have  now  been  proved  (I  am  abstracting  the  material 
part  of  the  statement,  omitting  what  is  immaterial  for  the 
present  purpose)  that  by  the  action  of  acetyl  chloride  on 
salicylic  acid  the  monobasic  acetylosalicylic  acid  is  produced. 
If.  according  to  von  Gilm's  method,  10  parts  of  finely  powdered 
salicylic  acid  and  8  parts  of  acetyl  chloride  are  heated  with  a 
reflux  condenser  on  the  water  bath,  so  long  as  hydrochloric  acid 
escapes,  the  increase  of  weight,  after  driving  off  the  excess  of 
acetyl  chloride,  amounts  to  95  to  98  per  cent,  of  the  quantity 
theoretically  obtained  by  the  action  of  equimolecular  quantities. 
On  cooling  the  product  solidifies  rapidly  and  completely  to  a 
crystalline  mass,  which  can  be  purified  by  recrystallisation  from 
lioiling  water."  The  case  was  fully  reported  in  the  C.  'sr  D.  at 
the  time. 


Retrospect  of  Fifty  Years  Ago

British  Pharmacy  in  1886 

The  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  the  Medicine  Stamp 
Act  by  the  officers  of  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  called  forth 
a  long  discussion  in  our  columns  during  the  early  part  of  the 
year,  and  various  proposals  were  made  for  lightening  the  tax, 
the  most  important  suggestion  being  that  the  series  of  stamps 
supplied  should  include  a  -|-d.  one  for  articles  under  6d.  in 
value.  This  suggestion,  however,  was  very  strongly  opposed  by 
some  other  correspondents,  and,  though  the  Trade  Association 
were  prepared  to  adopt  it,  it  fell  through.  ...  A  deputation 
from  the  Association  waited  upon  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue 
to  represent  the  case  of  the  chemists,  and  the  difficulty  of 
judging  in  numerous  cases  of  the  liability  of  medicines  to  the 
stamps.  The  Board  promised  the  deputation  that  they  would 
carefully  consider  each  case  on  its  merits,  but  they  could  not 
promise  to  warn  offenders  before  prosecuting  them.  ...  Of 
new  medicinal  substances  which  have  been  introduced  in  1886 
lanolin  and  saccharin  are  the  principal.  The  former,  as  an 
ointment  basis,  is  still  on  trial,  but  so  far  with  very  good 
results,  while  the  latter,  as  a  substitute  for  sugar,  has  not  yet 
been  produced  in  sufficient  quantity  for  extended  physiological 
experiment.  Several  new  antipyretics  have  been  introduced, 
and  of  these  salol  appears  to  be  one  which  will  come  into 
permanent  use.
